Among the Karl of IlradfordR papera is the vaUuildc correspondcuce of I/)rd

’Karl Sjicnccr’s MSS. at Spencer House, St. James’s, contain most importrait materials 
for* the history of the periods to which they relate, as will be seen in Jfr. Ilo'rwood’s 
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repoi-t at „ p. : 12 of tlie Appendix.^ Among them' is . a thin volume in the autograph 
of the Marquis of Halifax, containing: notes' of his conversations' with. King .William 
the Third on persons, parties, and politics.' Lord' .Spencer possesses two: copies .of this 
interesting paper, but was. not . seemingly aware that he owned the original.' The 
Journal of the expedition of Robert, first Lord Spencer, who carried the Garter to 
Frederic, Duke of Wurtemburg in 1 603, is curious and interesting. There are many 
hundred letters which contain ample illustrations for the political 'and social -history of 
England during, the,. l6th,. 17th,. and .18th centuries. There are several letters from 
gentlemen in attendance ; on Queen. Catherine (widow of Charles the Second),' when 
she went to Portugal after the death of her husband.- There are some volumes which 
give copies of letters in. the l6th and I7th centuries, aniong them are some from Mary 
Queen of Scots and Arabella Stuart. Letters froni Sir Walter Raleigh, and other persons 
of note of the l6th and l/th -centuries, give notices of raids on the Scottish border,- of 
Court life and entertainmeiifs. Among the letters of the 17th ^century is one .giving 
a , notice of the marriage of Carr,. Earl of Somerset, and the presents made at- his 
marriage, and one' by Archie (the King’s fool), in l6l6. An original .letter by the 
Prince of .Orange (17th December 1688) to the Marquis of Halifax and two other 
peers, to advise King James to goto Ham, where he would be safe. Among. the writers 
of letters in the l8Lh century may be named, Sarah Duchess. of Marlborough, David 
Garrick, Sir W. Jones,. Sir Sidney Smith, Charlotte Queen -of' Naples, and: Sjr W. 
Hamilton. Some. letters by Kent (the /irtist ?) give curious notices-of Alexander Pope.., 

The collection of -the Earl of Mount Edgeumbe contains many letters illustrafino- 
the Civil War and the reigns of Charles I. and Charles 11. ; a document relating to. 
Perkin Warbeck’s conspiracy ; an unpublished work , on Forest. Law, b}”^ Recorder. 
Fleetwood ; and papers about a naval expedition by Sir P. Edgeumbe (temp., Elizabeth) 
to assist Don Antonio, -claimant to- the Portuguese throne. Mr. Horwood’s report is 
printed at p. 20 of the Appendix. - ' ' , - . 

Earl Cathcart posses'ses a most extensive collection, containing numerous letters about 
the rebellions of 1715 and -1745; the troops abroad under, the Duke of Marlboroimh • 
Earl Cathcart’s embassy to I3t. Petersburg in I768 ; and the English military expeditions 
to. Holland and Bremen at the end of the last century. These papers will all -be found 
fully described in Mr, Horwopd’s report in the Appendix, p. 24. ; .1, 

The Earl of Dartmouth’s MSS., reported on by Mr. Horwoocl- (App,, p. .9) are 
valuable as containing numerous letters to Colonel William Legge, one of the staunchest 
supporters of Charles I.; many official papers regarding Tangier and its. abandonment • 
scores of -letters by Samuel Pepys on navy matters ; numerous holograph letters bv 
James II.; and several by the Prince of Orange (afterwards William Jll.). In 1688 
Lord Dartmouth was Commander of the Fleet, and the part he took in tlie Revolution 
is well, known. - The correspondence here during; 1688 is very extensive, and the letters 
in November and December, including originals by James II. and the Prince of Orano-e 
arc of high interest and value. ^ ^ ’ 

The collection of MSS. of Viscount Dillon at Dytchley (App., p. 31), though small is 
certainly, very choice; among them maybe noticed Wyclilfe’s translations of .the Gosp'els' 
with commentaries in English, one of which, that on St. Mark, appears to be unknawn’ 
It-is not a little, remarkable that two circumstances connected with the career of this 
celebrated man have been brought under public notice bv the proceedings of the 
Historical Manuscripts Commission, Henry Lee’s » Discovery and Recovery of Ireland” 
the letters of Charles H. and James, Duke of York, and letters and papers illustrating 
the French military operations on the Continent, 1706-1715, may be pointed out as woU 
worthy of attention. , , . .»vvu 

The, collection of Lord Wroltesley, reported on by Mr. Horwood (Apn p 4(1'! 
contains several interesting documents; it includes, among others, an -origS deed of 
composition, under the Dictum of Kenilworth, and the existence bf any other besidp^ 
that at Wrottesley IS not known. ..Letters relating to John Duddeley the Duke nf 
Northumberland, who was beheaded in the first year of the reign of Marv Rp nKi n • i 
from Henry VIII. a grant of the lands of the dissolved Priory of Dudley • these Pmd 
now belong to Lord Wrottesley, end tlto title deeds show distiifctly the id™tity- between 
Mr. Diidtleley and the subsequent Dokc of Nortlmmberknd. The deed of insn' 
ahbougii only a copy, k not- in tbe Monasticon. It is evidently, taken from The 
muniments oi Evesham Abbey, as aftccting the anterior tide of the manor 

The large and valnable coUcetiou of manuscripts belonging to Lord Calthorpe has 
been , reported ™ by Mr. Horwood -(App., p. 39). It .contains original IcttL bv 
Henry -V 111., Philip, Queen Llizabctb, Mary, Queen of 'Scots, an, f some foreim' 
sovereigns; original letters from persons engaged by Henry VIII in the matter 



of the divorce ; very important papers mid letters regarding the Queen of Scots, and 
curious drawings of her liial and execution; Inr^ collections* concerning tlie hlanso 
Towns in llic IGth century; nnd considemWc information on tlic many salient points of 
Kllza!)ctli ’8 reign. Some few papers arc in the hand of Lord Burghlcy, nnd many of 
the volumes contain important notes by their tbrincr collector' and framer,' Ilobert 
Ilealc, who'u’as Clerk of the (Council to Queen Klizabeth. 

Lord Lyttelton's MSS. (App., p- 36). contain letters illustrating the Civil Wnr^ 
.and letters, from eminent litemry men in the I 81 I 1 century, including Sm'ft, Pope, • 
Voltaire, nnd Dr. Johnson ; tuidla curious note as to the fiist form of Lord Bolinghroke's 
“ Idc.a of a Patriot King.’’ 

The collection of Sir Henry Dryden, Bart. (App., p. 6.3), include? letters by and to 
members of the poet’s lamilv during the l7tU amt 18th ccnturic>-, and an intercatino- 
letter of Attcrlmry when in the Tower. . ° 

The papers of the late Sir ILldwIn Leighton, Bart, of Loton Paik (App., p. Gt), 
though not of gieat historical importance, yet contain matter which will be interesting 


to nianv persons. 

Sir George Osborn’s manuscripts (App.« p. 65) contain some papers relative to 
Guernsey, but tlioy have nearly all been printed. 

Among the M.SS. lielongmg to the 'I rustccs of the late Sir lUcliaril Pvilcston, Bart., 
reported on by Mr. Horwood (App., p. 65), Is a very cojiions “ Boiiclic of Court," 
giiinga inimite account of the variotu? oflicers .and attendants of tlic Il 0 y. 1 l household, 
temp. Henry VIII., their dail^’ diet, and regiihitions for orderly' behaviour witliiii the 
precincts;’' an elementary work for teaching tlic L.atin l.ingnage, by John Lcylontlc, an 
Knglisliman of tlic 15th century; the origm.d cre.ition of Chirk to be a borough; 
illustraiions of- the tenure of land in Wales in the l-ltli century; notices of Dean Swift, 
and of tlic oppressive proceedings of Pnrliatncntmans during the Civil War. 

Mr. Anlrobus, of I'lalon Hall, Cheshire, submitted his inamiscripts to the inspection 
of your Cuinmissioners ; though they arc chiefly of a local nature, belonging to the 
class of title deeds, yet 'among them there are a few documents of historical value.

Colonel MyddcltotuBiddulph, of Chfrk Castle, pi>8se»ses a inaimscript chronicle of 
Wales, composed in the 16th century, as well as notices of King Charles at Oxford in 
iCllO. (App., p. 73 .) 

In the collection of Mr. Bicliard Corl>ct, of Market Drayton, arc some early deeds 
relating to Stoke and Drayton in Shropshire, and a book of telgnorial niles for the town 
of Drayton, from 36 lien. VI H. to 1720 . (App., p. 77*) ^ ' 

Mr. Wni. Bromlcy-Davcnport, M.I*., of Bagintoii Hall, co. Warwick, nnd Cnpesthorne, 
CO. Chester, possesses a doeument which possibly refers to Wm. Shakcspc.irc; an un- 
published letter and poem by Ben Joiison; letters liy Atterbury ; interesting historical 
memoranda by James Wright (of the Temple) froui lG85 to 17 KnglisU poems of • 
the 15th centur/; a poem by Ilcnry Marten, the regicide; nnd early documents relating 
to the serjeanty ot the forest of Macclesfield. The collections at Baginton and 
Capestliornc arc fully described by Mr. Horwood in his reports (App., pp. "8, 60). 

Mr. C. Cottrell Donner, of llouslmm, possesses letters by Sir Bhilip Sidney, and by 
Katherine, .the widowed Countess of Suffolk, to the Earl of Leicester, nnd letters 
containing notices of the Duke of Monmouth nnd Algernon Sidney ; letters by the 
Iloyal Family of England while in exile during the 1‘rotcctOrntc ; anil the interesting 



-■'nglish tracts. in the form of dialogue on ectlcsiastical and social matters (temp. 
Henry VIIL); a fine copy of Higden’t* Folydironlcon ; numerous original letters by 
King Charles I.,TMncc llupcrt, rnnee Maurice, Sir John Byron, and others during the 
time of the Civil War. (App., p. 84.) 

Jlr. H. B. Mackeson’s collection (App., p. 91) contains -letteis nnd papers touching

French and English during -Henr 3 ’- V.’s invasion of- France; a roll, of charges against 
William de la Pole, .Duke of Suffolk, temp. Hemy VI. ; a deed giving a new fact in 
the life of William of Wykeham; - a grant by Cecily, mother of King Edward IV., 
wherein she asserts that her late husband was rightfiiliKing of England; a pedigree of 
the Carringtons, of the North,- showing why Sir John Carrington (vyho died in 1446) 
assumed the name of Smyth ; a volume containing copies of numei-ous State, papers, 
temp. Queen Elizabeth. ■ 

Among the Standish Papers sent by Mr. Peake l^App., p, 92), are the original 
documents executed on the foundation of a chantry in the parish church of St. Wilfrid 
in Standish, co. Lancaster. • • . 

Mrs. Prescott’s collection, reported on by Mr. Horwood (App,, p, 97), contains 
letten-i (original and copies)' by Oliver Cromwell and members of his family, and the 
original account by Samuel. Morland, laid before Cromwell, of the expenditure of the 

money raised for the persecuted Vaudois. * . . 

Mr. J. J. Rogers, of Penrose, co. Cornwall, possesses some papers relating to the 
Civil War and the Duke of Monmouth’s rebellion. (App., p. 98). ■ , 

Mr..Wm. W- E. Wynne, -of Peniarth, co. Merioneth, possesses early manuscripts of the 
histories .of Beda and Henry of Huntingdon, and later manuscripts of the histories of 
Alfred of Beverley and Nennius ; large collections for early English and Welsh history, by 
John Lewis, of Lynwern (temp. James I.) ; the original duplicate signed -by Francis !., 
of France, of a treaty between him and King Henry VIIL, against.the Turks ; copies 
of State papers (temp. Queen Elizabeth)^ ; a transcript of Leland’s Commentaries, which 
will supply the bl'anlcs in Hearne’s edition ;• copies of the 13th century of 35 . charters 
by Anglo-Saxon Kings,. from a.d. 800 to a.d. 1048; a dramatic mystery in the Cornish 
language, A. D. 1608; several copies of the Brut Chronicle, some in English and some 
in Welsh; several very early copies of the. Welsh Laws; an unpublished letter by the 
Earl of Mar in 1717, relative to a projected invasion to reinstate the Pretender. This 
priceless collection (the Hengwrt and Peniarth collections combined) .comprises .about

In the Chetham Library there is a volume consisting of transcripts in the .17th 
century of valuable matter , for the civil and ecclesiastical history and topographj^ of 
Ireland, (App., p. 156), 

Among Lord Camoys’s MSS. at Stonor Park (App.,. p.'33), is a noble folio volume 
upon vellum, in the original oaken boards, containing several treatises ; amoho- them 
is “The Ladder of Perfection,” “The Stimulus Amoris, or Prickyng .of Love,” by 
S. Bonaventura, translated into English by Walter Hilton; “Amor, Dei, or the 
“Love of God;” a poem in English verse called “The Prick of Conscience, by Richard 
Hampole. • 

Of the extensive and .very curious collection of MSS. belonging to Lord Arimdell 
of Wai-dour, at Wardour Castle, reported on by Mr. Stevenson (App., p. 33), the 
series of household rolls forms an important fcatm-e. They illustrate the history of 
prices in England from the reign of Edward III. to that of Elizabeth, while numerous 
particulars connected with the progi'ess of art, trade, commerce, architecture &c are 
here recorded.’ It might be advisable that the whole series should be examined more 
closely than possibly could be done in a preliminary and partial inspection. 

Many of the articles contained in Miss Ainslie’s MS. volume (App,,*. p. 68) are of 
interest for the illustration of the early history of the City of . Lmdoh,. its trade 
privileges, and customs. Copies of such as are miprinted might be seemed and dpTinQit^>8 
in the Public Record .Office, or in the Library of the City ofXondon. deposited

.Mr. Stcvcnson’.s report on JISS. lately in the possession of Mrs. Collis (App., 
p. 7C) notices, ns illuslrntive of the X,ittirgical History of the English- Reformation, 
“ The Order of Common I’caycr," usetl in the English Congregation at Erankfort, which 
claims attention. It Is believed that no other copy is in existence. 

. Mr, Stevenson also brings fonrard (App., p. 125) an important manuscript belonging 
to St. Marj-’s College, Oscott, relating to the building of St. Peter’s at Rome, which 
was unknown when he made his report l.ast year on the collection of manuscripts 
belonging to that college. 

lliere are two manuscripts in the llbmrj'at Ampicforth College, towliich notice should 
1)C dircctcil. One of them is MS. 18, Ircing a history of the English Benedictine 
Order, by Weldon; the other, M.S. 31, fiimtslies n history of the Uissolutfon of the 
houses of’ the English Benedictines in France at the time of the first Revolution. Mr. 
Stevenson’s report on this collection will he found at p. A09 of the Appendix. 

The report upon the collection of MSS. at Stoneyiiurst College (App., p. 1-13) is not 
YCt complete<l. Attention, however, may Ire directed to tire following articles: — The 
hislorvof the early language nndlltcratiircof England is illustrated by the Saxon lines con- 
tained in MS. 3 ; tire roll containing a poem upon the Passion of our Lord, MS. 32 ; the 
treatise upon Ctmtcmplation, bv Walter Hilton, MS.

2 and 2G ; and by the curious dictionary 
in Latin and Enclidi, MS. TP. The civil and ecclesiastical history of England is repre-

The first volumd of a splendid copy of Fmissart, unknown to the Baron Kervyn 'de 
Ijctlcnhovc and M. De Lys, whose editions of this chronicle arc in course of publication, 
MS. 10. A copy of the hi.story of Henry of Huntingtlon, MS. 29- A copy of the 
ccclcsia-stlcnl taxation of England by Potre Nicholas IV., MS, 25. The act rrook of 
the commissary of the Monastery of Whatley, MS. 19, contains much matter illustrative 
of the, moral and social condition of the district about the lieginoing of the l6th 
century. The MSS. marked 5, G, 7. 8, arc worthy the attention of the student of 
the ritual of the Roman Catholic Church. As illustratitT of the history of art, the MSS. 
numlx'rcd 4, 10, 11, 13, may be consulted. 

The interest of the reader will lie c.xcitcd by the perusal of the narrative contained 
In MS. 18 of the collection of Woodchester MSS. near Stroud, of which a detailed 
account is given m the report upon this library by Mr. .Stevenson. (App., p. 146.) 

Lord I^igh sent for the information of Your Majesty’s Commissioners two very 
valuable MSS., which arc fully dcscrilxxl at p. 49 of the Appendix. 

The manuscripts at Dropmorc belonging to the Hon. G. M. Fortcscue are ver^’ 
interesting and of much historical worth. Mr. Fortc'ciie has kindly sent to the Com- 
missioners a catalogue of them, preparer! by Mr. Uawson Gardiner, and which is printed 
at p. 49 of the Ap)>cndi\. ♦ 

‘ Among the manuscripts Wonging to Colonel Cnrcw, and submitted to Your Majesty’s 
Commissioners, is one deserving ot especial notice. It is a lOth ccnlu^’ copy of the 
four Gospels, fidlowed by a lectionary ; after Which thc’rc is a contemporary copy, or 
nearly so, of the celebrated letter of Fulco, Archbishop of Rheims, to King Alfred. As 
a full description -of this valuable volume is given at p. 74 of the Appendix, it is needless 
to do more here than call attentioU to it. 

Dr. Hoskins submitted to Your Commissioners a very interesting collection, made by 
himself, relating to Jersey. He Ixjlicvcs that the 'papers arc the component parts 
of the work long lost, entitled “ Journal ct Rccneil dcs choses Ics plus rcmarquables en 
“ Visle de Jersey, par Jean Chevalier, vingetenier de le ville de St. Hclier.” (App.,

Though not of 
any great extent, these extracts, it is believed, mil be found to contain some matters ot 
interest in reference to the management of tlm CoUege in those days, and the habits 
and usages of the times. ' 

From the CompuU of Queen’s College, Oxfortl, tvhich begin in 1317, only seven 
years after the Foundation of the College, many particulars of like features to those 
presented by the Computi of Kxeter nml Oriel Colleges may be gallicrcd. Notices 
extracted from them will bo found hi the Appendix (p. 137). containing particulars 
relative to Uobert dc Kglcsfold, the founder, and to John Trevha, ihc tnmslator of 
Higtlcn’s Volychronicon. A John Wyclif is also nientionctl in these Compiiti more than 
once. It was the opinion of the late Professor Shirley that this personage is identical 
'with our early llcfomicrt reasons however will l)c found given m the Appendix for 
accepting tins conclusion not without hesitation, the only altcniativc clearly being that 
there Tmj<»t have been two John M’yelifs residing much about the same time in tins 
College. ITie question is also noticed in the Appendix, whether Henry the Fifth, when 
Prince, really was, as asserted by tradition, a member of this College ; while passages 
•hitherto, it is believed, unnoticed, arc given in proof that his uncle, Henry Beaufort, 
aftcrwanls Cardinal, was a mcmlier of the Society. The Kegister, or Chartulary of 
the Hospital of St. Julian, or God’s House, m Soullianipton, in the possession of this 
College, commencing probably in the reign of lixlwnrd the Third, contains mattery of 
interest that arc at present unexplored, more especially in reference to the former history 
of .Southampton. 

' Under tlic head of TrinIt)* College, Oxford, some slight notices will lie found 
in the Appendix (p. M21 of Doclors Kettcll and Bathurst (former Presidents of the 
College), of r.lirnlicth llic second wife of Sir lliomas Pope, the refounder of the 
Iioujc, of Sir Theodore Mayeme,' William ChilHngavorth, John Somers, afterwards Lord 
Chancellor of England, and the unfortunate Eustace Budgell, who tias originally o 
Mcmlx^r of this College, Uiough in some of tlic biographies he is mentioned ns of Christ 
Church only. 

Worcester, living a College of comjiarativcly recent foundation, has nothing ofilsown 
in the way of avhat may be called ** records." It, however, jiossesscs a manuscrint 
Ilcgistcr of the town of Leslie in Fife, a.i». iCdG-jr*. Then' arc some entries in the 
Kegi«tcr Book of Uh pn.’dccv««or on the site, Gloucester Hall, in wliich the names of 
Kcnclm DIghy and John Jipeetl appear among the suhscriliers to the buildings of the 
new Chapef in 1G.10. 'Hie (olio volume, also noticed in the Appendix, as giving an 
oceount of Archbishop I..nud’« trial, on close cxaiuiunlion may possibly bo found to 
disclose facta wliich ha\c hitherto liecn overlooked. (App., p. 113.) . 

'riic records of Jesus College, Oxford, arc but fow in immhcr, and not such as call 
for any e«pccial remark. (App., p. 1.30.) 

The Inventory of cfTccts of Viscount Lisle, “ the John Dudley, Duke of Nortlmmbcr- 
“ land," of history, who was beheaded in l.'i53, has liccn deemed worthy by Mr. llilcy of 
a icngtiicncd notice (Apn., p. lOl), ns ahowiiip to some cxlciit tlic internal and private 
economy of a Peer’s Lonuon house in the iitiddic of the iGlh century. The list of the 
Duke’s London Librorj* dcscrvc.s attention. The occurrence in the manuscript of the 
names of Ilolicil Dudley (aftcrwartls Earl of Leicester), Guildford Dudley, Sir Jlichnrd 
\\Tncy, “Mr. Harric Vainc," and several other persons of rank, known iu history, 
renders it of additional interest. 

, In consequence of their number,' and the length of many of the documents, the inspec- 
tion of the Petyt Manuscripts, in the Library of the Inner Temple, has of necessity 
been comparatively cursory. The extmeta given in the Appendix (p. 151) are Bufficient 
to prove that the originals, If more closely examined, would he not unlikely to, throw 
light upon the history of politics and religion in this country in the reigns of Fdward VI. 
and Elizalx-'th. 

The documents belonging to the Corporation of Abingdon, which have lx;cn recently 
examined (App., p. H9), in aildition to those mentioned in the former report, are mainly 
of* interest as illustrating the domestic liblory of that town in the latter half of the 
iGth century. 

Lordlulmond Fitzmanricchas made n report (App., p.99) on some manuscript volumes 
of Irish Parliamentary debates between the years 177C and 1789, in the possession of 
Mr. W. T. JI. Torrens, M.P. These manuscripts are of value in supjilying new 
materials for the Parliamcntary history of Ireland. 

Mr. John Harvey, of Ickwcll Bury, whose collection of manuscripts was noticed in 
the Appendix of the First Heporb p. 62, has forwnnlcd to the Commissioners another 
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small collection of similnflpaperSi' LordfEclmond Fitzmauricc Has draAvn'mp an account 
of them. • It wll be found at p.> 89. of tlic Appendix. / ’ - ' ^ ^ , 

I-Iis Lordship has also called attention to the collection of manuscripts winch v;as lormcd 
by the late BIr. Dilkc, the grandfiither of the present Baronet, Sir Charles W. Dilkc^^ 

(App., p. 63). ■ ■ ' • „ ‘ ' /. , 

With the same liberality with which the Duke of Montrose has so„ often opened 
liis charter repositories for the illustration of historical works, he readily consented that 
a report should be made on the muniments of his noble house. The special report by 
Mr. Fraser on upwards of 200 of these muniments, carefully detailed in calendar form, 
giving the import of each, will- be found in the Appendix, p. 165. So varied arc these 
collections, that perhaps they arc not surpassed in historical imjiortance and interest by 
those of any other ancient family. They include charters froin King William the 
Lion, and subsequent Scottish sovereigns, to successive representatives of the family of 
Graham, who held high offices in the State, and acted n jiromincnt part in the political • 
transactions of (heir times. The papers relating to the first Marquis of hlontrose 
include the correspondence of King Charles the First, King Charles the Second, Queen 
Henrietta Maria, Elizabeth Queen of Bohemia, .Tames Duke of York, Prince Rupert, 
William Prince of Or.ange, and others, with that devoted Royalist. The letters of King 
'Charles the First, which, arc nearl}' all holograph, and were written at different places 
dmdng the progress of the Civil War, show the great difficulties in which the King was 
frequently plaeed. The letters of the Queen of Bohemia arc written with the wit and 
vivacity which were characteristic of that royal lady. Montrose having presented her 
with his picture, for- which she gives him many thanks, she. hung it in her cabinet “to 
.“• fright away the brethren an epithet which shea])plics sarcastically to the Covenanters. 
Living at a place where she had little to do, she had become a good archer, and begged 
the . Marquis to come and help her to shoot.’ She writes of proposed new commissions 
,to be sent-from the King from “godlie brethren” to cross “ wicked Jamie Graham’s 
“ proceedings.” In one of her letters, the Queen playfully alludes to her son , Prince 
Rupert as “ Robert lo Diablc ; ” and also to the proclajnation which was issued against 
Montrose as that detestable, bloodie liiurtherer and excommunicated Iraitour.” On 
these strong expressions the Queen remarks that the Turks never called the Christians 
so. In'the same letter she adds in a postscript, that the Earl of Brentford told her he 
was too old to be a knave, having been honest ever.' The papers connected with the . 
trial of Montrose and his companions, the depositions of numerous-witnesses concerning 
his invasion of Scotland and the battle of Tipperinuir in Perthshire ; 'the petitions of 
the. Ecclesiastical Courts for tlie execution of justice on his adherents who were 
imprisoned at St. Andrew’s ’, the acts and proceedings of the Privy Council, and the 
Committee of Estates for enforcing “ the swearing and subscribing” of the solemn 
League and Covenant, all throw light on the sad condition of Scotland in those unhappy 
times of civil and ecclesiastical convulsion. The Montrose Papers subsequent to the 
first Marquis have yet to be inspected and reported on. But it may be stated generally, 
that thej" consist of an extensive coiTcsponderice of the first Duke of Montrose, who, 
invested with several offices of State, acted .a chief part in the management of the public 
affairs in Scotland, and was greatly instrumental in accomplishing the union between 
Scotland and England, for which Queen Anne wrote to him a holograph letter of 
thanks, which is still preserved in the family. But rich in historical materials as are' 
the Montrose Papers proper, we- are informed' that- there are in the possession - of the 
Duke of Montrose other two collections, — the, Lennox and ‘ the Menteith,^ — which are 
scarcely of less historical importance.,' On these collectiohs Mf: Fraser has promised to 
make" a separate report. ' ... 

; The Duke of Sutherland’s collection at Dunrobin Castle,’ reported on by Dr. Stuart 
(App., p. 177), is very, valuable. Besides the series of title deeds of lands which occur 
in the muniment-foom there are many miscellaneous documents of importance. Some 
of these relate .to the cathedral establishment of Bishop Gilbert de Moravia at 
Dornoch, 'in the beginning of the 13th century, 'after the/ collapse' of the .earlier 
ecclesiastical arrangements; Others ’ afford illustrations' of the -working of the law of 
sanctuary before the Reformation; -One of the papers is' of special interest, being 
letters of dispensation for the marriage of the Earl of Bothwell to Lady -Jean Gordon, . 

. his first wife, m 1565. f^This document was nok^produ'ced in’ the suif .'bfoixght by 
Bothwell rto have tins martiage declared null, although Lady Jeah" was a party to it. 

In the articles given- in by -the Earl of ' Murray at Westminster- in- 1-568,' ’it is - asserted 
that the dispensation was abstracted, and- all subsequent 'writers have speculated on the 
cause of its disappearance' down to Mny Burton, who after discussing' the :subject shys/- 
that It is still involved in mystery. - It;would seeni that Lady Jean, Gordon, who’

probably possessed the document throu^houf, had carried it along with her to Dunrobio. 
on her marriage to the Marl of Sutherland in 1573, and that sue declined to produce 
it in the suit against her, aUhoiJgh its production would have made it impossible for 
BollnYcll to have procured the wishcd*for decreet of nullity. Dr. Stuart ims adverted 
'ih his report to.tlie suppositions which historians have hazarded as to the cause of the 
withdrawal, but it seems plain that it is only now that the real circumstances have come 
to light. There is n mass of corres^mndcucc with tlic leading public men of the day, 
during the 17th and early part of the 18th centuries, in which are many rcfcrcncca 
to events of national importinco. Among them nrc several from Col. Robert Monro, 
the author of “ The Expedition under Giislavua Adolph’us." A scries from the Duke 
of Gordon in Uic years 1G31-5 and G. In a letter from the Viscount Dundee, in answer 
to one from the Ivarl of Sutherland, dissuading him from taking part with King James, 
the Viscount asserts the instability of the new Government, and advises the Earl to 
throw in his lot with King James, ofiering his mediation if he should join with him. 
'Ilicre arc also many characteristic letters from Simon Lord Lovat. Among the manu- 
scripts are the account books of Sir RoWrt Gordon, who managed the candom during 
the years from iGlG to IG32. They aflbnl many illiistnillons of the condition of 
ngri^lturc, as well as of the sports and dress of the period. There is also the 
original Kalcndnr of the Abbey of Ec.am, In Ross, in winch at various periods obits, 
tnaudv of ucighlwuring ecclesiastics, barons, und burgesses, and historical memoranda, 
have been entered, ranging in date from 1322 to 1G50. 

The collection of the Vlarl of Dalliousic at Brechin Castle (App., p. ISG), is chiefly 
remarkable for its extent, comprising (besides the MSS. formerly reported on) tlie 
registers of most of tlic Scotch bNhoprica and religious houses, and selections from 
many of the more important charter rooms of Scotland. One of the volumes is a 
copy of Winlown’s chronicle, and most of the transcripts were made for the Earl of 
Panmurc, and his brother, Mr. Henry Mnule, of Kelly, in the early part of last 
century. 

The papers of the Marouis of lluutly at Alioync Castle relate cxclns’n*cly to the 
lltlcn of lands bclongitig to the family. They licgiti in the I5ll» century, and arc of great 
interest for purposes of local history aud genealogy. (Ap)) , p. ISO.) 

The document.'! of the Earl of Airlie at Cortachy arc very numerous, illustrating the 
descent* of the family lands mul many points ni local history from im early period. 
Dr. Stuart’s report «ill lx? found at p. 180 of the Appendix. Among the inisecllaneous 
papers is one nhich shows the importance of the lx?ll of St. Medan (a relic of Celtic 
times) down to the year I f}?, when its hereditary fcw|)cr rosigned it iato the hands 
of the l..ndy of Airly us p.art of her down*, 'riterc i*! also n charier by William the 
Lion, to the Ab!>cy of Cupar, ami various deeds connected with the ofllcc of hereditary 
porters of the nhbev } olio Oommi’'sion'» to the Ogilvys of Airly, ns llnillics, from the 
Abbots of Arhroatii imd Cupar. In a document by tlic vicar of Lintratliin, dated 27th 
May I5(to, lie . sets forth that “ he has cnu«cd the common prayers and homilies to 
” lx? read wecklic to the paridiioncrs,” referring apparently to the English book of 
Common Prayer. Several papers relating to the embassy of Lord Ogilvy to Denmark 
in 159G; oincrs conneclctl with the burning of the l>onny house of Airlie in iGiO; 
and many about other events of public ns well as domestic interest. 

Tlic urst portion of the charters of the Enrl Cawdor at Cawdor Castle serves, as 
Dr. Stuart shows in his report (App., p. 193), to throw llglit on the early thanes and 
thanages of Scotland, ana the whole arc of value in illustrating the condition of the 
country at various periods from the Hlh century downwards. In the beginning of 
the iGth century the line of the thanes ended in a female who «as married to Sir John 
Campl)cll, a younger son of the Earl of Argyll. Sir John acquired various lands in 
Argyllshire which had lielongcd to the monks of Iona, and the documents counected 
with there contain references of considerable interest. 

The documents In the Dunecht collection, belonging to the Earl of Crawford and 
Balcatrcs (ApP-. P- lBl)j consist of the title deeds of various branches of the house of 
Lindsay to thwr lands in the north of Scotland, ns well ns miscellaneous contracts and 
lettvrs, all of which have been used in the Lives of the Lindsays by Lord Lindsay 
(now Earl of Crawford). Among the manuscripts is a volume containing the proceedings 
under a Commission issued by King James I., in l605, for tlic settlement of the borders. 

It contains lists of all the Grahams, and is full of details of the state of society then 
prevalent in the dcbatcable land, one of. them being a list of “ the names of those 
•* that standis in' feud with othcris.” Tlic Commissioners began by expatriating 150 
of the Grahams to the low countries, but most of them soon found their way back • 

Mtheir native gleiis. c 'Thc.pTocecthngs.led to an extensive' correspondence, all of- 
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cwhich is recorded. Among tlie '^vriters' are the Bishop of Carlisle and Lord William; 

Howard, the “ Belted Will” of border history. . ! •. . ; 

Besides the charters of the family of the EaVl of Morton, at Dalmahoy (App-, p. 183),. 
there' arc ill the muniment-room a large' collection of miscellaneous originaL documents, 
dated Vrohr r474 to 1656; ' ' Many of the letters are written by the leading , political' 
personao'cs of the 'day i and; they as well as sundry warrants and - bonds relate to' 
important public events, while other letters illustrate the social and domestic arrange- 
ments of the time. 'One of the Morton papers about Queen Mary is picturesque.'. It 
is a notarial instrument showing how William’ Douglas, of Lochleven,Jiaving entered 
the Queen’s chamber at Lochleven, on the day after her demission of the , crown,; 
represented that he had come to knoiv of that act which was accomplished Avhile .he 
was fi’om home, and that he how wished to learn from the Queen herself whether the 
act had been done of her own free will. Thereupon the Queen asserted that it' had 
been entirely of her free will and consent. The instrament giv,es the questions and 

answers in Scotch. - 

. Most of the early chdrters of the family of the Earl of Rosslyu, Dysart House, were 
destroyed in an accidental fire in 1722, but a few of very early date,' and ‘a few more 
documents relating to lands in Orkney, escaped.- In an obligation by Maitland, of 
Lethington, secretary to Queen Mary, in 1564, relative to a marriage settlement, .is : a 
reference to a house called “the Hermitage” in the 'town of Dysart, which connects 
itself with a body of earl}' ecclesiastical histoiy, and especially with the circumstance of 
St. Serf, or Servanus, having here established a hermitage or desertum,” from which 
the surrounding territory took its name.^ Among the manuscripts is a journal 
kept by Archbishop Paterson of Glasgow while in London in 1695-6, and a . book of 
household expenses of the Lord of Dysart in 1564. There is an extensive collection 
of letters "of more modern date, to the first and second Earls of Rosslyn, by some .of- 
the most eminent political leaders of the period ; the earliest portion was addressed to 
the fii'st Earlj- while he was Lord PTigh. Chancellor of England, as Lord Loughborough, 
and comprises a series from Lord Clive, Edmund Burke, Lord Carlisle, the Duke of 
Portland, Charles James Fox, William Pitt, Lord Tlmrlow, and others. . There are' al^so 
papers by Chancellor Loughborough on the state of affairs in America, on theM'inion 
between Great Britain and Ireland, memoranda of law cases, drafts of bills, with the 
Chancellor’s remarks and relative correspondence. The later portion .of. the letters 
addressed to the second Earl of Rosslyn ranges in date from 1806 to 1830 ; among them 
are despatches from Henry Brougham to Lord Rosslyn, October and rSTovember 1806j 
and private letters from him to the Earl, 1806-7 ; there are. besides many letters _ from 
Mr. Brougham; of later dates, on all sorts of subjects, such as the Roman Catholic 
question and the King’s opinion of it, the position of the writer with regard to office, and 
the like. There is an extensive series of unreserved political letters from Earl .Grey to 
Lord Rosslyn, dated from 1821 to 1829, and several from the Duke of Wellington in 
1829. There -is a separate series, dated in 1799, from Lord Nelson, Lord St. Vincent, 
and Lord Keith, to General Sir James St. Clair, Bart., w-ho became second Earl of 
Rosslyn in 1805. Dr. Stuart’s interesting report will be Ibund in the Appendix, p, I9I. 

- There arc masses of charters in the Earl of Stair’s muniment-room, but the feature of 
most public interest in his collection (App., p. 188) is the “ Stair Papers,” being the 
despatches, instructions, and correspondence of Field Marshal John second Earl of 
"Stair, the soldier and diplomatist. He began his military career by distinguished services 
in the campaigns of Marlborough ; and commanded at the battle of Dettingen; he was 
Ambassador in Poland in 1709 and in France under the Regency.' These papers :have 
been ari-anged in 28 voluines folio, and one volume 4to. The last contains a series of 
letters which passed between the Earl of Stair (as “ Captain John Brown,”), and the 
Earl of Mar (as “ John Murray,”) in the years from 1716 to 1720. The folio volumes 
contain the correspondence of Lord Stair, while ambassador at the French Court-,', ivith 
the Secretaries -of State and other political officials, some of the letters are in cipher, 
and amid many' merely' formal documents there are others which are of value for under- 
standiim the politics of Europe, and the state of parties 'in England, during the period 
which they embrace, the writers being very various and of all countries. « 

Among the papers of,the Earl- of Strathmore (App.', p. 18.5) is , a series, of .charters 
of the lands belonging to the family' of Lord Strathmore, from the time of Sir John 
Lyon, who in the _ year 1372- received a grant of the thanage of Glamis from .Kino- 
Robert II., with his daughter, whom he married. The manuscripts include a “Book eff 
“ Record” kept by' Patrick, Earl pf Strathmore, who towards the end of the 17th 
century rebuilt the castle of Glamis, and has left a minute account of the steps w'hich 
he Look in doing so, including his contracts with tradesmen, among them was- the Dutcl"'^ 
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rainier, De Wit; l?eficles giving many particulitrs of his ■ personal hislory. There arc 
injmcroiis invcnlorics of fiirniturp, plate, pictures, dresses, and jewels, partly of Karl 
l‘.iln*ck'B time, and partly of earlier <mtc. 

IIjc collection of Lord Korlx^, o» wliich Dr. Stuart has made a full report 
(App., p. lOd), contains many ancient documents of value for illustrating local 
lustory end topography. Anintig.tlic miscellanea are early, examples of those bonds 
of ninniTul bv Mhich jxjwcrful families entered Into league witlt each other for 
prolcciion in da,>s when the law w.ii too weak to assert its supremacy; there arc 
fc\cfal letters of interest, forne of them illustrate the spirit uhicli led so many of the 
younger soniof Scotch families to seek employment as soldiers under the Iciidcr who 
conhl afloul the higher pay; one of them relates certiin occurrences which had nearly 
Itnl to the la^t judicial conthal in Kngland ; others illustrate the dhorgaulzcd condition 
of the north of Scotland, and one series dcscril)C5 the scrviccH of Lord Forbes in 
Ireland during the rclvlliou of lC-12. A document, of which it is rot known that any 
other copy has Iktu prc‘er\-ed, }• a memorial of 20 Scottish peers to Queen Anne, 
occasion^} by a rcjolution of the nou«e of I^rtls when the Duke of Hamilton was 
creatcfl an lujgllsh jH'cr. AM>lumc coninititng retuaJs of the Forbes esUlcs in 
nlTord* very detailed infonuatlon on the ptntc of agriculture, and tlic comlllion of the 
country prnerally, 

'n»p* early chartern'in the collection of Lord Trrtpldchen at Cnldcr House (App., 
p. are of interest in cotmexton with the history of the house of Douglas, l>y 

mamngc with a datightcr of which the rei»re«cnlntioii of the old Jjirls of Dougins is 
cUimetl by the family of Sandilands of Cabier. 'I’licre is also a series of papers of still 
wider interest eonneeJed with the hi<U>ry of the Knights 1‘emplare in Scotland, whose 
estate* Isecanrc \e»te*\ in the family of Sandilands at the penod of tlic Hefonnation. 
Sotue of UmK: are of the Hllh rcutury, and nthein of the IZtlli niul iGtIj. 

The family of Humctl sva« rrltinl at Crothes by King ltol>crt llnjce in 1.^23, and 
bi» continue*! to llouridi to the pferent time. *nje*charters iKgin at that lime, and tlic 
follcsrtlon of Sir J. H. Ilamelt (App., p. 197) h large, hut there are few papers of 
ccnml hiilorienl intcrt*l in It. Among the letters is one from the Covenanting leaders 
In HllDt one from the F^arl Maricchal m and one from King Charles II. In 1(151. 
'nwre is abo a letter frmii nidiop lluniel (dcK'Ctide«l from tins hou-e) in 1700. 'I'hcrc 
. I» a Csmrl Hook of the llorotiy of I,.ryit, and another of the Ilarony of Skene, ranging 
from Ifiiaio l(»;4,sthieh afford ititnc inright irtto the ngricnltural nml pocial nrmngemcnts 
of ilie dl'tricU 

Amonpl Iheivjpcrs belonging to Mr. John Guthrie (App., p. 197) are various letters 
tmd paper* of J<thn Guthry. Ihrhup of Murray, who uns deprived of his ofliec by the 
Coacwaiitcf* in IWH. Tlicrc is o prTics of letters ruldrcsseil to FrnncjH Gutlrry of that 
ilk by the nbhnpof Haphoe, and others, d.atctl from lG:t!) to ICGO. Another series is 
fnrm the Mntrpus of Douglas and hi* kui, the Ikitl of Angu«, to the Lairtl of Guthry. 
Most arc on maltcr* of los^l interest, but a lew of them coul.niu refcnmecs to public 
csmly, such as the coronation of Charles II. .'vcseial nunuseript-s of necromancy arc 
fille*l with pravenr and conjurations for n*sr.aling f'cerets .lud cxorci-iiig evil spirit.s. 

'n»e gnat bulk of. the pipers in the collcrtioii of Mr. Ahvv. I*. Irvme (.App., p. 15)S) 
cnnriit of the title dcrsli of the many lan«ls arr|iihed by the famil}, lH\gimiujg with their 
first grant of Dnttu from King Uol>crt !., ami i)i.my of them are of value (or purposes 
of county hislmy. Among the mticcllaucsms iiaperp is a prolcstatiou by Sir Alexander 
Irvine, and bis appeal to Col. Gvcifomi, one of Cromwells caj)t-iius, .ngiilnst the 
I’re>h)tery of AIk-ixIccji, .winch reem* to ilhi<tnt(c the aspect of tlie contest between 
IVesbytcry and Independency, then in progress. 

In tlie Whitcluuigh collection (App., p. 19'^) nm the vnluabte charters of the family 
of Forlics of Tolqultoti, doling front 1120, of which .Mr. Leith is the representative, 
Ix’fidt-r tho^c relating to the lands which Imc nt various periods Itclongetl to his own 
branch of the family of Leith. Among the manuseripls is a Hook of 'Accounts kept 
by (Jeorpe, third Ikirl of Winton, from IC27 to ICSI, This Kiri was the builder of the 
liou*c of Winton, and many of the cnlricj relate to his cx|>endlturc on it. There arc also 
payments to Sir 'Hiomas Hope, the IvOttl Advocate; t»> Atinme, the painter, for portraits 
of'lxinl Krrol, I>ady Hay, and the Karl himself; and many of the entries throw li-dit 
on the condition of society nt the time. “ 

The documents belonging to the Univmity of AlK:rdccn are numerous, consisting of 
the deeds of foundation, pajicrfl regarding the courso of education and intcrii.il m.inagc- 
_ mcnl, and also the buildings and library. Among the manuscripts the most prominent 
‘ portion consists of about 20 volumes, mostly Iccturos nud notes of hooka on canon l.iw. 
.which liclongcd to Hishop Elpliinstonc, the founder, 'l licrc is abo a copy of “ 'flic 
. 3 
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of .o.u\\Ladyr^for;;^^^ of. the year.- , In the: library of, Maiischal,. College are 
'several MSS. of the Fathers, formerly in the monastic houses- in Aberdeen ; a Commentary 
on the Revelations, ^vritten by Thomas. Reid, secretary to King James VI., with 
alterations in. his -Majesty’s, .handwriting; .also original papers and correspondence of 
Maciaurin. . Ph- -Stuart’s, .report will be found at.p. 199 of the Appendix. , :• . o ' 

. The records of -St. Andrew’s ,(App., p. 206), which are unusually complete, comnience 
almbst'with the foundation, of the . .University in .1411, aiid- contain . materials for tracing 
the history of. -this, great jiterary institution both before and. after; the Reformation ;• its 
schetnes of study, ;its modes of .collegiate life, and the eminent .men whom it has nurtured 
in learningi .phere .are ..also .many records of a miscellaneous description, illustrative of 
the ecclesiastical .foundations jn the chui;ches of St. Andrew’s, .the, endowments of which 
• were conferred on -the University and colleges. In one of these is a- contemporary 
notice of the proceedings against Patrick Hamilton, Abbot of rFearn, who was bm*ned 
for heresy at St. Andrew’s in 1527. Among the manuscripts is a copy of Wyntovvn’s 
Cronikil and a Formulare, or volume of styles of the 1 6 th- century, .f'he latter contains 
more, than 600 writs, illustrating every variety of process in the Roman Court or at 
home— and the pervading influence of the sj'stem of the old Church — and is especially 
deserving of notice..' 

Among the letters at Trinity .College, Glenalmond (App., p. 203), are several from ' 
Archbishop. Sharp and the Duke, of Lauderdale, relating to ecclesiastical proceedings in 
Scotland; and, an, extensive series .illustrates the history and internal condition of the 
Episcopal Church subsequent .to the Revolution of 1688, especially on questions . of 
liturgical, usages .then in debate. A letter from Rose, the last established ,Bishop of 
Edinburgh, • gives a graphic picture of his interviews with the Bishop of London - and 
William III. There are some historical ..papers from the collections of Bishop Keith 
and Bishop Forbes, and sundry manuscripts and letters relating to the Eastern Church 
and. the proposals for an alliance between it and the Nonjurors in Scotland and England, 
which were mooted in the early part of the ! 8th century. 

• The records of the. bm-gh of Montrose (App., p. 205) are of early date, and throw 
light. oil the early position of a , Scotch bm-gh, showing that their privileges extended 
over a-wide territorj^ around the town. . Much of their history at the outset is occupied 
with the encroachments which one burgh. made on, another within the enfi-anchised 
district, and -which chilled for frequent acts hf the King in their determination.. Many 
of the documents afford incidental illustrations of the commercial arrangements. of the 
period, while others relate to the ancient hospital of Montrose; altarao-es .within the 
parish church ; and a house of Dominican friars in the burgh. , ... -■ 

-The-MSS. contained in , the . library of. Blairs College, reported omby Mr. Stevenson 
( App., p. 201); relate for the most part to the early-ecclesiastical history, of Scotland • of ’ 
these the more important are the collections' of Father Brockie towards the formation 
of . a “Monasticon Scotim,” .MSS. 25-34.; two annotated copies of the Salisbury missal 
MSS. 2 ,. 3, 4; the collections of Father Placidus Fleming, MS. 14 ; the charters, and 
other early documents connected .with the history of the Scottish Benedictines in 
Germany, MS. 15. The narrative of Gilbert Blackal, No. .20, has already been printed. 
As illustrative at once of the history of art and as personal memorials connected- with 
such individuals as Anne of Bretagne and Mary Beton, the MSS. numbered 22 and .23 
have an especial interest. . ..... 

In. Ireland the labours of the Commission have during the past year been attended 
■with very satisfactory results, as will be apparent from the amount of important matter- 
brought to light in the reports fr-om Mr. Gilbert now appended. , - 

The documents of the house of Forbes in the archives of the Earl- of Granard 
(App., p. 210) are of importance in illustrating the public affairs of Irelaud, in' which his- 
l.ordship’s ancestors acted conspicuous parts. These papers also contain matter relative 
to the embassy of Admiral Forbes, afterwards thhd Earl of Granard, to Russia in 
1733-34, and his aflhirs with the Emperor of Austria for the establishment of a marine 
frii-ce in the Adriatic. In the collection of Lord Granard is preserved a hitherto un 
noticed personal narrative of affairs in England and Ireland from the Restoration to the 
accession of James 11., supplying details hot elsewhere extant. This manuscrint 

aponyraous,_but Mr. Gilbert assigns its authorship to Sh Alexander Stewart, first Viscount 
jVlouutjoy, m 1689. - . i=>v-uuui- 

. In the collection of the Earl of Rosse have been preserved several frao-ilc nimers of 
high interest in connexion with, Irish affairs from 1641 to 1690 fAhn n 977 V ^ 

“Plunket Manusci-ipt ’; which its hereditary owner,' the liig£ Horn Francis 
T’iunket Dunne, placed.at the disposal, of the Commission, is all that is now accessible of ' 
a huge work compiled m the 1/th century on the afiairs of Ireland from 1641, and referred 
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to with approbation by Cnrto in I73G. (App., p. 227.) As Mr. Gilbert has ascertained 
that the original, rc\ i«ed by Dryden, was oflered forpnhHcation in 17‘11» it is to be hoped 
that the now nn<sing portions may be 1)rought to light through the medium of thi^ 
Commis‘‘ion. 

The ninnuscripts of the O’Conor Don, M.P., include two valuable volumes in the 
Irish language, not hitherto dc‘'cril>cd in print, ns well ns some original papers, which 
arc the only ppccimcus of thdr classes yet brought to light in connexion with Irish 
Uoman Calliolica from iGtl to IGQO. Mr. Gfllictt’s report is printed at p. 223 of the 
Appendix. . ‘ ^ ■ . 

Archbishop King's conx-spondcncc and papers, submitted hy Dr. Lyons (.App , p. 231), 
compri*c many tmpublidieu documents of mterest relative to lingland and Ireland tiui.: 
IfiSI to 1/28. Of thc'c we may notice the correspondence of Addison, and that of 
Henry Dodwcll, the letters of Derkcley, Karl of Sunderland, Rolicrt Molcsoortb, Sir 
Rol»crt Southwell and his son Kdward, Robert Howard, Dr. A, Chnrlctt. of University 
College, Oxford, and Samuel Molyneux. Among lhc.se paper* were found Kings 
memoranda for a repl^* to t.c»lcy*s Answer to his work on tlie stale of the Protestants 
in Ireland under James H.j a report on the impeachment of Rolinghroke in 1715; and 
a disaiursc on the taxation of Irelaud, I/IC. 

The “Register of the Anlif|uitics and Statutes” of Kilkenny, compiled by llobcrt 
Rothc, first recorder ofiha! town, in iGOf), has hitherto !x*en entirely unknown to historic 
invc.stigntoni. This volume, which appears to hare lain' obscurely in private hands, is 
of high value, as it supplies copious extracts from slociimciiLs which have l>ccn long 
mifring. (App., p- 2.)7.) 

The collectjou of the Ntarquts of Ormonde at Kilkenny Castle, on which Mr. GiUjcrt 
has made n preliminary report fApp., p. 200), unarrnngcd and uncalalogucd. It 
compriM'S original documents’ coinnicncing with the time of Henry IL, ntu! extending 
to the early p:irl of the 18lh century. In addition to the documents on vellum, there 
are letters, papers, and liooks in large numlicrs, Including a large mass of correspondence 
in connexion with the public affairs of the second Duke of Ormonde, in the reign of 
Anne, from nlueh valuable new matter for the history of the period may be derived. 
The collection includes much of high iiilcrcst to Kngfand, while so for as Ireland Is 
ccmcrrncd Mr. Gill'crt states that ho can «ay, without cxaggciation, its value is beyond 
appreciation. A fuller and more detallctl notice of this important collection will be 
sunmitteil In the next report of the Couimi««ion. 

.Dr. C. W. Russell Ins gixen an account (App., p. 103) of two manuscripts from 
. the collection of .Mrs. Wilics, of Goodrest, Berkshire, widow of th’c late Kdward Willes, 
E?f|., of Xcwliold.Comyn, in Wanrickshire, srliich pfonn«c to throw considerable light 
* on the condition of Ireland about the middle of the last century. They consist of 
letters and memoranda on the stale of Ireland, written in that country h) an ancestor 
'of the present owner, the Right Hon. Edward Willes, who wm** Chief Baron of the 
Exchequer in Ireland. The letters ore addressed to Ixiril Warwick, an intimate friend 
of Chief Baron Willes, and gi'c an account of the writer's observations during his several 
circuits UP Judge of Ap«izo, bctw.ecu the years 1757 mul 17G^. Tlie \olumc of notes 
and observations cont-nins the autograph mcnwiMiidii made by the Chief Baron in Dublin 
and elsewhere during his residence in Irclaiut Neither volume can be said to have 
much direct Itcaritig on the political or religious history of the |^riod. The interest 
of both is almost exclusively social and economical; and the information wliicli tlicy 
supply as to the character of the people, the tenure of land, the mode of agriculture, 

' the industrial and ccouomicnl relations of the country, and in general its entire social 
condition, is such as will lx; sought for In vain in the printed sources of the history 
of Ircljiid* during the I8th century. The letters appear to be well deserving of 
publication. 

An index to this and the preceding Report of your Commissioners, as well as to the 
Appendices attached to Ixith, will be touiul nt p. 2G5 of the Appendix. 

It only remains for Your Commissioners to state, that they feel perfectly satisfied 
wHh the success of their inquiry, .so far as It has proceeded nt present. They entertain 
a confident hope that their future laboxirs will tend greatly to the advancement of 
Historical Literature, by bringing to^ the notice of the world important papers and 
manuscripts, the existence of wbndi might possibly be unknown to the majority of those 
xvbo may be interested in the inquiry. Your Commissioners are inclined to think that a 
continuation of their efforts may lie the means of preventing those casualties to which . 
vnluable collections of MSS. are liable from various cnuse.s, — casualties arising not 
unfrcqucntly from changes in families, from removal of MSS., and ignorance of the 
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« localities to which have been transferred. It may also be., of importance to the 
possessors of valuable documents to know where papers cognate with those in their 
possession are to be found, and info what direction the lines of correspondence consequent 
on family alliances or intermarriage may have diverged ; whilst to those who arc engaged 
in biographical, historical, or political researches no greater boon can ' be offered than 
well-authenticated information, where materials which arc indispensable for the due pro- 
secution of their inquiries are preserved-. Your ' Commissioners have also to suggest 
whether it might not be desirable (lyith the full consent of the owners) for copies to 
be taken of the more valuable papers in private collections, not with a view to publication^ 
but as an additional security against those accidents to which all manuscripts arc exposed^ 
—accidents, which, -in. more ways than one, have already inflicted irreparable injury on 
the. historical and biographical literature of this country ; and not unfrequently on the 
memories of those who have served it with the greatest efficiency and fidelity.

'I'his Collection consists, ivitb few exceptions, of 
letters of tlio IGtli, 17tb, and 18th centuries. 

The letters of tbo '16th century chiefi}’ i‘olato to 
Northern and Border matters ; those of tho 17th cen- 
tury are, for the mo.st ]iart, addressed to Geo. Savile,' 
IMarquispf Halifax, whose name is well known in the 
History of England during tho latter half of the 17tli. 
century. Tbo letters of the )8tb cehtirr}’ give much 
politiciil, -social, .and literaiy information. 

The notes by the iitnrqui.s of Halifax of his convci- 
sations wit b Kipg William III. aro particularly valuable ; 
and it may be hoped that Lord Spencer will -at somo 
time publish them. 

The letters aro very iiumorou.s, Eapidly lookuig over 
them, 1 made notes and extracts of such ns appeared to 
contain matter of more tlm)i private interest ; but it 
must not be supposed that 'these note's contain all that 
is worthy of extract.

These 
letters are not of political or historical -raluc,' but, never-- 
tholcss, they contain some very, curious and chnrilc-' 
teristic remarks. Horse-racing was one of Charles’s 
many amusements, and ns his -visits to Newmarket wore 
frequent, it is not surprising to read in a letter, dated 
Whitehall, Oct 2-2 (no year), that he has been to New--- 
market and has much business now. 

At Wineboster (5 Sept.) Charles tells bis daughter 
that her brother was there, and would go in a few days 
to see Holland, and bj' the time he retui-ned would have 
w-orn out in some measure the redness of his face, so as 
not to fright the most part of the ladies; that his face 
was not . changed, though he would he marked very 
much. He says that he -will give orders for the 200i. 

‘ for her buildings ; the reason she has not had it before 
is J' the change he has made in the Treasui-y, which now 
“ in a little time will b'c settled.” . 

James, Duke of Ym-k, in a letter dated London Dec. 4 
(not addressed, but most likely to bis niece), says that 
by the Duke of Monmouth being come hack he had 
'much business. “As for iiow.s. Col. Alg. Sidney is to’ 
“ be bohonded on Tower Hill on Friday. Sure this 
“ bad weather -will (h-ive you out of the country.” 

In a letter from Edinburgh, in December, the Duke

Tlic collection is hoth extensive and imporkiiit, and 
will probiddy require n more minute exammation at 
eoinc aabsc(|ucnt period than I thought myself justified 
in Itcslowing upon it during ray recent visit. 1 am 
permitted by bis Lordship to state that, under due 
restrictions, he will afTonl tho Commissioners for the 
invcstigftUon of Historical MSS , every facility towards 
ft moio detailed inspectiuu of his colleciions. 

Tho Cliartcrs, Uolls, and Papers _ are at present 
depositrd ir eighteen boxes, in seven presses, and in 
•various drawer*. Theso arc filled to overflowing wiHi 
documents of all dates, from tho twelfth centu^ to a 
eomparatiTCly recent period Many of tho later p.ipers 
relato to transRCtioiis of a purely fsmily character, and 
conscqnentlr do not como within the scope of the present 
inquiiy.

therewith ; the series, however, embraces localities 
within several of the pcighbouring counties. I have 
attempted to form an alphabetical list of the principal 
manors and lands to which these charters refer ; 
specifying also the period at which' (as far as it was 
possible to ascertain during a hasty inspection) each 
sub-division commences. This list is appended to the 
present Report. , 

V Emmiiig parallel with these charters is a very largo 
collection of Court Rolls, Rentals, Survoj\s, and other 
' rolls connected with the localities indicated in the 
charters nicntionod above. Those rolls extend from 
about the reign of Richard II. to' that of Henry YIII., 
The series is too bulky to ho. dealt with as it deserves 
in a preliminary inspection, and it is desirable that it 
I should he examined more carefully hereafter. _ It is 
probable that interspersed with it will ho found docu- 
ments possessing more than a mere local intorpst.

HiO Hannscripts consist chiefly of lottcns (and copies 
of letters) of the 17th and 18th centuries. There are a 
few letters and papers of the end of the IGth century. 

Some,of the letters of the 17th century illustrate the 
Civil War. 

Those of the 18th contiuy are interesting ; a great 
number being addressed to George Lord Lyttelton, 
■well known as the historian of King Henry II. of 
England. In this century there arc letters by the 
Duchess of Marlborough, Swift, Pope, Fielding, Vol- 
taire, Dr. .Tohnson, Lord Monhoddo, and others. 

In the 16th century is a holograph letter by Queen 
Elizabeth ; and thei-o arc some Star Chamber papers. 

A great number of the letters have been printed in 
.Sir Robert Phillimore’s Life of Lord Lyttelton. 

Some letters and papers relating to South Carolina 
and .Tamaica in the middlo of the last century may be 
nscfiil for Colonial history. 

In rapidlj’ looking over this collection, I made notes 
of what seemed to present points of interest. 


A ‘4to volume of 142 pages contains copies by Charles 
Lyttelton (President of the Society of Antiquaries, and 
R’ishop of Carlisle) of letters atHngloy chiefly written by 
the heads of the family. They arc of the 16th and 17th 
cculnrics, and include letters from Sir John Lyttelton, 
Mr.s. Jluricl Lyttelton. Sir Thomas Lyttelton, Sir Homy 
Lyttelton, Sir Charles Lyttelton, and their wives during 
the Civil War and the Revolution; a few arc from 
Cupt. Churchill, afterwards Duke of jlarlborough ; one 
from the Duke of Slontnouth. 

In this volume are copies of records of nsuitintlic- 
Star Cbninbor, 84 Kliz., wherein Gilbert Lyttelton and 
JIumpbrj' Pakiiigton, Esq., were Plaintiffs ns Exe- 
cutors of Sir .Tohn Lyttelton, and Lord Dudley, and 
inany other ])crsons were DcToudimts regarding an 
estate which had been purclia.-^ed by Sir John from 
liOrd Dudley.

“ the ball, .which custom.bas of late been neglected; it 
is agreed upon by us that the said, custom shall be 
. “ reviv’d and sti-ictly observ’d for the future, under the 


penalty of one' shilling , for every, offence committed 
“ against it nt the 'Fellows’ table, nnd that tho Scholars 
“ shall bo punished as. they formerly were. Bnt.if, not- 
wjtlislanding this penalty, any one shall persist in 
" oilbnding against this order, they shall bq further. pro- 
cectled against ns the Society shall appoint; nnd that 
“ this punishment extend to those who nso .before grace

P. 35 . — “ Juno 6, 1718. Whereas it nppoai-s by good 
“ and sufficient evidence, that John Adams, a Sizar of 
“ this Cobege, did on the 3rd day of this month, about 
“ the hours of 1 or 2 in the morning, forcibly enter into 
“ Dr. Laughton’s chamber, by breaking open tho door 
“ thereof ; nnd whereas .since the. commission of the 
“ fact, he is fled from the College witbont making any

A letter from ’nilotson to Dr. Dilliiigham, dated 24tli 
June 1659, stating, among other things,— “ The .newes 
“ here is, that tithes are like to bee taken away; ’tiS' 

“ certain that Sir H. Vane will use all his wittesto do , 
“ it. There is no good agreement in the house. There . 
“ is a great party against Sir H. Vane ; my Lord Dleelr: 
*^.wood begins to see that they intend to undermine 
“ him, which breeds ill blood amongst them. There' is' 
no Act at O.xford. Sir, I imder'stand that my chamber 
“ is dispos’d of to' Sir Vincent; I know not how the case 
“ stands as to my felowship, otherwise I should think 
“ the chamber were mine. If it be not too late, I should 
“ desire that when the College think fitt I' should quit 
“ my fellowship or ■ chamber, I may have notice of it, 

“ so that T may fairly leave them on hand no tetnpta- 
“ tion to draw me away from studying (according to my 
“ meanes) the happiness of a place I love so well.” 
The “Vincent” mentioned in this letter as being then 
a Sir” {“ Dominus,” the title of a Bachelor of Arts) was 
most probably the same person who has been previously 
named as being an aged PeUow of the College more 
than fifty years after this date. 

■ A letter from Dr. Tillotson, then Dean of Canterbury, to 
. Dr. “ Blithe,” Master of the College, asking his support 
of Sir William Temple, “ not only a friend to learning, 

“ but a learned man himself.” as Burgess for the 
Univer.sitj'. — “The King is concerned for him, and I 
“ believe m}’ Lord of Canterbury , will heartilj’ engage 
“ in his behalf.” 

A letter from Dr. Tillotson, dated January 27, 1680, 
to Dr. Blythe, recommending Sir Robert Sawyer, for- 
merly Fellow of Magdalen College, as Burgess for the 
Dniversitj-. 

There are several other letters of recommendation 
' from Dr. Tillotson, in the volume ; one addressed to Dr. 
Blythe, from London, in behalf of — “ a son of a friend of 
“ mine, Mr. Kir.shaw, in Yorkeshire, and a man of very 
“ ' "ood estate. His father hath thought fit to remove 
" him from Brazennose College in O.xford, for no other 
“ reason but because he is not there, by rea-son of the 
Statute.s, capable of preferment, there being, I think, 

“ but one yorkeshire Fellowship, which is full ... . 

“ If you take pupills yourselfo, . I desire he may bo 
f‘ under your care ; if not, that you would bo pleased to 
“ commend a tutour to him.” ' ' . 

Copy of a letter from Dr. Tillotson,, Dean of Canter- 
bury, to Lady Raohel Russell, dated Kovombor 21, 1685, 

• of very considerable length. It begins, — “ Honoured 
” JIadam. When I look upon the date of j'our Lady- 
“ ship’s letter, I blush to see it hath l.ayen by mo so long 
tmanswered. And yet 1 assure you no day passeth in 
“ vvhich your Ladyship and your dearo children are not 
“ in my mind.” He congi-atulates her upon the pre- 
servation of her children fi-om some great and recent 
danger. Dr, Tillotson, it will be remembered, at- 
tended her husband, the celebrated Lord William 
Russell, upon the scullbld. 

A letter from Dr. Tillotson, when Archbishop of 
Canterbury, to Ur. Blythe, dated from Lambeth House, 
Kovember 2, 1692, asking him to make interest that 
Dr. O.xindcn bo not appointed Vice-Chancellor, seeing 
how “ greatly inconvenient it must needs bo to him in 
“ regard of the relation ho hath to me and my affaires.” 
Signed “ Jo. Cant.”

“ AVhistoii’slill sure of the longitude. Some account 
“ of the petrify’d City in Africa.” This letter, written 
by Jlartin Folkcs, is mostly devoted to an account given 
by llio “ Tripolj- envoy,” Avhich Folkcs characterizes as 
somcivhat astonishing, the “ odd stor)- ” having been 
previously mentioned by Mr. Doyle, and in some other 
work.s. ’i'ho same story is also named, he says, in ' 
“ Baiimgavtcn’s TVavels 220 years ago.” Part of tho 
pajicr originally sent by Folkcs with hi.s letter is copied, 
and from it.s marvellous details tho following is an 
extract: — “Ono Kicholo, an Armenian Christian, told 
“ Sii'Glcmcnt (Cotterel) he had hoon three several 
“ times upon tho .sjiot, that the town is two clays’ 

“ journoy south from (Ingnola, through tlic sandy dc- 
“ sorts; That he saw therein several streets, with houses . 
“ and shops. That he. saw men, women, and children,

“ with him for several hours through tho de.'Jart, wJien 
“ somo of his company, seeing or thinkiug ho saw a 
“ party of Avild aVrab.s iit a great distance, they Avere all 
. ■* for making the best ol‘ their Avay, and he Avns forced 

“ to fling flown hi.s luggage, to make tho more diligence 
•• liner his master.” Further on. it is added that 
Ongiiola is 17 days’ march from ’Fripoli to tho South 
F>.sr, tl’.e jictrilied town being two or throe days’ jotirnev 
from Ongueia. The neeourit is given at great lengtli, 
and i- of ronsiderablc interest, however slight tho fbmi- 
datinn 115x01 which so Avonderfnl a ftorj- niav have been 
built.

IjA’ Dr. Cains, the third Fonnder of .the Oollogo ; a small 
folio, Avith leaves of fiiio vellum, and in the old b'oards, 
AA'ith a loose leather cover. Ifc contains ,165 jiagos 
Avrittcii upon, and about 60 loft in hlnnk, and is AiTittcii 
in a neat and legible hand throughout. On p. 1 is tho 
title, in the same small Avriting, ns tho rest of the Avork:. 
— “ Aniialinm Collcgii dc GonoA'illo efc Cains a Oollcgio 
“ coiidito Libri duo, por Joamicm Caiiim ; unuin funda- 
“ lorniu, efc Custodem ojnsdem, anno Domini 1563.” It 
commences n-ith the Letter granted bj- Edward tho 
'Third, under the great seal, to Edmund do Gonovillc, 
Bcctor of Tj'rington (now 'TeiTiiigtoii), in Horfolk, in 
the 22iid year of - his reign, empowering him to take 
three mc.ssuagcs,- situatc-in Lurghbnrnlnno Strete (pro- 
linhlj' tho present Freeschool Lane) in Cambridge, and 
bounded by the Cemetery of St. Botolph’s Church on the 
Avest ; and to change tho same into a College for twontj' 
scholars : upon Avhich foundation aviis established hj' him 
Gonovillc Hall, tho name , of Avhich Avas afterwards 
altered hj' 'WiUilim Bateman, Bishop of Konvich, Goiie- 
villc’s executor, to “ 'The College of the Annunciation of 
“ tho Blessed Virgin Marj' Avho also removed the 
College from its original sitc (the localitj' probahlj- now 
occupied by the Master’s garden of Oorpdis Christi .Col- 
lege), to its present locality, then known ns “Hcniicj';” 
it lioing tho Bi.shop’s AA'ish to h.ave it'in tho blo-so neigh- 
bonrhood of his OAvn recent fomidatiou of 'Tritiitj'.IIiiIl. 
Edmund Gonovillc died in 1350, it is su})5ioscd. 'Thi-s 
Hi.storj', Dr. Cuius) is continued doAvn to 1586, ho 
himself having died ill 1573.

■ Among the muniments of this College (founded in 
1516), there are several deeds of conveyance, by the 
Prior of St. Fridesvyde’s and the Abbess of Godestowe,' 
of Ur.lls and gardens, Poke’s Inn, Urbin Hall and gar- 
dens, and Hun Hall, upon the site of which the College 
was built. 

Libor Admissionum, 1517-1660 ; a fine folio volume, 
in rough calf, containing about 150 leaves of vellum. 
It commences with the first admissions to the College, 
as newly founded by Bishop Fox : 4th July 1517, John 
Nordalo admitted (probably as Scholar) for two years, 
by .Tolm Clamond, Master, who came from Magdalen 
College to take office in this. 

A paper octavo volume, with parchment cover, being 
the Inventory-Book of the' College for the years 1610, 
13, 14. The Follows it would seem, entered their 
rooms already partly furnished by the College. One of 
the earliest items is, — “ In three Cloister Chamber, 

“ now Mr. Gorsleton’s. Inprimis, a faju- standing 
“ bodsted, with carved vallanco, and a testerue w'ayms- 
“ cottcd, and a truckle-bed under it, with mats and 
“ cords to both.” The mention of the ” truckle-bed ” 
takes us back to the time when it was the usage for 
each Fellow of the College to have a Scholar living in 
the same room with him. According to the original 
Statute.s, the Fellow slept in a higher bed, placed above 
the Scholar's. There are a number of omious entries in 
thi.s little book. 

hlernoranda in a long paper scroll, entitled, — “Mr. 

“ Doctor Taylor and Robert Knylcford, them expenses 
in riding to London, in Hillario Tonne, about divers 
" sutc.-, of the Colledgios ; and Robert Englefeild, riding

An “ Invontorie of College Articles in the possession 
of the President, consisting of plate and other things ; 
of the middle of the 17th centiu-y. 

A jjapor Inventory, date 1623, entitled, — “ An In- 
“ ventorie of all such goods aud implements as belong 
“ to C. 0. C. in Oxou,, which arc in every sovcrall 
“ chamber, beginniug at the porter’s lodge.” In p. 10 
thei’o is this note added to the context, in a somewhat 
later hand,— “ I found also in the iimer chamber one 
“ halbert. I found also a large mapp of y"^ Land of 
Caiiaan. Item, a crucifixe in frame and colom-cd; 

• “ Item, a great chairc of wood. Item, an old leatheir 
“ chairo. Item, a little table, with a frame. A ladder 
“ in the study, and a curtcinc for the window. Ita 
“ to.stor. Thomas Greaves.” In p. 19, “The chamber 
late Mr. llolliday’.s,’’ is named; qy. if Barton Holliday, 
the poet. If so, the fact of his having belonged to this 
Cnllcgc was unknown to Antony' Wood. In p. 33, "under 
, “The rooms late Mr. Twvne’s,” (the studious Bry'an 
Twyno), the appliances for hooks arc far more numerous 
than in any other instance, — “ At the cast end a rowo 
“ of shelvos for bookes iu folio, contcyning 6 shelves. 
“ A rowo for bookes in 4 to behind the doro, contcyning' 
“ 6 shelves. A rowo for 8“ bookes on the north side, 
“ contcyning 7 shelves. A rowo of shelves for books 
“ in folio under llio cast end windows, contcyning 3 
sholvc.s. Two rowo.s of shelves for boots in 16'" iu 
' “ the westerno wiudowc, one row contcyning 5 shelves, 
“ the other three. A row of shelves for bookes in 8vo 
“ behind the doro, on the right hand coming iu, epn- 
“ tcyning 7 shclvc.s. A de.skc over the chimney. A 
“ standing cuphorde with locke and key.” In p. 491s 
jr.imc'd. — The no.xt higher chamber, late !Mr. Hooker’s.” 
'I’lie rcmeinbrtvncc of Richard Hooker was probably o-sjie- 
eiolly rultirated here, as m.any year.s must have elapsed 
since he held the room.^ Ho was elected .Schol.ar in 
l.n.l o'ut. 19, 1‘ellow in 1.577, and lelt the Gollcge about 
!;Mt. Si'veial hnok.s are enumerated a.s forming ]iart 
of the stock of his fonner chamber, not improbabTv left 
by him there, as a kind of hcirlooiti. P. 55, “lii the

tinder 1622 and 23, by I.'dtnnnd Stanton, iifienvard;i the 


President intruded by Parliament in place, of Dr. New- 
lin. This, interestinghvolurae, is {-in small quarto form, 
and contam.s 61 pages filled; it does not seem' to have 
ever bad a cover. •- There are also- some loose leaves of 
a similar nature, date 1631-41. , .In most instnneos, as 
in the preceding Inventory, the list of articles is -signed 
by tbe in-coming Fellow. . , , ' , 

- A quarto paper volume, in a vellum cover, such 
cover being a fragment apparently of a:Work on Canon 
Law ; containing charges for building the College, in 
tbe 8tb year of Henry VIII. (1517). Its contents are 
of considerable interest, and seem to merit a close ex-, 
amination. It begins, — “This boke, made the viii day 
“ off the roigne.of Kyng Herry^ tbe Eygth, ifro'm the 
“ second day off March unto the xvi day off the same 
“ monetb.” The first item is, — “ In .'primis, • paid' to 
“ Master Wottone for v hunderd off drye plancno bord 

after iii s. the htmderd, xv s:” In the middle of the 
same page, — “ Memorandum, to the said Johan for 
“ po-vyng off the wood-yard to the kechyn, to fynd bym 
“ stone' and' sond, and he to'have ffqr bis ' labours' vi d. 
“ for every tease [toise], the summe off tbo teasys liiii 
“ tcasys .... Memorandum, to the said Johan for 
“ pavyng off halff the strette flrom tbe Hvood-ytu’d gate 
“ by the wall off Merton College to the corner off tbo wall 
“ next unto Canterbury College iii score' and ix teasys ; 
“ and ffrom the said corner to the garden gate by Seynt 
“ Ffrideswydo is wall,' which conteynetb xlvii teasys, 
“ to have found bym stonne and sand, taking for. every 
“ tease vid. . - . . *. Item, paid to John Mattesou 

“ for xii plankes off asebe off xvii foote off lengytb'ahd

lnp.,5, — “Itomborowyd att Magdalene College one

“ nayle.” Magdalen College not only found tbe rising 
bouse a Master, but was its model in other respects also. 
In the same page, — “ Covenanted and agreed wyth 
“ Cornell Gierke ffor the makyng off the doxtis [desks] 
“ in the Liberary to the siimmc of xvi, 'after the maner 
“ and fforme as they be in Magdaloyne College,' except 
“ tbe popie [poppy] bcades olf tbo seite. Tbes to be 
“ workmanly. wowgbt and clenly, and -he to have alle 
“ maner ofi'-stooff- ffoond bym; and to have ffor the 
“ makyng off one doxto (xs.), tho suhimd off the hole 
“ viii 1.” . ' .1 

In p. 7, — “ Memorandum, paid to Johan Townsend 
“ for tho pavyng of the quadrant (part of tho qhad- 
“ rangle) takyn.by the teeso.” ,In p. 45 there is an 
account for digging tho foundation of tho cloistcr.s. 

The hook ends witb'thc account for work done between 
the 10th and 24tb of Octoboi' m the, same j^ear, and con- 
tains 60 pages in all.. - . 

A Letter or Declaration, apparently tbe original, on 
foolscap paper, written by Dr. Delanuo, Pro.sideut 'of 
St. John’s College,— who was afterwards so remorse- 
lessly persecuted for his alleged Jacobite tendcncios,.by 
tho iinscrupnlous Hicholas Amherst. — The Letter is as 
follows, but tho occasion on which it was -written docs 
not appear : — “ Know all men by these presents,, that I, 
“ ‘William Delauno, President of, St. .John’s College, 
“ am dosirou.s to consent to the sequcstr.atioh.of 'my 
“ headship of St. .John’s, mj' parsonage of Hanborongb, 
“ and Prebond of 'Winchc.ster, for the better securing 
" a debt duo from me to the Ohanccllour, jMasters, and 
“ Sebohars, of the University of Oxford; and, in order 
“ to it, will be ready at any time to sigh and seal 
“ writings ns Council learned in the law shall direct.

The Oomputi of this College, still in e;:istence, begin 
at a very^ remote date, though unfortunately the earliest 
among them have suffered greatly from the effects of 
damp and. former neglect. Tliey commence, each of 
them, with the name of the then Rector, or Master, of 
tho College, who, in the early times of the house, held 
office for mdy two years; at the end of that period 
another being appointed, or the former Rector re-elected. 
As already noticed, it was only in tho y^ear 1548 that the, 
. Rector was first appointed to hold tho office for life. 
Tho Oomputi, when examined by mo, wore mingled indis- 
criminately in the College, chest, but in OTving the 
following list of those belonging to tho 14th century', 
with some occasional extracts, I have endeavoured to 
bring them into chronological sequence. In some in- 
stances there are two Oomputi for a single year, and in 
many cases as many as four : a great proportion of 
them, especially for the first half of tho 14th century, 
have probably perished. Of those belonging to the 15th 
century, many in number, my limited time would not 
. allow me to take .any details : —

Tho following are a few (translated) extracts from the 
surviving Computi of the 14th century', as above' enn- 
mer.ated. Taken as a whole, they are full of interesting 
matter, and, if thoroughly exarnined, -much of tho early 
history of the College might be recovered from them. 

The Computus of John de Kelly, 1326,' gives an 
account of- the resources of the College within a few 
years of its foundation (a.d. 1314).2-“ First, he renders 
“ account of 251. 19e. Hid., his arrears in the preceding 
“ term. Ho also renders account of 13 marks received 
“ by the hands of tho bailiff of Bampton, in full pay- 
“ ment of 20Z., of which the Dean and Chapter of Exeter 
“ have acquittance. He also renders account of 10 
“ marks received of the goods of tho house by tho Rands 
“ of Sir Gilbert do Colshull. He renders account of 
“ 12s., payment made from the Hert Hall (de pensione 
“ La Hert Hallo); of 7s., payment from -the Ledene- 
“ porcho ; of 6s;, payment from tho Sooch Hall ; of 6s., 
“ p.ayment from the Batayl Hall; of 5's. 4d., payment 
“ from the Schild Hall ; of 8s., pay:mcnt from tho Arthur 
“Hall.” In the same account thero_ is an expenditure 
of 4Z. 6s. lid. upon now buildings, and 21s. 2d. upon 
books. These “ pensiones,” it may' bo added, were pay- 
ments for tlio occupation of rooms in tho respective 
halls. ■ 

. In one of tho Computi of- Robert Trethewy', 1354, 5, 
mention is made of the redemption of a Bible, -which 
had lain as security' for repayment of 60s. in Laugge- 
ton’s chest (a loan-fund which had been given some 
ye.ars before to the Hniver.Sity by John Laugtdn, Bishop 
of Chichester, and Lord Chancellor; see Anstey’s 
Slunimciita Acad., p. 133) ; and in the same roll, as in 
many' others of about this date, the “ nunsyns,” or noon 
di'inks, given to workmen, are frequently' mentioned ; 
one of the early forms, no doubt, of the words " nun- 
“ cheon ” and “ lunqhoon,” (see the First Report of this 
■ Commission, p. 84, col. 2). • 

In one of -the Computi of Robert do’ Clist, or Clyst, 
1360, there is an item, — “ Paid 8d. for the expenses of 
“ onr parishioners of West Wyttenham, on tho day of 
“ the Decollation of St. John the Baptist, when there 

was a pl.ay:” — in allusion probably' to a Mystery per- 
formed in Oxford on that day. The living of West 
Wyttenham, now known as Long, or Earl’s, IVittenhaln, 
is still in the possession of this College. 

In one of the Computi of tho same Robert de Clist, 
for 1362, mention is made of John Trevysa,' afterwards 
a Fellow of Queen’s College, in this University, whoso 
name is still remembered as one of tho early tr.anslators' 
of Ralph Higden’s Pohjchronicoii. Allusion is .also made 
to the disastrous results of tho great, storm of wind on 
the 8th of January in this year, (see tlic ‘Memorials of 
London, p. 308). — Tho Rector, among other things, ren- 
ders account for “the allowances (dictis) of John Tre- 
“ -vysc, who came into commons on Sntiday in the same 
•“-week. .' . .' He also renders account of 46s. 8tZ. paid 
“ to the stone-masons who erected the wall on tho side 
“ of the ploasure-g.arden (di.sportuin);: where formerly 
“ was situate Castel Halle . . . . .of 18s. paid to a 
“ tiler who repaired all our houtos after tho great 
■“ [wind]. .... He also renders account of 3tZ. paid 
“ for cords, nails, .and thread, and for repairing the 
“ Sepnlclu'O [in tho College Chapel] against the Feast 
“ of Easter. . . . He also renders account of 6s'. 8d. . 
“ paid to a plumber for his services, when he repaired 
“ onr chancel at -West Wyttenham, after the great 

“ wind.9 • . ’

lation of one of the Computi of the same Rector for tho^

Though the records and ai-chives "of this College, 
other than purely muniments of title, arc comparatively 
few in number, my thanks' arc none the lets due to the 
EeverOnd the Principal, Dr, AVilliains; for the courteous 
manner in which he gave me access to tjiom, and per- 
, sonally called my attention to several manuscripts in 
the Library ; all of which latter, however, upon exami- 
nation, we .found ah-cady described in Mi*. Coxe’s 
Catalogue. — , ' ■ 

•> A Eegister-Book, containing 79 leaves of paper, of 
foolscap shape and size, bound in parchment; the en- 
tries commencing in 1602. The hands in which this 
■' ’ little book is written are very varied, and some of.them 
BO crabbed and difiicult to decijiher, that in the latter 
part of last century the College came -to an agreement 
to.liavo its contents transcribed into a large paper.'folio 
volume, in Vough calf, some fifty of whose leaves 'are 
ooonpied with its contents. The title of the older book 
is " Liber Collegii Jesu in Universitatc Oxon., ex dono 
“ Johaimis Williams, in Sacra Theologia Doctoris ct. 
Professoris, ot Principalis ojusdem Collegii, July 32, 

, .“ 1602.” Generally speaking, the “ Acta,” or “ Gesta,” 
of the house arC'set forth in this volume; with several 
lists of plato that had been presented to the College, — 
indeed, in very considerable quantities. One is an 
inventory of “ Plate bestowed since Sir Eubule Thel- 
P wall came to be Principal!,” with the addition, — All 
“■ layd up in a chest that is in the study over the gate,, 

“ except those pieces delivered to Howol Morgan, 
butler of Jesus College.” ■ It would' appear th-at this 
portion of the College plate must have been melted 
' down for the use of King Charles I., with little excep- 
tion, if auj'. Letters of attorney and copie’s of convey- 
ances also occupy a' -part of the volume, with elections 
,6f Principals, Fellows, and Scholars. , • ' 

In fob 55a. is the ■foUd'n'ing entry ; — “ Wee the Prin- 
cipal and Fellowes of Jesu College' doe decrco^that 
whereas heretofore such as were adorn’d -with any 
“ degree out of the said College were charged with a 
necessary burthen of entertaynmeut.in the hall,,(we) 
should now divert the same monoyes towards the fur- 
” nishing of our Librarye, or any other ornament which 
the Principall and major part of.Followes shall judge 
“ fitt, and to bee seez’d (? assessed) according to "the 
“ dogi'Gos in their severall faculties, as follo.weth : — A

In fol. 20a, date 19lh lilarch 1-597, the name of Tobias 
lleyrick appears, ns a member of the College. Qy. if 
he was a kinsman of lleirick, the author of the “ Jlcs- 
" peridcH,” mentioned in this Roi)Ort under Trinity Hall, 
Cambridge. 

In fob -lOa, date 12th June ICOO, the punishment of 
“ Sir Loddiiigwn ” (Marinaduke Loddinglon, a Bachelor 
'• of Art.s) is -entered. — •‘Imprimis, he shall ■ make an 
“ oration in the Chappell, pre.scntly after prayers in the 
“ morning, on the Fryday ne.xt before tlio Act. His 
*' thcamc shalbe '. Vituperium ebrietatis ct vitae di.sso- 
“ ‘ lutn; ’ (A cen.suro of druukcnne.ss and a dis.'-oluto life),” 
with much more in the way of task, in the Srd Book' of 
Aristotle “DcAnima.” Loddington was a Fellow, and 
his resignation a])pears on (he 2-ltli of October following. 

In fob 50 the signature of Robert S.aunderson (after- 
wards Bishop of Lincoln, and the eminent Divine), 
occnr.s for the first time, ns a Fellow, under date Cth 
Maj" ICOtlj and in fob 59 b, the resignation of his 
Feliowsliip, 0th M.ay 1019,. 

In fob oil), under date Olh May IG’l-l, it is proposed 
that ‘‘Master Math. lYatson,” a Fellow, bo suspended 
. from his fellowship, (tr.) — “ for his notorious inebriety, 

“ v.'hich brings a scandal, upon the College he also 
being a per.-on— “ of a virulent and petulant tongue, and 
‘‘ of innJincr.s so satyrical tliat one can hardly bo prevailed 
” upon to bo in hi.s company, with a duo rcgiird to 
“ mode.sty.” lYat.con’s answer to thc.-ic chargc-s bs sub- 
joined. In it ho contends,— ‘‘.Quod'hnmnnnm sit errarc,

“ 'J’hat to cvr i.s human, that if ho daily took water, the

This volume, like the one ]i’reviously described, is 
singularly full of curious details ns to College life and 
discipline in the 17th centurv' ; very few Colleges, pro- 
bably, in cither University, have ])rcsorved records of 
siiniim' transactions. < v 

A small folio paper -yolnmc, hound in parchment, 
rvrifcten probid)l 5 ' between 1720 and, 1730, and contaiiiing 
copies of deeds relating to the College, mid' various 
genealogical extracts. In p. Ill the following passage 
incidentally met my eye. — “ One Aldormiin Fi ore was a 
“ noted chirurgeoii; and being employ’d bj- King Henry 
“ 8, about llie year 1.537, to rip up bis Queen ,)nno 
“ [Seymour] in order to save the life of his son, aftor- 
“ wards King Edward 0, had the manor.s of Wolvorcotc, 
“ Yarnton, and AY alter Eaton, given him by tlic King 
” for that service. His Louse in Oxoii stood in the .site 
“ of the icing’s Head Tavern. His son was knighted;,

A small paper rpiarto volnmo, in a parchment cover ; 
being a Register of, and Index to. Deeds in the Col- 
lege Trc.'isiu' 5 '. By one, ' dated 4th Hovoinbor 1447, tlic 
Rector and Fellows of the College, in' considcratidn of. 
100 marks given to them liy Cardinal Beaufort, promise 
•to oKservo yearly the 11th of April, the daj- of his oliit;

“ clothiei'.s of Sar-iim came to dino with tire Fellows.” 
P. 322, — “On Fradny came a mai’blor (mimnorariirs), to 
“ dine with tiro Follows.” P. 336, — “ On Thnrsdaj’ ; 
“ came Nicholas Hale, and another with him, hei’c for 
“ the pitr’po.so of .selling fuel, to dine with the Follow.s.” 
In thi.s page Bokjmton’s liamo ajrpcars i'or the last time 
ill the Pitli or 13tli place ; in tiro next it is at tire bead 
of the page, and second, or next to the Snb-Wardcn 
(Yicc-Oustos) in the next piigo to that. 

The Third of these “ Liori Soncscalli Arilrn,” in evei'y 
way simitar in form to the others, begins at , I4'20, and 
goes on to 1448. Bekynton’s, name appears next to 
that of the SnbAYardon in p. 2, after which it disap- 
pears. — (In the AMiitc Book, fol. 21n, col. 2, mentioned 
in the sequel, is this entrj’, tr. ; — “Thomas Bckcbanm- 
“ t-one departed from tiro College, because ho betook 
“ himself to service— tran.stulit so ad obsequium— in 
“.the month of November 1420i Into who.se place ■was 
“ admitted, ns aSuliolarJ AYillinm Dariscy. 'of the County 
“ of Hatnptono,” (Hants.)— In this volume the entries 
of invitatioii.s to dinner are far loss nnmorotis, and some 
classes which had formerly dined with the Fellows ai’O 
now relegated to the servants’ table. AYo find however’ 
tho entry, “Thomas the Glazier, invited by tho '\A’"ardon 
“ to dine witli him.” It seems not improbable that ho 
may have provided .stained glass for the College Chapel. 

’The Fourth of the “ Lihri .Scnescalli Aulro ” o.xtonds ' 
from 1478 to 1499, the registers of attendance in hall, or "• 
residence, between 1448 and 1478 being probably lo.st. 

Tho Fifth volume hegirus at 1501, and comes down' to 
about 1 51 4. In the middle of the volume it assumes 
the form of a book of commons, closing with a bnttcr’y ■ 
account. 

Ecgish’um Primum, othenvise , known as “.the AYhite 
“ Book;” a lai’go folio volume, hound in modei’n'vclliim, 
and containing 267 nnmbored loaves of parchment, with 
five le.aves at tho beginning without numeration, and 
covered with memoranda of an early date. Tho dates of 
the contents are a.d. 1400-1480, but the volume has ,no 
doubt been made up of leaves of several books, hound 
together, ns their contents do not at all run in chrono- 
logical sequence. In fol. 3a.' of the fly-leaves at tho 
beginning, tho following list is entered, probably coeval 
with the election of- Eichard do.Malford as "Y'"ardcn, in 
tho year 1400; who is here made to be . tho Fourth 
W.ardcn : tho following ;hoing named -before him ; — 
Eichard de Tohwortho, A.d. 1377, Nicholas de AYyko- 
ham, 1379, and'Thomas de Crardoigh, 1389. Tho latter, 
as .already noticed, is usually named as the First 
Warden, and- whs such in the sense of- being the 
Firat Warden electqd - 'after the College was built and 
'opened. Prior to" this,- ns the present Warden kindly 
informs mo,.the Society was lodged elsewhere in Oxforci, ' 
while the present College was building ; it taking pos- 
session of the now" College in 1386, N. de Wykoham 
then being Warden. -The list above referred to is one 
of (transl. from >the .Latin)— “ Jewels, ornaments, and • 
“ ve.stnients of the College Chapel. , First, three crokses, 

“ one of which is of silver gilt, and stands on a foot : 

“ the other two of copper, -one , of them.- gilt, with a 
“ painted staff, and the other plated with, silver, -with a ' 
“ .staff of copper, plated with- .silver’. Six thuribles, oiie 
“ -of silver gilt, throe of. copper gijt, and. two other’s of , 
“ latten (auricalco). ,, One silrror, boat, .with a .silve^ 




in every instance carefully traced. Vfith these .deeds-, 
admission.s to Scliolarsliips arc sometimes, tliougli but 

sparsely, intermixed. . . ' - 

Ee-isb-um Secundum, the Second Ecgisler : a folio 
volume of -330 leaves' of vellum, with an Index added ; 
there being three fly-leaves, hot numerated, at the 
hemnning, with miscellaneous entries upon them. Uown 
to'lihout the 40th folio, the text consists of the d^ds 
and rentals of the .alien Abbey of St. Valery. The 
whole of the rest of the volume is occupied with deeds 
and indentures as to matters in which the College has 
been interested. It follows the preceding Ke^ister in 
date but is not, like that, a number of miscellaneous 
sheets hound together at a comparatively recent date. 

Liber Vigor, the Black Book ; a very large mho 
volume, bound in black, and containing 216 leaves of 
fine vellum, part of which arc left blank. On the lly- 
loaf is an Lidex, or rather. Calendar, in a hand ol the 
17th century. The volume is wholly occupied with 
deeds and documents relating to the manors and other, 
property of the College ; which seem in general to have 
been transcribed about the reign of Henry the Seventh. 
Boom has been loft for adding the initial letters in 
illumination, hut after folio 66 these initials have not 


been added. 

Ecgislrum Pi-otocollorum, 1453-9i) ; a parchment lolio 
volume, of about oOO page.s, bound in rough calf. It 
contains tlic admissions of Fello-ws from 1-153 to 1495, 
and of Scholars from 14.50 to 1506. All these admis- 
sions, like those at King’s College, Cambridge,- arc 
duly attested by a Votary Public, the usage still pre- 
vailing at this College at the present day. 

Begistrum ProtocoUoriim, 1496—1.522| a smallar 
volume, of 380 pages. _ , 

Begistrum Protocollorum, 1523-^16 ; a folio volume 
of 28-1- leaves of parchment, in fine old oak binding. 

Bcgisd'um Protocollorum, 1547-78, a very largo folio 
volume, of about 73 loaves of jiarchment ; in the 
oi'iginal oak hoards, not covered. 

Begistrum Protocollorum, 1577-1610; a folio volume, 
of 239 loaves of parchment, hound in rough calf. These 
are followed by volumes of more recent date. 

As to einiy Coniputi of the College, — some few of the 
Bursars’ Boils of the 14th cciitury still exist; and the 
Fame may ho said of the Bailiffs’ Bolls, v>hich arc kept 
distinct from the Bursars’ Computi. . I had not, how- 
ever, had an op[)ortuuity of examining any rolls of 
either class, at the time of writing this Boport. . 


I have hero to express my thanks to Dr. Sowell, the 
Warden of Now College, for the interest he took in my 
inquiries, and the courtesy with which ho gave mo much 
desirable information relative to the foundation and 
former history of the College.

Hnbback {Evi- 
dence of Succes.'sion, 18-M', p. 5‘J4), In the Manuscript 
Index of the private papers' of the College, in v.ol.

Tlio next Computus, that of William do Wiltono for 
1363, 4, deserves remark as containing an account of 
the expenses of Master licnry. do Wj'ttcfold, the then 
Provost of the College, on the occasion of his journey 
to Avignon, in reference to a trial referred to the I’apal 
Court, as to the living of Spar.sholb, previously men- 
tioned. Ho changed at London 237. _ for florins, at 
3s. Hd. the florin, receiving 148 florins and 17 ponce. 
Ho then .sold his horse and saddle for 21 shillings. 
To Counsel and Notaries ho paid 57 florins and 10 
pence. Among his other expenses are tlio follow- 
ing items i'or purchase of a gown (roba) with a 
“ large cape, 24 flor. For budge [or ]rrcparcd l.amb- 
“ skin] for the same, 10 flor. For clotli bought lor a 
“ tunic, (tunica) and a short capo, 12 flor. 2 groa [grossi, 
“ Fj-ench coin]. For budge, 4 flor. 1 gros. For a pair 
“ of boots, 1 tior. For another ])air of boots, 9 gros. 
■“ For purchase of a bed, 7 flor., 4 gi-os., and 6 deniers, 

‘ ; money of the Court. For haj- for the bed, St gros. To 
“ • a tailor, 1 flor. For linen vestments, 5 gros. 18 de- 
niers, money of the Court'. For- 4 pairs of shoes, 
“ 11 gros. For gloves. 3 gros.” Under Iho head of 
' Payments for Commons is the following item, — “ Given 
“ in wine and other things among the Fellows [of the 
House, or Sociot 3 *, with whom he lodged], at the time 
“ of my nriival, 43 soldij money of the, Court.” The 
sums total of each week’s expenses, during his absence, 
are then given, until we come to the following item, 
— “In the 17th week I departed from the ton-n before 
“ making .up the account; and I told Himberford [a 
, “ Fellow of the Societj', who was his agent] to paj’ 
“ what was to bo paid.” 

For the Pope’s Bull on this occasion, he paid 7 florins. 
As to smaller expenses, — to his barher he paid 4 gros., 
a coin apparcntlj' 5Ac7. in value, and to his in-door ser- 
vant (intriiiseco) and laundress, 10 groa. Ho also had 
his own guide, or escort: — “Also, paid to Thomas 
“ Hj-rland, that he should escort me safely, 20s. ster- 
ling.” In returning from the Court, at Avignon, -to 
Caleys (Calais), 18 days were occupied, at an expense of 
■44s. 7id. } the expenses from Calais to O.xford being 7 
• Shillings. At Paris ho paid, “ for the Xing’s protec- 
, tion,” one florin. In his journey to Avignon ho occupied 
no less than 7 weeks, “by reason of the bad weather 
“ (intemperiem), and the perils bj- the road.” This 
document, it maj' be here remarked, has been examined 
. at considerable length bj' Professor Bogers in his able 
work upon Prices in the Middle Ages.

The College at this period ' 
had several shops, which it lot to various tenants, situate 
in its immediate precincts. ' 

The next Computus is' th:it of John Lockiisley aud

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from tlio'CoUego in 1 371, 2. The fact that in the accoimt , 
of 1374, 5. ho is called -'hfaghter”— “Jhigtcr John. 
“ Wic'lif” in no way niiliiates -against this . posibon, 
inasmuch as tlie iVlmomy. boy Caloys is mentioned as 
“Manistei- Cnlevs” in these rolls more, than once. 
Indeed, it is a well known fact that, though the term 

Magister.” or “Master,” was especiaUy .the htle ot 
those who had taken a Master’s Degi-ce in the •dpi’^er- 
sities, it was frequently applied in the most arbitrary 
manner to persons of all ages and classes. • 

' The simple facts of the case then seem to be— that a, 
youth, JolmWyclif by name, came to Oxford to stud}', . 
somewhere between October 1363 and 1364 ; .that ,he 
occupied a room in Queen’s College, and paid two years 
rent for it in 1365— probably by the aid of friends, as 
the rent was by no means a very small one, and r.an on 
unpaid to the end of tbo second year; that after tins, 
he was in all probability absent from the ITniveimty for 
some years : that in 1371, 2, bo was again jn Queen s 
College, no longer <as a “Pensioner” there, ^ paying a 
“pciisio” or rent for a room, but, as an “Almonry 
“ boy',’.’ receiving his commons probably, material assis- 
tance in Ihs ednc&tion, — his vftastc.v far the whole 
of the year and the “ Great Docti-inal’' bought for him,— 
and a conti'ibiitioii from the College funds towards 
his .tunic, or gown, the garb probably in w-hich ho was 
about to take his degree. Three years after (1374, 5) 
ho again hold.s a room in the College, but only for a 
.short time probably, and again iii 13S0, 1, after which 
his name, as paying a “ ponsio,” or rent, disappears. 

Be all this liowever as it may, ,aiid even granting that 
Mr. Shirley is ri.irht in his supposition that it is Wyclif 
the Befonuer who was residing in the College in 1363, 
4, wn have, in Wiclif,' the Almonry boy of Queen’s Col- 
lege ill 1371, 2, in addition to .lobn Wyclif of Merton 
College, and ,Tobii AVyclif the Reformer, a third IVyclif 
in the tield. It would ho iiitcre.stiug to know, supposing 
this to* be the case, if any further particuhu's c.an be 
traced in refercuec to him. 

In the College Bursary there are many scores, perhaps 
some hundreds, of parchment Computi'of the House 
■ of God, or Hospital of St. Juli.aii, at Southampton, 
beginning at the rcigii of Edward I., and coining down 
to the time of Charles I. They seem in general to be 
in e.xcellont preservation, and would probably disclose 
many matters of intorc.st, if closely examined.'

and shortly aftcnvards took part in the seigo of Ox- 
ford, into iVhich ho ivas ordered to enter beiorc it 
entirely surrounded. After this seige hc-ivas cxceed- 
inn-ly anxious to enter the service of Prince Eiipcrt, 
ivfi’o ivas the greatest beau as well as the greatest hero 
in tho royal army. His mode of fighting iras to charge 
tbrongb the enemy and then to fall upon their 
rear, slaughtering them with scarcely My opposition. 
One very cold morning he took a very fine laced hand- 
kerchief out of his pocket and tied it about his neck; 
hence originated tho habit of wearing laced cravats.

In the fatal battle of Haseby the prince forced Ins 
way tlu'ough the hody of horse that oppo^ied him and 
‘‘nailed np” their cannon; but meanwhile the main 
body of tho rebel’s horse broke in upon tho foot of the 
King’s army and made a fearful carnage, leaving up- 
wards of 20,000 dead, wounded, and prisoners.

Coming to Tixtil, Sir John was married 
first l)y a priest, then l)y a Justice of the Peace, Justice

One 
of tho servants, a Frencliman, being hoard to speak 
broken English, iva-s seized by tho con.=table and watch- 
man, hut Sir .Tohn e.xplained ts-ho he was and where he 
lived, .Slid having given them half-a-crown to drink, 
they dbmis.-ed the .servant. 

Appended to thi.s letter is, a postscript, in which it is 
moituinctl that the first time Sir Edward went to Hath, 
he there met Sir James lamg, an old friend of Sir John 


estate. In' James’s reign the son of this Captain Foster, . 
though he was .High Constable, and- had*an income of ' 
above 200E a yetir, was convicted of sheep-stealing on a 
very large scale from Tiptree Heath, but escaped Abo' 
gallows by entering into a bond in 1,000Z. to make repa- 
ration to all bo bad wronged'. ■ ' ' ‘ 

The second letter- is dated’ DeeV 9, but no year is 
mentioned. It begins thus,. — ' ' • , ’ • ' ' ' • 

“ Deare Pbill: When yon were here I intended to 
have given you some relation of the very grand • 
“ manner of my lord gi-andfather’s living at Standon, , 
“ being there is scarce anybody, hut myself- leftt^ that 
“ remembers it. But it went out of my niind agaiil". 

“ But now .having a little leisure, and understanding 
“ the hearer of this is going to London, I take this 
“ opportunity of sending -you a little sketch of it.” , ' 
"Walter Lord Aston, grandfather to tho present lord, 
married the Lady Mary Weston. His"'father was many 
years ambassador in Spain. The estate of Standon 
coming to him through his wife, .a descendant of the 
great. Sir Ealph Sadler, he removed thither, and there 
began his magnificent way of living. He had 101 jjor- 
sons in his family. -The Writer resided there for three 
or four months every summer, from /the time he Was- 
six until about his fourteenth year. ' , ' 

The table" was served with three courses, each, of 20 
dishes ; and these were brought up by 20 me'ni who 
stamped up tho great stair like thunder at every course- 
My lord had four servants behind his' own chaiix Ho 
was very curious in his wine ; but first of all drank 
at one draught a whole quart cither of malt drink" "or 
■^vinc and water, as a remedy for stone and gravel. . At 
all the inns he lodged at in travelling they kept a quart 
glass called My Lord Aston’s glass. Sir Edward 
Southcotc saw one at tbo Altar Stone at Banhnry hot 
many years ago. Tho servants all dined ' together in 
the hall, and what was loft was" thrown together into 
a tub which two inen took on" their shoulders to tho 
court gate, where every day 40 or 50 poor people were 
■ served with it. - • ' . ' 

W^hen my lord did not go hawking in tho afternoon, 
ho always played at ombre with his two sons for an 
hour, and at 4- o’clock returned to a covered scat in hia 
■vineyard. There ho sat alone, and none durst approach 
him. . At 5 o’clock .his chariot, with a pair of his' six 
grey Flanders mares (the chariot was made so narrow 
that none could sit b}- him"), took him “ a trole ” about 
the park for five or six miles.' He returned at 7, and 
by 8 would bo in bed. .He always lay in' bed without 
pillow, bolster, or nightcap. '"Winter and summer bo 
rose at 4, and entertained himself with hooks until if 
was time to go a-hunting or hawkirig.at wild ducks. , )Ho 
would never allow any but bunted venison at his tabic. 
Every day but Sunday one buck was killed at the least", 
but- most commonly a brace.. He never niado or rc- 
tuiTicd any insit, tbo court "and address of "llint county 
being mado to him. 

'riiuB my lord lived until his son prevailed on him 
to return to Tixal. This was a great cross to liis lady, 

• who liked this way of livnng. And Ijcing now .so far 
removed from her dear daughter Southoote, she gi-ew 
melancholy and lost her wits, keeping almo.st porjietnnl 
silence, and refusing nourishment. , ; . 

, Hot long afterwards his lordship died, and hi.s corpse 
was attended from 'I'i.xnl to'Shilford by about 1,000 
peoi>lD. Sir Edward rit Mistlmm kept a ])ack of bounds, 
while his father diverted himself with a gosha^vk for 
pheasants. 'Phe plot of Oates brought great porso- 
cutiou upon the Catholics. His father was convicted 
for his religion at tho county sessions to pay 20/.. a 
month as well us two-tliird.s of his estate, which soon 
ran np to 900/. _ For want of prompt payment" he had 
four buin-bailifls for five weeks hi his house, who seized 
all tbo household goods and the plough horses of the 
tenants fill he paid.

Tlie abovo-incntioncd manuscript, regarded ns uu- 
tiionUc, and often rcfciTcd to by local writers, appears 
to bo of some value to the genonil bistorian from its 
containing many incidents relating to tbc jirivatc life 
of Charles, Prince of Wales, the Lords Cnpel and 
Ilopton, Sir Edward Hyde, and other eminent ])crson- 
agc.s during their residence in Jersey. It is all thn 
more valuable as tbc production of an eyc-witncs.s, and 
a .shrewd observer, a.s well ns an oflicial actor in many 
of the veones which bo describes ; and who.so stylo of 
eompo Jtioii, though quamt and somewhat diflusc, leads 
to tlic conclusion that the chronicler was by no means an 
illitonite man.

self in his otflcial residence, CastJe Comet, a' strong 
work seated upon aninsulnted rock within cannon range 
of the toivn. • From . thence, he nob . only defied all . 
attempts at aiTCst, but often acted on the oflonsivohy. 
battering the habitations of the islanders, during the 
long blockade lyhich the castle mstained. 

. The Jersey committce-meu, baffled in their ofl’orts to_ 
seize npon their governor, resorted for some time to, 
negotiation; hutfindingthat. although, wEling to appear 
before the Kang in Council, Sir Philip ' refused to place 
himself at the , mercy of pai-liamentai-y agents, they 
ended by denouncing him as an utter malignant, a - 
bitter foe to the liberties and religion, of his country- 
men. ' , . 

These calumnious statements so incensed the popn- 
lace, many, of whom were mililid-mcn, that they were i 
easily persuaded to adopt aggressive measures, and' at 
once commenced the construction of a battery at the 
head of the causeway, for the pm-pose of molesting the 
. castle and preventing the gamison from crossing over to 
the lown- 

Sir Philip endeavoured to put a stop. to these jiro- 
ceedings by overplaying the pioneers with liis culvcrins, 
but in spite of tbc volleys which - flew over their hoiids, 
the woi-ks went on to completion, and contests ensued 
whenever the garrison nttomp'led sorties. The strife 
continued for some months, Sir Philip alternately can- 
nonading the ton'll 'or . proposing temis of accommoda- 
■ tioiT. ■ His adversaries,' on tlie other hand, ti-oated his ■ 
proposals with .silent contempt, or rejected - them with 
scorn,' and when they Icanit that his second son was 
dying, and his own health failing, they had recourse to / 
all manner of petty' persecution. His lady, and other 
members of hi.s family, were not allowed to enter the 
castle until the last day of his life ; he was prevented 
from obtaining fresh provisions, fniit and other refresh- 
ment even to spring water, and ho was Hcnied the con-' • 
Bolation of being attended iii his last moments by the 
clergjTnan of his selection. Finally; Sir' Philip, w'orn 
out by sickness arid soiTow, expired at Elizabeth Castle ■ 
on the 22nd August IC-ifl.' • ‘ . 

The first part of the Journal closes with this event, ■ 
llirec days after which a young parliamontofRccr, Major 
Leonard Lydeott, niTivcd in Jorso}-, . sent thither as 
resident governor, by Lord IVanvick, at the provioii.s - 
solicitation of the chiefs of the faction. His family, ft 
small staff of oflicers and a few gunners accompanied 
him, but no other forces, tbc eloso-committoo having ' 
boon led to boliov'c that a military commander onty was 
required to enable the inliubitants to subdue the castles, 
and reduce the whole island in snbjection to the parlia- 
ment. • ■ ; . ■ • 

Iso sooner lind Lydeott taken the oath of office, tlian 
the local committee di.scovorcd, to their great vexation, 
thnlho slighted their advice, and domineered over them 
in ever}' way. 'flic Crown rcvemics, which they, had 
placed in soqucsti-ation, he took out of their luuidsj and 
freely confiscated for, his owii. purposes the property of 
avowed or suspected royalists, numbers of.svhom lied 
to St. JIalo to avoid being scut prisoners on board 
parliament ships constantly stationed near Castle 
Comet,. , ■ ' 

After the death of Sir Plviliji, the command- at Eliza- 
beth Castle devolved upon the ma.ster porter, lilr. 
Ilungcrlbrd,* whilst INIont Orgneil was gallantly mnih- 
tained for the Eoyal cause by the widowed Lady De 
Carteret.' • 

Lydeott, mcamvhilc,’ having rcconuoitrod the chviron.s 
and selected po.-:ilions from whence the castles might he 
ntyailcd with most elfect, proceeded to holongiier. them. 
For tliis purpose, he collected and armed a force of 
militia and volunteers, some of -whom ho placed in 
garrison at the Tower of St. Aubin to keep Elizabeth 
castle in cheek. Othei-s ho employed in digging 
frciichca, thi-ov.'iug up e.arth ivorks, and planting pieces 
of ordunnee <ui commanding cininciices. Another parly 
he set to work in repairing and slrcngtbening the . 
battery which onfilndoa the enn.-ewny; and when those 
lirep.-irafions were completed, ho laid siege to the two 
ca.-tlcs in due form, after the fashion of rimilar opera- 
tions going on in iliffcrent part^i of England abntiu the 
.srtuio period. 

From the hcgiiming of September to thn middle of 
Kivemhcr ho-Ulitios v.ero carried on with more or'lc-.-, 
activity.- Volleys fioiii ctilvcriti, duini-cnlvcrin. and 
.'iskiT r.o're fn-cly cschangnl hetivceii the besiegers and 
the h<'>-i(’gr>il to the numiffKt advnnbgc of tin; hiUcr,' 
their being more numeroti-? and carrying heavier 
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metal.* Daily skirmishes took'placo in open gronnd 
between opposing parties of musketeers s ani], ondark 
■nights, detachments issued ''forth' from poetcni gates 
■ making stealthy detours to the reor of the ei^emy in 
order to capture their eentries, spike their guns, and 
.damage their earth-works l!y eay of retaliation, 
I^cott'sartiUery battered the ca.stle walls, and his men 
occasionally attempted to escalade, but they were e<wi- 
stantly repulseil, and driren back in disorder to the 
entrenchments. Many cunning stratagem.") ticre.also 
devised by-iho soldiers in Mout Orgucil to mystify tho 
enemy so as to thrfov them off their guard ; and not im- 
frequently sea-fights occurred -lietween Island boats and 
vessels ‘conveying stores nnd reinforcements to the 
besieged. ‘ 

Details of all thoc encotmtera aro circumstanUally 
narrated by the chronicler, oven to the exact nnmlier of 
cannon balls expended } sorno of which damaged tho 
roof of his own house in thoTuarkctplaco. Dnnngtbo 
whole course of this petty warfare hut few serious 
casualties scorn to have occurred j nevertheless, it is 
evident that tho besiegers were inTOriably discomfited, 

• After rcpcated'revcrscs. Lydeott arrived at the con* 
elusion t^t, without external aid, the castles were not 
likely to bo subdued. Ho also began to realiie the fact 
that tho “ Committee of Safety ” had been grosdv mia- 
informed ; and that he bimsclthad l>een deceived i>j the 
leaders of tho faction os to the diapoaition ofibe islanden). 
who, far from being parliamentarian or eienncntml^were, 
forthe most part, thorough malignants at heart. Toadd 
to those nncomfortablo reflections, he learnt that Captain 
Carteret, on officer of mneh decision and renown, bad 
rallied tho focitivo boyalisthat Bt. Halo, and was pre- 
paring for a descent upon the island ; that the chiers of 
i; the faction had already made overtures of submiaaiou to 
^ I^ly Do Carteret : and that most of his peraoimi otafT 
had deserted him end taken acrvico in tuo old casUo 
under her command.' In a very short time these nnd 
other disconracing rqiorts received full confirmation. 

Oh tho istft of November, 'Captain Carteret, with 
wme of the oriles, reported to bo noro numerous and 
formideblo tlian they were in reality, landed at Hoot 
Orgneil . Tliey w ero recoil cd w ith every demoustration 
of aatisfiiction by tho people in tho environs who, sup- 
ported by the garrison, soon disarmed and dl^rs^ the 
alre^y disheartened assailants. Further reinforcements 
arriving from St. Halo, landed nnoxpcctedly-near St. ' 
Anbin'a Tower, overcame the garrison, and took the 
commandant prisoner. . • i , 

- > This last picoo of istelligeace eo disconccrtcdl^ydcoU 
that, fearful of being captured in like manner, bo em- 
barked hastily, on tha evening of tho 21 st, on board a 
cutter which had long been held in readiness in cose of 
emergency, and fled to Guernsey accompanied by three 
of the committoo-mcn, and a fewmorcof their partisans. 
Others concealed themselves, and ultimately escaped in 
fidung boats, bat tbs more daring of the couspiraiors, 
unfortonately for themselves, {wrsisted m remouiiug iu 
tho island.' ' - 

‘ Within two days Of George Carteret’s arrival at Slont 
Orgneil his bold and well-concerted'enterpriso was thus 
far crowned "with success, and tbere was every prospect 
that the whole island would speedily be rescued ’fiom 
tho'now unpopular away of the disalfocted faction and 
their parliamentary allies On the 22nd of Hovember, 

/ at the head of a detachment of regulars and'iuilitia, 
‘drums beating, colours fijing, ho marched into tho ttnm 
of St. Heiier, to the great delight of tho majority of 
the people, end the dbmsy of the disaffected minority 
Apprehensive, nevertheless, of some disturbonco among 
the latter, he summoned the States to meet at a distance 
‘ from the town on the 24th, when he took the nsualoaths, 

' 1st, os licutenant-govcrpor, ‘under Sir Thomas Jermyn, 
by virtue of a commission from the king; and, 2 nd, as 
bailiffof Jersey, an office secured to him byreversiou 
.during the lifctimo of Ws unde and father-in-law. Sir 
Philip Carteret.* ' ' ' ‘ , 

His authority, ciril as well as military, being thna 
retwnised, Captain Carteret, who had t^en np bla 
heiiquarterB pt Elizabeth Castle, proceeded to re- 
establish order in. the ‘different departments of his 
^govemmenL During the month of December the male 
^popnlnllon of all'raimswero usscrubled on certain days 
in their respective parishes to swear allegiance to the 

- Crown. The oath was administered in his presence, and 
taken without hesitation ; but those who^aWented them* 

•selves from ‘the meetings .without just csuse.'Were 


declared to be traitors and rebels. The Dean; his son, 
aud a few more of the political recusants, were affer- 
warda npprebended and imprisoned, in accordance ■with 
a ■wuTtant issued the Court at Oxford. Others, less 
obnoxious to the 6 ovemor, were merely kept under 
supervistoa until arraugements could be made for their 
being brought to trial. ' • .

■When January came Captain Carteret directed his 
nttention to reorganising the militia, victualling tbo 
castles, and projecting new forts aroilnd the coast, so as 
to place the island in ns complete a state of defence as 
possible. For these purposes considerable funds were 
required 5 but, as the local exchequer, had been 
thoroughly exhausted by Dydeott, the States propo'cd 
the levy of a general t.ai upon the inhabitants. Car- 
teret, however, deemed it more expedient to raise 
money by way of loan from the more opulent,” under 
promise of gradual repasunent out of tho Crown 
rcrentics. I5ut, finding after a time that subscrip- 
tions came in scantily, ho contrived to render tho loan 
compulsory by other means, such as that of quar- 
tering soldiers on' those who would not contribute 
voluntanly 

In the month of February the Earl of Harlborongh, 
irilh n sqmdron of king's ships, having en pasiaiit 
summoned Guernsey to surrender, came to Jersey for 
the purpose of engaging Carteret to co-operate with 
him and Sir Peter Osborne in an’attaofc upon tho rp- 
voltcd island ' At tho prompting of the Governor the 
States of Jersey acceded to the proposal ; but, m spite 
of liberal offers of pay nnd bounty to obtain recruits, 
neither soldier nor sailor could be tempted to enbst 
The dcsiCT, therefore, was relmcpushed, and the Earl 
took bis acparhiro in disgnst, first to France, nnd then 
to England, molested, nevertheless, on bis voyage by 
parliament crai«ers ■ 

Capt.ain Carteret soon nllcr planned an attempt upon 
Sark, m tho hope of recovering that islet on occount of 
its revenues, duo to Sir Philip’s eldest son, from the 
Guernsey rebels On the 25th of May four armed row 
boats were dispatched with orders to land at night, and 
endeavour to surprise the fecblo garrison But tho 
sentries on tho island so sooner desened the enemy 
than they fired alarm guns which soon brought shal- 
lops from Guenwey to the rescue Some fightbg 
took place, which ended in the total defeat of tho 
invaders 

, Early m Jnne, Sir Peter Osbermo having reftised 
terms of capitulation from Parliament, Lord Tfarwick 
sent over a squadron of men-of*war to press the siege of 
Castle Cornet Early informed of the •vieim^ of these 
ships. Captain Carteret, surmising that they might como 
to Jersey, made preparation fbr reBj«tancc ; not neglect- 
ing to send rocconr to Ca.rtlo Cornet, the key of hif 
{>os!t!on His boats, though, under convoy of a well- 
armed ivnoace, were attacked on approaching the castle 
by several of the enemy’s shallops, «» eomfiaf fart Sprt, 
ensued, but the supplies were safely landed nt their 
pl.aco of destination. The pinnace alluded to; when 
not employed os a convoy, was sent to cruise in the 
channel, and seldom returned without a prize. “Tho 
Governor's Galley,” as aho was called, was the pre- 
cursor of many a craft of the same kind'that by their 
captures replenished Carteret’s tre.asury, and enabled 
him for some years to maintain Jersey, nnd to aid ” 
Castle Garnet in its resistance against the rebela 

It would appear that Kinction to “ sot out letters of 
“ marque and reprisal*’ in JerFOy was granted by 
Charles I , who, in a coInmission under the Great Seal 
of tho Admiral^, dated 13th December 1644, appointed 
“ Colonel George Cartaret Tico- Admiral bf Jersey, and 
“ all tho islands and maritime parts adjacent.”t

Daring tho'conrse of the ensuing year the journal 
contains nothing of much interest beyond accounts of 
the exploits of the Admiral’s cruisers; a description of 
the fatal accident attending the Dean and his son’s 
escape from Mont Orgneil j and details of the judicial 
proceedings instituted against pobtifal offenders 

On pain of being prociairaed traitors, with confiscation 
of proper^, all persons absent from Jersey without tho 
Governor^ leave were ordered to return before the 25th 
ofMarch,meanwhile active" preparations were'in progress 
forliringiim delinquents, absent orpre‘'ent to trial. Bailiff 
Carteret, desirous of puaishirg with the‘utmost rigour 
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ftosc -n-lio had been most inveterate against his nnelo, 
determined that they should he arraigned on the charge, 
of liigh treason. But, as the couit over ■vrhicb he pre- 
Bided -Avas iBcompGtcnfc to deal "vvitk .a crime of such, 
magnitude, an application "a^as made to the Queen, 
through. liord Jcianyii, sinecure Governor of Jersey, for 
a special commission. • ^ , 

About the middle of April three Doctors of Law r and 
a secretary ivere sent over from France tinder the 
qiic.sfcionahlo designation of Koyal Commissioners. Im- 
mediately on their andval a court, in imitation of the. 
Star Chamber, was established, and the learned civilians, 
none of whom could siieak French, sat in judgment 
evorj- Saturday, tvithout any semblance of a .jury. ‘ 
Copious reports are given by Chevalier of the pro- 
ceedings during each of the trials which ensued. But, 
although curious as illustrative of peculiar customs they 
require no further notice than a brief summary of 
results. Thus^ one only of the many delinquents was 
condemned to death ' and executed, several were 
sentenced to long imprisonment in addition to the impo- 
sition of exhorhitant fines, and others were liberated 
on - easier terms ; but those who did not .surrender 
wore ordered to he hung in effigy, and all their goods, 

■ chattels, and estates werp held, forfeit to the Crown. 

- These trials, the issues of which seem to have been pre- 
determined, lasted from the spring to the close of the 
3’car. 

1646. . - 

The intercourse which had been long kept up, vrith 
more or less activitj*, between Captain Carteret and the 
commanders of the Prmco of ’ITalos’ .army in the 
west, Ijcc.amo more frequent and regular about this 
lime. Messengers were passing to and fro bctivecn- 
Jersey and Cornwall ; Sir Thomas Fawshawc and other 
cavaliers arrived from various parts to hold conferences 
with the Governor of Jersey, and Sir Peter Osborne at 
Castle Cornet. From these circumstances, the Royalists 
being now hard pressed by the enemy and the Prince 
himself likely to ho driven to seek refuge in foreign 
lands, it may ho assumed that the members of liis High- 
'iie.ss’ council began to look upon so convenient a spot ns 
Jersey, “ so well fortified, and not beyond the King’s 
“ dominions,” as a de.sirable stepping stone to France 
or clsowhorc. 

On the 6th of March a letter dated as far back as the 
- fllst of January was laid before the States, in which the 
Prince acquainted them of his haring received “ full 
“ information touching the past and present state of 
“ Jersey — ^how, by tlio blessing of God, tbo prudence 
“ and zeal of Sir George Carteret, knight,! and their 
“. faithful services, the said island had heou recovered 
“ from the inhuman rebels.” The States hereupon 
voted an address of thanks to his Highness, and pub- 
; lislicd a wanifcslc in which they set forth their motives 
for adhering to the King, and exprcs.scd their detennina- ' 
t ion to preserve the island, at all hazards, in subjection 
to his Majostj' Charles I. 

, In the meantinie, the Prince, having been obliged 
■to quit Pendeniiis, cro.ssod ‘ over to Scilly, where he 
romained for some weeks, invited by a committee of 
both Houses, “in a loving and tender ivay to. repair to 
the Pnrlianiout’s quarters,” whilst a fleet, under Batteii, 
wailed in the offing to enforce the inritation. Happily, 

• a soiusonablc tempest dispereed the ships, and, .before 
they could roas-senible his Highness and his court, 
cnibarking on hoard a frigate, commanded by Captain 
Baldwin ilkiko, set sail from Scilly on the evening of 
the It'tli April 0. S. , 

Tlio next day, Friday the 17tli, at about an hour 
before sunset, l,o X’otr Proud<iiglc , — the Phoenix? — cast 
aiu-lior in Jersey road.slcacl, and landed her valuable 
' freight at' Blizabotb Castle. The same inglit Lord 
AVentwortli was conveyed to France to appri.'e the Queen 
of her son's safe .arrival; and Lord Hopton went next 
day to take a survey of Jfoiit Orguoil, with reference to 
its Hccurlty in case of attack, and its couvciiicncc as a 
place of residence for the court. His report could 
scarcely have been favounilde, seeing that the Prince at 
ou'ro c.'tablisbed his com-l at IBizsibetli Otistle, where he 
continued to reside during his .st:iy -iu Jersey. Tlie 
lAirds of tbo Council tiiid cliicf officer's of the household 
ri'inaincd with him, together with tlio chaplaiiLS, 
pliyricinus, and others in iwrsoiial ntteiulniice. 

. Shortly ttricr the Doggerbank brought over the rc.st 
of the noblenicn aiid gentlemen. Another frigate fol- 
lowed ■with the tradcsmbii ii'nd their ivi vc.'*, many of whom

f hx tlw W.inderii tk-.t Oirfcitt bad 
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acted as Jarandi&es ; si\so, thfe' servants belonging to 
the suite, solders of the body .guard; and a number of ' 
-grooms, vrith - four- superb diorso.s uiidbr, their charge. • 
Three hundred individuals, at least, composed-his High- 
ness’ retinue, many, of whose names, titles, and- occupa- 
tions are recorded by the .chronicler, as well as sundry - 
particulars concerning them. Lodgings, according, to 
the rank and station of the last comers, w'ere assigned 
to them in the houses of the gentry, merchants, and 
tradespeople in the town of St. Helier.'*^ . ; ■ - ' . 

The Prince of Wales, by v'ariqus acts of courtesy ‘soon 
evinced his inate tact in acquiring' popularity. .He pro- 
pitiated the disaffected parly , by restoring to their wives 
and daughters the dresses, jewels, and other valuables, 
sequestered in tho'hands of the Sheriff. He confirmed 
in their loyalty -the local authorities and the principal 
gentry male and female, by allowing them to be pre- 
sented and to kiss his hand in due fonn, when ho held 
levees in the Great Hall of the castle. All present were 
chai-mc,d with his affability — car c’ctoitimPi'inco ^’andc- 
meiit benin — and they manifested deep sjonpatliy for 
a Pi-incc barely 16 yeai's of ago, who had experienced , 
BO many yicissitudes .and been c.xpqsed to so much 
danger. They were -further gratified at witnessing 
the ceremonies of installation,- when his Highness in 
person confirmed Sir George Carteret’s patent of knight- 
hood, and, afterwards created him a baronet. At the 
some court Captain Wake was knighted, preparatoi-y to 
his taking the command of Castlo' Cornet, from which 
Sir Petor Osborne was about to retire. ‘ ' 

The middle classes, too, were gratified by ' being 
occasionally admitted to gaze upon his Royal Highness 
when he dined in state. Chevalier, evidently one of tho 
spectators, describes every incident however trivial ; 
wonders at the display of gold and sih'or plate, the 
number of • tho courses,- the variety of viands, . and 
particularly admires tho dexterity of tho attendants, . 
gentle and simple, with whose offices, as vvell as names, 
he seems to have been perfectly familiar : — quant an Bujob- 
du maiutient de.la table do co Prince, il ctoit tel quo 
chacun savbit son posto, et Ics chose.s' y btoient miscs 
par \m si bon ordi’o que Ic tout so faisoit avco plaisir ot 
coritentement. 

On Sunday, April 27th tho Piinco, who had not yet 
landed jon tho island, crossed over from tho castle witli 
his courtiers and body guard to attend divine service in 
the church of St. Hohor. - Oil’ disembarking ’ho was 
rcccivod’by a cavalcade of gentry; forming a guard of 
'honour; whilst tho militia lined tho streets, to prevent 
his lieing molested by people from, all parts nssomhled ‘ 
to witness so novel a spectacle ns a Royal cortege. * Tho < 
service was performed in English by oho of the Coui't 
chaplains,' and, although few. comparatively' of tho - 
■ crowded congregation understood that language, all 
behaved with the utmost decorum. These devotional 
visits were seldom repeated, owing to tho inconvonienco 
of crossing the water, when tho weather proved im-' 
favoiu-able; at other times, tho long disused church at 
the castle, liavdng bccn refitted, Bonded ns a place of. 

( ■worship. ■ ■ . 

* For a short time, whonever' the Prince choso. to cross 
the causeway at lo-w water from tho castle to St. Holier, 
his rambles were i-estricted to tho imnicdiato envirous 
of the town ; his council being approhciisivo that crows, 
landed froni parliament ships might ho lurking in the 
caverns around the coast in order to capture liim. But, 
■wlicn it was found that no such danger e.risted, his 
Highno.ss, always vvell escorted, made frequent excur- 
sions on foot or on horseback to other parts of the 
, island. On one of these occasions ho, paid a visit to 
Mont Orgiieil, and partook of a repast ■ provided by 
Colonel Philip Carteret, the yoiuig Soignoiir dc .St. 
Oiicn, whom ho suhsoqucntly knighted at the head of 
. the mihtia assembled for a general review. 

Immediately after kis coming to Jersey, his -Higlmcss 
had ordered that a pleasure boat, for sailing as well as 
rowing, should ho procured for him ; arid, accordingly 
the Governor caused a model pinnace ■ to bo sent ovim 
from St. Male, elegaiitl)' painted, emblazoned with' the 
Royal anus, niul fitted, m ‘ tho stem' bIiccIs with soft 
cii.shions. Whonever the weather proved fine ciiofigh, 
tho Prince amused himself for houre in slocring about 
tho bay-s ; not, liowcvcr, beyond range of' tlio castle 
guns. He also took great interest in Sir George’s 
jil.ans for Blrcngtliening the defences, conli-ibutcd 60 
pistoles towards the reparation of St. Aubin’s tov.-cr, 
and sent over to Fniuco for an experienced engineer, to 
superintend the con.stmction of a .strong outwork on a.', 
range of rocks adjoining Elizabeth Castle.

Other events, occturing’ in the course ot this.. year, 
relate principally to reinforcing -Castle Comet often 
tlircateucd by the enemy’s squadrons ; to Sir George 
Carteret’s administration of affairs on. land, and_tue 
. adventures of his small but active fleet at s^ r all of 
which are recorded with as much fidelity as if Oheyauer 
had been appointed official registrar of the Admiralty 
Court in Jersey. 

, . 1647. 

For some time the political exiles in London and their 
Gnornsey allies had been agitating for a sufficient force 
to 1)0 sent over for tbc reduction of the Hoyalist^ strong- 
hold.') maintained by Sir George Carteret and Sir Bald- 
win Wake. By order of Parliament and to satisfy the 
complainants, Major Kussel, Parliamentary Governor 
of Guernsey, wrote to Wake on the 26th of January, 
offering favoiirahlc terms if he would capitulate; at^the 
same time insinuating that, “ Colloncl Cartaratt ” was 
well disposed to surrender the castles and isle of Jersey. 
Sir Baldwin, not only rejected Russel’s terms, but 
iiidignaiitli' repudiated his unwarrantable assertion in 
regard to tiio Govemor of Jersey .t 

About the middle of February Lord Hoptou haring 
received news of the death of Ids wife, and also that his 
c.sfatc.s in England were in danger of being eoniisented; 
prepared to quit Jersey ; much to his own regi'ct and 
that of the friends with whom ho had assopiatod bo 
happily for nearly a twelvemonth. “ Milord Hapetou ct le 
“ chnucellicr etoient de grands amis, Icsqucls tinrent 
“ loitgtems table ouverto a cos patimes fugitifs d’Anglc- 
“ ten-e. qui pour la pluspart n’avoicnt point d’argent. 
“ Milord &toit un homrao fort grave, ct d’une belle con- 
“ tcnancc, Icquol se porta prudemmont et Bobremeut 
“ pendant lo terns qu’il rcsta iv Jersey.” 

Lord Hopton set sail for Cotainnlle on thc_26th of 
February, iiitcudiiig to reside at Rouen with his uncle 
Sir Arthur, a man well stricken in years, and vorj- 
woaltby ; and Sir Edward Hyde, according to previous 
agreement, loft his lodgings in the town and took up 
his abode with Sir George and Lady Carteret at 
Elizabeth Castle. 

About the middle of March a prize of great’ value, 
^Yhich proved to be a Parliament stovc.ship destined for 
the siqjply of the nnny in Ireland, wjis brought into 
Jersey.} Her cargo consisted of prortsions of varions 
’kinds, bales of cloth, wearing apparel, ammimition, and 
small arms of all descriptions. ^ 

The ]n’ovisiqns came in good time to rcvictual the 
castle.s for the summer, the ready-made snit.s furnished 
the gamsotis, for the first time, with scarlet uniforms; 
Uic luiiskcts, pi.>!tols, and sword.s were served out to the 
militia hitherto but imporfcetly arhicd ; and the sale of 
ibo ship with tbo rest of her cargo yielded ample Bhnro 
of ]irizo money to the officers and crew of her captor. 

'I'hc captnrV: of so important a ve.ssel pi-.nvokcd the 
Piirliamcnt beyond measure, and dispo.scd llio two Homos 
to listen with favour to the impoi-tiiuitics of the Jensey 
exiles in London a\i)l their iillics in Guernsey, who were 
urgent for a speedy attack upon tlio Royjilist castles in 
the two islands. Sir George, informed by his .“ccret 
agents that it Wiis intended to vote 12,000 men for fhc 
rednetion of .Icrsey. held frcqvienl councils of war with 
his officers in order to devise plans for effective defence. 
Full emitirmntion of the above report was soon after 
brought by hi.-) secretary, Mr. .lean Nicollc,§ on his 
rettiru fnnn Pari.«, wldthcr he had been sent to obtain 
rt payment of li'i.aO pistoles lent to the Pritico dnriiig his 
stay ill .icrsey. 

For some time the wcnther was too .sfornn' for a fleet 
to put mitio r-ea, Init on the Oth of May, a* large Par- 
liaiiK-nt sliip of war and lier fender, liove-to before 
Elizabeth Gm-tle, and boi.sting a white flag, sent ti 
heraW and a tnuiipeter on shore. The herald, lieing 
<Inly blimlfiddcd, was condneted into the jire.^enee id’ 
the Gowrimr and hi.- staff to whom he delivered liis 
de.-['iifclit and was then eon, signed to the care of the 
alteinlants to p.irlake of refri’shinmils. The do.spalchc.s 
fO}.oi-t<-d of a 1. Iter Iroin Major ilns-cl, enclosing a

four in the afternoon .the herald’ returned • on botird

without further parly.-' 

This prelude served' to .render rthe Governor, more 
vigilant than ; over in hi's preparations . for giving, the 
enemy a “ sour wclcoriie.” In. this he was assisted'lty 
Colonel Digby, -who ’ had come over for 'tho,;purpose, 
leax-iug his father, the old. Earl of Bristol, at-Ronon.' 
Under their supervdsion the g.aiTisons and the militia 
were constantly di-illed, stronger . guards stationed at 
the outposts, and’ a larger body of, cavalry called- into 
requisition. On the 29th of May there was. a- general 
rertow of the ti'oop.s ; after 'which the Governor, w'ith . 
much ceremony in the presbiice of the Chancellor., find ' 
tho officials inaugurated- tho new' oufrivork at Elizabeth 
Castle, on which guns had been mounted,, and called it 
Fort Charles, a name which it stiU bears. - . 

On the -Ifith of June, fit dawn of day; tho Convertive,* 
a ship of 42 guns, with seven frigates,- the 'vanguard 
as it was supposed of a larger fleet, w'as ‘discovered 
steering .a cotirso for the Bayof St.- Oueu. Alarm guns 
were at' once fired,' the' tocsin sounded ■ to assemble 
the militia, and mounted troopei-s were dispatched to 
give notice of the- approach of an enemy, at- 'head 
qu.artors. The lighter frigates meanwhile, having come 
closer in shore, opoped their broadsides, which- ifero 
warmly replied to by the island artillery.' But,' Sir - 
George seeing, when he reached the scene of action, 
that the affair was nothing more than a' feint oin the 
part of the enemy, orderdd his troops to coaso firing, 
and to retire beyond ranine of tho ship’s guns;- but, 
nevertheless, to remain under arms."- The commii'udor - 
of the Convertive finding that nothiirg was to be gained 
by fiu-ther demonstration, hoisted sail on his wayhack 
to Guenisoy. . “ Yors la fin clu mqis, les noirvellbs 
“ aiTiverent ii Jersey' quo Ics mes.sierir.s du parlpmont 
“ avoient nharidonneos loui' ontropriso ct quo lo General 
“ Ransbero, qni devoit vcuir'pour chef, futrappollc ot 
“ son ai'meo dissipec, '■ ct lo dit Ran.shdi'o employ’d' li 
“ d’autres affaires.” " 

The Governor, however, was soon about to suffer 
somewhat severely for the auccos.=esoftho’vioC-ndmirnrs 
cruisers. Parliament, indignant at tho taking of ■ Ihoir ■ 
.storeship, remonstrated with tho French - Govorritnont, 
!uid in consequence an edict was issued forbidding all ■ 
private persons arming at sea from sholtoriiig in French' 
ports. This was followed by a coinmuuioatiqn from -tbo 
Prince of Wales to Sir George prohibiting for a 1imo 
the gnmting of letters of marque, f so that when tho 
crui.sers ■ returned, in fancied triumph, into port: “ ils 
“ trouverent,” .says Chovnlier,- " quo lem-s pafachc.s tie 
“ valloiont pre.sqiie rien, et qu’ils dtoient comino autant 
“ do mminiers qni avoient perdns lDm'.s eanx.” > 

Aware of the Fi-ench edict, hut ignorant of i.Jio 
Prince’s prohibition. Brown Brishcll and other ■worthies 
of, the s.amc stamp 'flocked to • Jersey; hut finding on 
their .arriv.al that mattcr.s wore equally adverse to tlieir 
viowF they proceeded to O.stond to ' take .service in 
Spanish picaroons, vowing vengeance against flic French 
and the p.arliaraontarinns. ' 

Meanwhile the Jersey mcn-of-war, Ihoir ^uis landed, 
:ind their crow.s paid off wci'c undergoing transforma- 
tion into peiicefiil traders; but before this could be 
accomplished, news came that jhc vexations' prohibition 
had boon rc.scinded, and tlic procc.ss of refitting for 
fre.sh jidvcntnres rcconimonocd. The finst schonib 
decided upon was an attempt to cut out a Parliament 
ship, of <10 gnn.s, moored off Cn.stle Conic!., for wliicli 
purpose n well armed galley 'was dispatched to steal ‘ 
alongside the intended victim at night; but on clo.ser' 
iiispcctioii she wn.s found much too fonnidable to lie iii- 
b'rfcrcdwith. The galley on her rotiini encountered the 
Hart frigate,— one of Lord IVarwick’.s;}— which '.she ’

On tlio 17tb of Scplombcr (old stylo), about four 
o’clock in tlio afternoon, Charles II., bis brother the 
Duke of York, and other illustrions per.soiiages, landed, 
after a fine passage, at Dliaabeth Castle. Tho rest of 
the suite, with domestics, horses, coaches, and sninpter 
waggons followed in a day or two. Put scarcely Jiad 
tho last boat come into port than several Pnrliumcnt 
ships made their appearance. " Ila venoient pour 
“ essayer do prendre lo Hoy, mais Dion preserva _Sn 
“ Majoste dc tonihcr entro lours mains.” Dud tho King 
persisted in crossing from Rt. jMalo, ns originally 
intended, he would have run great risk of being 
captured. 

'i'ho King, his royal brother, and_ the nobility in jicr- 
sonal attendance, together with their servants, wcre,_a3 
before, accommodated at Elizabeth Ca.stlc, to which 
many now dwellings had been added. Others of the 
suite were lodged at St. Holier, which bec.amc so' 
crowded that persons who afterwards arrived were 
forced to take up their abode in tho town of St. 
Aubin. 

There was at first much difficulty in obtaining a 
BuCfioicnt supply of food for upwards of fiOO extra con- 
sumer.s, and, more still, in providing forage for tlio 
horses ; but tho Governor threw open the castle 
granai'ies, and, by taking off import duties, soon suc- 
ceeded in procuring ample supplies of all kinds from 
Ernneo. In order to meet current cxponsc.s, he ordered 
that a tax should ho levied, and proposed that a portion 
of the money colleotcd should bo presented to tho King. 

‘‘ A cct ofl’ct, Messieurs Ics l5tats snr la proporsition du 
“ Sieiu- Gouverneur, out tronves qu’il sera love sur 
' “ chaenu des habitans, suivant lours moyens, un rat do 
‘‘ vingt sous touriiois par chacuu qunrtior de fromcrit . 
“ de rente . . . lequel argent sera, avec toutc hurailite 
“ present^ a sa Majestd on temoignage do lours bonne 
‘‘ affection ot obcissance.” In a short time about 
5,000 &«s were colleotcd, a portion of which sum' was 
graciously accepted by his Majesty. 

It rained heavily on Sunday the 23rd of Septomher, 
nevertheless tho King, tho Duke, and tho courtiers 
crossed over from the castle in barges : “ pour dire 
“ leurs pri'crcs dans lo Temple dc St. Hclior;” the 
aisles of which wore strewn with rushes, and all parts 
of tho edifice decorated with flowers and green boughs. 
The service was performed by the Reverend Dr. Byam, 
who, at tho oonolusion of tho sermon* announced that 
it was his Majesty’s gracious intention to ropaii- to the 
Town Church every fortnight, as tho castle chapel 
could not accommodate his suite, all of whom ho 
required to attend Divine service. 

On this and other occasions, Chevalier seems to have 
been an attentive observer of tho Royal brothers, of 
whose -features, persons, dresses, and deportment be 
, gives a 'minute description, which bears every evidonco 
of truthfulness. Ho also gives a catalogue r.aisonnd of 
the members of the retinue, from “ Mylord Kiper, Garde 
“ du grand s^eau,” to his Majesty’s tailor, ^yhose wife, 
although clothed in silk attire and other rich stuffs, 
resembled a captain of dr.agoons rather than a female. 

The homo department being entirely administered by 
Sir George Carteret, the King had leisure to amuse 
himself in his circumscribed dominions with bis brother, • 
Lord Wilmot, Tom Elliott, Bap May, and other gay 
companions at that time in Jersey. When the weather 
was favourable tbej' sailed about iu the j'acht, land- 
ing occasionally to watch the progress of the works 
at St. Aubin, or to saunter in the old' castle of Mont 
Orgueil. Sometimes they rambled about tlie country 
’ with them dogs and guns in quest . of wild fowl ; at 
others they made excursions on horseback, pajdng visits 
, to the “ small gentry ” of tho isle, at whoso houses- tho 

• King often condescended to remain for a day or two, 
accepting their hospitality with gracious good humour. 

. His Majesty took great interest iu militar'y affairs, 
and in person reviewed the insidar army, amounting to 
'not less than 5,000 men. An imposing spectacle, in 

• Chevalier’s estimation, to see tho whole of the militia 
brigaded on the sands of St. Atibin’s bay ; more par- 
ticularly when the King with his brilliant staff rode 
along the lines. “ Et commo lo Roi passoit devant les 

soldats ils levoient leurs chapeaux en haut, criautf 
“ -‘ Vive lo Roi— sauve lo Roi— Dieu le mette sur son 
, . “ tronc !’ Tenement aussi dos oris de joie etoient fails

In (he month of Novemhof. hie Majc.ety, graciously'., 
condcseqn'dcd to .stmid sponsoj' to Lady Oartorct’s infant 
flanghtcr. 'rhe hnpti.smal cororhoiiy took- , phicc in tho 
clmpol of tho castle, and, Charles gave tho .name of ' 
Carolino lo tho child tho female sponsors being Lady 
Oornwallis. and Jvindnm Wyndh.ain; the King’s iiiirso, 
who had recently como lo join him in .Torsoy^ 

After tho ceremony fhoro was no doubt a haiiquct, as 
cnlortainmonts of tlii.s kind wore often giveii at Elizabeth 
Castle: tlio King's and tho Dnko’s dwarfs being called 
iu ,to amu.so the company, ‘‘avec lcur.s pctim'discoims ' 
“ hadins.” The former of thcHC dwarfs 'vvna called Jean 
do Lancro, a misohievouB little jester, ranch encoui'aged 
by Ills Royal master in playing practical jokes. ■ M, 
Be((ner.s, the Duke’s dwarf, was of a more- quiet 
humour ;■ hut tho poor little follow died of small-pox 
soon aflor his arrival in Jersey. ■ 

Charlc.s’ time, however, docs not appear to have been 
exclusively devoted to his pastimes ; on thc_ contrar)-, ' 
private as well as public business frequently interfered.- 
Monc 3 ’-, for instnneo, was wanted for domestic purposes, 
and had to ho raised h}' the sale of wheat rents, which, 
from various causes, had escheated to the Grown. His . 
followers also troubled him, as they had done at the 
Hague, l)y their constant brawls, ending now and then 
■ in a fatal duel, v.'hich could only 1)0 put a . stop to by 
bis proclaiming that all parties convioted of cng.aging - 
in liostilc cncounlcr.s sbould bo condemned to doatli 
and executed, without appeal to lloj-al clcmcncj-.' He- 
w:is not nnfrcqncntly compelled to perform the dis- _ 
tasteful ceremony of ‘‘tonebing for the evil;”- the 
islanders being determined not to forego the oppor- 
tnnil 3 - alforded by the acnial presence of Royalty-. He 
was required also to give audience lo manj- envoj's 
sent over by foreign potentates, the maintenanoe of 
whom and- tlioir largo retinues involved him in cion- 
sidcrahlc expense. ' . 

As tho j-car advanced it became his duty to hold 
freqncnt councils, and assist at tedious debates ■ in 
reference to his acceptance of pressing invitations to go ; 
to Ireland. Then came constant dospatehos from tho 
Scotch Commissioners which required _ earnest con- 
sideration; 'and, finally, when the -Commissioners made 
their appearance ovciy spare moment was bocupiod iu 
conferences with- them, and consultations with hi.s 
ministers. ' - . '

“ Efirl’s answer, and the Bishop’s confutation.”' 

' Tlic hearing which thi.s p.aper has on the working of 
the law of sanctuary makes it desii-able to have it fully 
copied. The parish of Fan- comprehends a wild and 
extensive district on the northem coast of Sutherland, 
in which is the long stretching valley of Strathnaver. 
In this glcu, on the left bank of the Naver, is a ruined 
chapel with a ccmotciy, near to which is a stone cross 
.supposed bj- the people to be that of “ The Eed Priest.” 
This ’pcr.sonnge had a stone basin in the neighbouring' 
parish of Durness, known as the stoneof the.Eed Priest, 
and he is also held in remcmhrance at Applccross bj' 
the same name. There can bo little doubt that all these 
notice.s refer to St. Maclruba, who, as we learn from 
•the Iri.sh Annals, founded a monastery at Applecro.ss 
, in the year G73, and whose mission in the oarlj- Celtic 
church of Alba was influeiilial and endui ing. The Cross 
of the Eed Priest in Strathnaver may have hocii one of 
the boundaries of the Sauctuarj- of Fair. The girth of 
St. Maelrnb.a at Applecro.^s extended six miles on all 
side.s of his church, while that of the Knights of St. John 
at Torjduchcn measured a mile on every side, and is 
marked h}' .stone ero.sscs. It would appear from the 
document at Dunrobin that in troubled times the poor 
people retreated with all tboir efiects to -snob sanctua- 
ries, and that thus, as for other reasons, an enclosed 
space of con.eidcrablo extent was required for girths.

The family of Aboyno is an offshoot from the main' 
stem of tho House of Gordon. ' 

In the year 1G27 Kin\; Charles I. created Lord John 
Gordon, second son of tho first Marquis of Hnntly - 

Viscount Melgum' and Lord Aboyno, but bis Lordship 


only enjoyed the titlo for three years,- having been' 
■burned to death in the Tower of Grichton of Ercn- 
draugbt, uiidcr circumstonces of sorao mystery, wbich ■ 
’linvo been the theme of the contemporary' annalist 
Spalding, and have also been sung iii the ballads of. 
tho district.' 

On this, George, the eldest son of tbo Marquis, was 
cro.atcd Viscount Aboyno, in 1632, .and on bis succc.ssioh 
to the Marqnisatc in 1636, the title of Aboy'iio devolved 
on bis second son James, who died in 16-49, while at' the ' 
Restoration bis younger brother Chtirles was. created 
Earl of Aboyne. 

On the death of Geoi-go, fifth andlnst Duko of Gordon, 
and eighth Marquis of Hnntly, in 1836,. tho chiefsliip 
of tho Gordons devolved On George, the fifth Earl of 
Aboyno, who became Marquis of Huutly, and was tbo 
gr.andfnther of the present Peer. ’ , ■ 

The Viscount Melgum, who perished iu the T6v.-cr^ 
of Erendraught, -svas married to Lady Sophia Hay, CRli 
daughter of Ernneis Eai-1 of Errol. This lady was a 
Roman Catholic, and Iicr spiritual necessities ivere for 
a time ministered to by Gilbert Blackhal, a priest of 
the Scots’ mission in Erance,' in the Tjow , Countrie.s,, 
and in Scotland, who in a work which he left in manu- 
script, entitled' “A hreiffo -narration ■ of the services 
“ done to three noble Ladyes,’’ has recorded “ How 
“ I came to be engaged in Ibc. service of my Ladyc 
' “ of Aboyno,” and “ of the sendees that I rendred to 
“ my Lndyc of Aboyno ” in the capacities of priest, 
cbnmbcrlain, and captain of her castle. 

In ibis work, wliieb lias been jjrinted by- the Spalding 
Club, the aiitlior describes his errant life and secret 
visits to the lamilies who adhered under every' ti-ial to 
the ancient faith, and has furnished many' picturesque 
details ivhich liclp us to understand the undercurrents ' 
of tho society in which he moved. 

'i’lie. Lord Charles Gordon who’ was created Earl of 
Aboyno in 1660, was an author, and some of his poems 
arc preserved in local mnnnscript collections, which ■ 
have escaped the notice of. the historians of Scottish 
poetry. His verses have been said not to bo without 
merit, but to bp too often polluted by tho licentious 
spirit of tbo loose age in wbich he lived. ' . ' 

In a volume in the library at Skene House, , entitled 
“ A collection of sovcrnll satyrs, lampoons, songs, and . 
“ other poems,” a manuscript of. the beginning of 
last contin-y is- one of his pieces, called “ Enrlo of 
“ Aboync’s Lynes,” addressed to a beauty of the day.’ 
The same volume contains another pf his productions, 
called “ A Satyro on the Duke' of- Lawdordalc,”. which 
thus commences ‘ '

Tho vicissitudes of the civil -wai-s, in - which the 
members of the family took a prominent part -on tho 
King’s side, may account for the want of tho letters and 
‘documents . of the period which might have been ex- 
pected at Aboyno. ‘ , ' . 

Tho papers which have been preserved consist of the 
charters and title-deeds of the lands, which from time 'to 
time became vested , in the family'. Many of those arc 
of the 15th century, and arc of great interest for purposes 
of local histm-y and genealogy'. 

Among the families whose history they serve to illus--.' 
trato, are the GoiAons of Midmar, Gordons of Braichly, ' 
Gordons of Coldstone, Crabs of Cults, and Ohalmers of ' 
Oplts. ,A good many of tho charters -wore granted by 
Bishops of Aberdeen, over lands in their . Barony of 
.Birse, some by . Adam Gordon • of. Aboyne, who . by' 
marriage with the heiress of Sutherland became Earl 
of Sutherland, by Alexander Gordon, Eai-1 of Suther- 
land, by George Gpi-don, Earl of Hnntly, and by Donald 
Earquharson, a great captain, under Montrose, in the ■ 
civil wars., . There are also old rentals pf .Mnr, -which 
cpntain points of interest for tho agricultural .liistory 
of the district in the 17th century.

For purposes of local and family liistory they are of 
great value, but there are no documents of political 
Importance among them.

If it should be considered suitable for the purposes 
of the (Commission to preserve the accounts of Earl 
Patrick’s life which be has left, especially of his im- 
provements in building, furnishing, and ornamenting 
his Castle of Glands, it seems to me that sneh details 
would contribute very useful materials for a knowledge 
of the condition of the country iu the 17 tb century, and 
I have reason to believe that Lord Strathmore will 
readily permit the “ Record,” contoncts, and inventories 
left by Earl Patrick, to bo used for this purpose by the 
Commission.

' The family of Dalrymple is of’ considerable antiquity 
in'AjTshire, and one of its members acquired the lands 
■ of Stair, by marriage with Agnes Kemicdy, the heiress, 
in the middle of the 15th centuT^-.; • 

The family first rose into prominence in the ■ person 
of James Dalrymple, of Stair, born in 1619, who after 
beginning life as a soldier, took 'to' tho study of law, 
and became eminent as a Judge, and Institutional- 
AVr iter, having been created Viscount Stair in 1690j and 
dying in 1695. His son John, Secretary of State' for 
..Scotland, created Earl of Stair in 1703, will bo remem- 
bered for his comiexion . with tho Massacre of Glencoe, 
and his great zeal in carrying through the ti-eaty pf 
Hnioh with England, for which he was one of the Com- 
missioners. ■ . 

His son John, second Earl of Stair, K.T., began lus 
■military career at the battle of Stoinkii-k in 1692, after- 
wards distinguishing himself in tho campaigns of Marl- 
borough. In 1715 ho was sent on a diplomatic mission 
-to Prance, and after tho death of Louis XW.- was np- 
- pointed Ambassador Extraordinary, to that Comd, from 
which he was recalled in 1720. 

: In 1742 ho was made Field Sfarshal of the forces, and 
sent as Ambassador Extraordinary and Plenipotentiary 
.to the States of Holland. Ho was appointed Com- 
mandor-in-Chief of the Allied Army in Plnndcrs, 
servhig \uidcr King George II. at the battle of Dettingcn 
in 1743, soon after which ho retired from the sermce. -

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SncTi retreats were known in early ecclesiastical 
language as “Deserta,” and both, in Scotland and- 
Ireland the ' memory of their primitive occupants is 
kept up by the term “Disert,” or “Dysart,” which has 
been afHxed to them. - _ ‘ 

It thus happens that the territory of Dysart owes its - 
name to the Hermitage of St. Serf, which was doubtless 
a prominent object of regard when permanent names 
came to be given ; and it would appear that the House; 
“ callit The .Hermitage,” designed to form part of the- 
dowry of the daughter of Queen Mary’s_ Secretary, 
had stood in close connexion with the original cave of 
St. Serf. 

Other documents in the Inventoiy of the papers make 
reference to the “ aikers lying in the Chappells of 
“ St. Servan,” and to “the house and yard lying 
“ immediately beneath the Church of Dysart possest 
“ by Sir Henry Pearson, Ghapland of St. Servan’s 
“ Chappell, in Dysart.” 

The Parish Church was, of course, dedicated to St. 
Serf. ■ “ Sanct Serfs hill ” appears in early deeds as 
a land boundary, and "Sanct Serfs money” was a 
yearly payment made by the inhabitants of Dysart for 
purposes connected with his Church. 

A Book of Household Expenses, 1564, kept by Robert 
Oliphant, and regularly balanced and docqueted by 
“ Henry Sincklar,” the Lord of Dysart. It is bound 
in the leaves of an old Service.Book, and the entries 
are very minute and curious. 

Journal of John Paterson, Archbishop of Glasgow, 
while in London in the years 1695-6. 

This Prelate had been deprived of his see at the 
time of the Revolution, and was now in London. In 
his Diary he records his interviews with many of the 
leading statesmen of the day, whose influence he was 
Holioiting for the royal permission to his return to 
.Scotland. This was, however, denied to him, and 
he was also prohibited from residing in any of the 
northern counties of England. 

The following is a specimen of the Diary : — 

" Jan, 26. Sunday before prayers, Mrs. Strachan 
" told me that she perceived my Lady ‘Waimer had a 
" great desire that 1 should marie her, and said she 
“ had told her she had never seen a person since she 
“ was a widow that she could marie save me only.’ 
. “ She is a moat discreet and wise woman, and of an 
“ opulent fortune. I am much obliged to her, but am 
“ in no thoughts of marrying more.” Earl Arran is 
“ still my noble friend, and sent me a bottle of Irish 
“ usquebeau, and six bottles of Burgundy, Hermitage, 
“ and Frontiniage wine.”

Besides these records of early date, there is an 
extensive collection of letters, ranging in date from 
1774 to 1830. They were addressed to the first and 
second Earls of Rossljm by some of the most eminenn 
political leaders of tho period, and relate , to many 
transactions of public interest and importance. 

Tho earliest portion of those were written to tho 
first Lord Rosslyn, better known by his previous title 
of Lord Loughborough, Lord High Chancellor of 
England. 

They have only been partially arranged,'and are still 
in their original covers. They consist of: —

Tho grandson ot tbo 
first clearly aaccrUined bend having eerred under tbo 
Karl of lincbaii in tbo beginning of tho )5th century,, 
in that gallaat band of Scots which ho led into iSwuce, 
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nJSTOR'iC.Vl, MANUSOUIPTS COMMISSION; 


and having' married’ Lady ElizaboLh Douglas, only,' 
dauKhter of George, Earl of Angus, and gi-anddanghter 
of King Eoherfc II. He 'ivns a Lord before the .year- 
1445, and liis successors have always been’ riinkcd as 
the premier barons of Scotland. His son had a license 
to fortify his tower of Drum 3 'nor in 1446. ' . ' 

In later times the family have borne their pavt in nil 
the national sti’ugglcs. 

The territories of the family bordered with those of 
the great House of Gordon, and their neighbourhood 
often led to mutual misunderstandings and serious 
feuds, which culminated in bloody battles in the time of 
Queen Mary. The heads of the rival houses came to 
iln amicable arrangement in 1589, and some papers 
connected vrith the subject are in the Gharter Hoorn.

The records at Castle Forbes are well arranged, and 
are described in an inventory, of which, bj'thc courtes^'^ 
of Lord Forbes, I was permitted the free use. 

The largest portion consists of the charters and 
records of the successive investitures of the Lords in 
their lands, which, however Valuable for illustrating 
local history and topography, do nob fall within the 
scope of tills report. 

Among the miscellaneous papers is an early example 
of those agreements which the lawlessness of the tiirics 
led men of power to enter into for their jiroteclion. Hy 
an indenture, dated 9th. August 1467, the House of 
Forbes, bj* tbeir heads IVilliam Lord Forbes, Sir 
Alexander Forbes, of Pitsligo', Alexander Forbes, of 
Tolquhon, Arthur and John Forbes, of Brux, on the 
one part, aud Duncan Slclntosh, Chief and Captain of 
Clanchattaue, with his two brothers, on the other part, 
boimd themselves to take “ open upright part in all 
“ quai'rells one with the other, and to defend each other 
“ with all their goodl^v power both by .slight and might, 
excepting their aflegiaiico to the Xing and their 
“ respective over lords.” 

Among the letters of any antiquity are two, iUusti’a- 
tive of the spirit of knight errantry which actuated manj' 
of the younger sons of our Scotch families ii'i the 17th 
century. They are both addressed to Arlbm' Lord Forbes 
by James Forbes, younger,' of Corsindae. 

The first is dated Loudon, 29tli August 1617 (Ho. 75 
of Tnveutor j*) , iu which he wy ites, “I haue bein in sueing 
“ for tuo places since I did come into England, qubairof 
“ the worst wold have yielded me 80 lib', sterling; but 
“ altho’ I had gry t promoses of noble men, yet the envj' 
" of the Englishe orue hes borne mo downe in them 
“ both, quhairfoir I haid recourse to the Florence 
ombassadour, and maid acqnantance with him, qtiba 
“ hes gewin me letters to Florence, that (as he hes 
“ proniesed) sail get me ane hundreth crouns a j’eir, as 
“ gnid clothes as anj* gentleman of England wears, 
“ with my dyet, quhairfoir I am hying mo thither so 
fast as I can, for the supplio of the qnhilk journej' I 
am forced to have sold such huikis as I haid at half 
*; rate; so.luik for no more letters from me untill the 
“ tyme I be settled, which I hoip salbe sooner than iff 
• “ 1 haid stayed in England.” “ Thor is no newes, 
“ hot claylie expecting of the King; our Scotishmen 
” arc in werie lytic regaird among the Englishe, and' 
“ I think more hated now than befoir the King 
“ com in England.” “Your Lordship’s friend, my 
“ Lord Haye-s, is not yet maricd, nor will never git my 
“ Lord of Horthumberlandis gnidwill to it, hot they 
“ say he hes bcin at noddie with his dochter, and is 
“ still with her.” 

'I'his refers to James Lord Hay, afterwards Earl of 
Cnrli.slc, a favourite of James VI., who married against 
her father's consent Lucy Percy, youngest daughter of 
Heniy, 9th Earl of Hovthnmborlaiid, and afterwards 
obtained her lather’s liberation from his lonji imprison- 
ment, 18th July 1621. 

At tiio end oi the letter are the following epigrams : —

The next letter (Ho. 8,'!) is ail.so' addressed to Lord 
■ iorbes, wlio b.-u; mdov.scd it “Letter from James 


“ Forbes, sdne to Corsindajm, vrytih .but off Padua in 
“ Apryll 1621.” . ' ' 

Id it he refers to an intermediate commnniention,'; , 
descriptive of his fortunes, and states that ns tw,o 
occasions of going to Jerusalem had failed, he was now '^ 
proposing to go to Spain, j “ quher I trill stay two' • 
“ months to pcrfyl my Spanis language, and , from ■ 
“ thence straicht through Franco to England, qnhair 
“ J. sail be in' the fust fyftciuo dayes of December.” ' 

Of this period is a paper (Ho. 105) entitled; Gortan 
“ speaclies that past betwix the Lord Reay and the . ■ 
“ Master of Forbes since the fyftcinth off December 
“ 1630, in Stralsound in Pomergarners Ian, in King's 
“ sti-eit, and the tour off London, conceniing the 
“ Marqueis of Hamiltoun and the EmT of Soafort.’!- 
This document illustrates some occuiTencos which' 
had nearly led to the last judicial combat in' England, 
arising (according to the ordinary accounts) from a 
statement by David Ramsaj' ' that Lord Ecay had ' 
alleged against the Marquis of Hamilton, that the 
troops raised by him for the sorvdee of Gustavns, ) . 
Adolphus ivere in reality; to be employed in placing the-. ■ 
Marquis on the throne of Scotland. The document 
hardly bears out this statement, although ' it appeal's 
that Lord Reay had repeatedly affirmed that the Marquis ' 
had no intention of going into the King of Sweden’s 
service, “ bot thoas loawis war intendit for snip other 
“ puvposs ' qnhilk vfold break ,ovit in its 'awin tym; 

• “ 'Withall he enquyred of me quhat thcMarqnis meant 
“ bo bringing horn so manic avmes to Scotland, and j 
“ quhat meant his inacking so manic .canohis • anil 
“ muskettis in Scotland, and quhat meant his m'acking 
“ all his cheiff officiaris Scotismon. "Well, said ho,/ ' 
“ yow •will heir newis of this or long.” . 

At the end of the paper is written, “ At Liitget hill 
“ in Jab 1632. ‘ Roxburgh ’ et ‘ Hadinfoun.’ ’ '' '■ - 
In the following;year LordjForbes ivas preparing for - 
a journey from the north’ to Edinburgh,’ and thePMe- 
“ morandum of all tilings which he had to attond to” 
thez'e; is preserved (Ho. 106). 

The 22nd note is, “Item t'o try' at William Dich and 
“ all otberis that bos intelligence in forran.oountrois . 

“• qnhair and quhow my tua sonis ar, and.giff my' eldest 
“ sone be- rclciffit or, not; and' what lioupis of his ' 
“ estait.” ' ’ ‘ ■ . . ■ 

This gives a lively -picture of the' difficulties, of keep- . 
ing up a knowledge Of friends, in foreign parts rvhicli 
the distractions of the times occasioned. It may be 
added that his’ Lordship ’lost two' of his sons in the 
German wars.'- 

The 20th Ho. of memoranda shows that Lord Forbes' ' 
was engaged in many law pleas, one of which was 
against the old’ally' of the house, the Chief of^the' 
Macintoshes. “Item to try' at ano sufficient man that 
“ vill playe my actioimis, first, ag’cns Makintosch- and 
Grant ; (2), agens Allen Mtikkoneldeny ; (3), agens ■ 

“ sum Stradoune men ; (4), 'agens sum Cathnes men ; 

“ (5), agens the steillaris of Arthur Yeris guidis, giff 
“ my Lord of Mar refuses to doo me rcsounc, arid to 
“ agree with them for the thrid or halff that beis -frei, 

“ by the cost aud expensis that beis maid in.ouery 
“ actione.” • , , ' , ’ 

Many of the other entries refer to laiv proceedings in 
■which lie was interested, and which' must have kept him 
in continual vexation, so that wo are prepared for the 
29tb' item of his memoranda, in which among his wants 
ho conjoins “ ano bnik callit the Sanctuary of a 'trublit 
“ saull and sum other guid litill bnikis — and .sum 
“ tubacco.” ’ ' ' . . . ' , 

The burning of the house of Freudraught in January 
1630, tvhich resulted in the death - of the Viscount - 
Melgum, Gordon of Rothiemay, and others, arose out of ' 
feuds which prevailed between the Gordons and the ■ 
Crichtons. - , ' ' ’ ■ ' 

It was celebrated in a .contemporary ballad, aud the 
proceedings conneoted ivith it fill many pages of onr 
criminal records. • ■ . ■ ■ ' 

The widow of Gordon of, Rothiom.iy was a sister of 
Lord Forbes, and a letter, from her to her brothei' is' 
preserved, dated 27th Hovembor 1634 (Ho. IQS). In 
it she informs him that her house bad -' been sqiv.cd 
by a band of rebellious gentlemen of tbo Gordons; wbo 
took possession of the keys, and advised her either 
to remove with hor family or to remain in apart of tlic 
house by herself, “for they ivill remain heir. If I bo 
“■ content it is weale ; if 1 bo not content, they know 
wiiat courss to tak.” On the other band -she had 
received a legal charge from fho Laird of Frendraugbt 
to appear before the Pri\-y Coifhojl,- and she wa.s yv 
gi’cat doubt what -to do. compeir not, I ar *

In anotber dated Per tb, 2.1 May, he says, “Hiivmg 
“ been witb tbo King at Storlin tbc bogiiming of this 
“ last week, and coming back from thence bo tbo coast 
“■ syd of Pj'f that day, T missed j-our brotbor-iii-biw, 
“ wbo, they tell me, went from tins to Stcrlin, and was 
“ greavod at tbe heart at my return yesteniight to 
“ understand of that misfortune befallen on you from 
“ those barbarous villains.” 

A letter from Perth, dsitod .30 Juno 1051, signed 
“ Jobnstoune,” rofcr.s to that “ ba.se and iu,solent aotiono 
“ committed bj' some of Col. Hoomos troupe.” 

There is a letter from the Earl to the Laird of Edzoll, 
“announcing that a commission bad been directed to 
“ him as Shorilf of Angus, to approbciid and exainbio 
“ these cut-throats (rather th;in troupers), wlio liaving 
“ committed that insolcncie in tbo bouse of Gutbry, 
“ which all noblemen and barons would look on as an 
“ ill prcpiiralione from sqjour.s, so those are to show 
“ you that gentleman Gnthry is my speciall freind, and 
“ the haillio of my regality there.” 

In anotber, tbc Marquis of Dongln.s, writing from 
Perth, 22 May 1051, “Is exceeding soric for that accident 
“ has befallen yon. ■ How sone I gott ititelligenco of it 
“ by your brother-in-law, I spoke witb my Lord Hume, 
“ wbo much resents the business, as you may perceive 
“ by bis own lottre, and has sent order.sto Col. Ilunie 
“ very tymolie this morning to secure all of them till 
“ they he brought to condign jmnishraont.” Several 
letters from the Earl of Angus relate to this businO-ss. 

In one from Hol 3 'rood House “ 5 July,” he says, If 
“ I had mett with yow as I expected at the beginning 
“ of this session I would have intented som wakening 
“ of mj’’ i)lea with Claverhousc. for I will not altogether 
“ forget that busines, for in effect he is the only man 
“ in these parts that I think myself fardost l)chind 
“ with.” ) 

In vmother from Tantallon, “ Thursday MovningP 
he sends back “ the book, not one of tbe loose pai)ers in 
“ it awanting, tho’ if you bad imoii to see bon few days 
“ mor shold have given me full satisfaction in it, I 
“ know you wold j-et have chosen Co have dolaj'cd my 
“ len [loan] a littel mor, and for his anger have bidden 
“ (as they saj’) tbc insbo as yon bavc done tbe spann.” 

. A tiny duodecimo volume in a parcbment- cover, and 
m writing of the 17th centmy, is filled with pr.aj'crs 
and conjurations for revealing of secrets and exorcising 
evil spirits. There are many diagrams, and drawings 
of figures to be used in these processes, some of them 
with roferonee to lunar and stellav observations. ’ 

< Tlie ibllowiug are specimens of tbe book; — 

“An experiment to be seeno in a Christall Stone. — 
Take a Christall Stone or glasso most clear, without 
a erase, and wrape about it a pece of hartes lether, 
saying. In tbc name of the Holy Trinity and of tbe hey* 
deity. Amen. Then holde the christall in tho benme 
when (t) is most bright, at the hottest of the da}’', and 
say these oon[ jui-ations] subscribed,, and by and by J'ou 
shall sic the spirite per aduenter appoiring himgolfe ; 
then saj- to him, — 

‘I cou[juro] thee, Spirit, by the vertue of all 
‘ things aforesaj'd that then deperto out of this 
christall, and bring with thee thy fellowes in any 
honest and decent forme apparelled, some in blew 
'■ and some in yealowe.’ ”

’r Tbo first of this ancient house was William of liwino, 
for wliomKing Hobert Bruce erected into .aBarony, tbc 
whole forest of Drum outwith tho royal park, e.xcopt 
tho portions of it which he had granted to Alexander 
Burnard, and .subject to tbe annual payment of a clialder 
of oatmeal for the TTiaintcnanco of the, park. 

By King David TI, tbe roj'al park was granted to Sir 
Walter Moigne along -with the above chaldor, of meal 
payable b}' Irvine, and another paj'ablo bj' Burnard or 
Bnnict, and fort}' years afterwards, viz., in 1389, was 
acquired by “Alexander ofirwync. Lord of tboDronm, 

“ from John Moyne, Lord of tbc Park of tbe Drourn.”, 

By grants, puvohapos, and marriages, the landed 
ostate.s of tbo Irvines of Drum were greatly increasedj ' 
and shortly before the commencement of tbe civil wars-- 
their possessions were enormous, and their influence 
proportionate. . • 

Such wa.s the po.sition of the hoiisb of Drum at this ■ 
pitiriDd , Vnat A has 'ocen WimTed Tnat Hhwr’it'sl. expresscA 
ins intention of raising it- to the peerage, but, tho only 
reward which was bestowed on its constancy and de-, 
votion, was a clause in a cliartcr ,of King Charles H- 
commemorating ite loyalty of old, and its maiiifold losses 
and suflerings in later days. , i 

Having thrown in them lot with Kuig Charles I., the 
family snfibred in many ways from tho ruin of the royal 
cause. The house of Drum was besieged and plundoi'od, 
fines and impo.sts were exacted from their lands, while 
their tenants wore harried. ■ . 

Of all these trnii.sactions the oharter-room at Drum 
contains proofs and illustrations. The charters, con- 
tracts of marriage, wills, and bonds ' of manrent aro 
numerous, and for purposes of genealogy and topo,- 
grapb}' are of gi-eat value. Many of tho earliest of them 
have been printed in one, of tho volumes of the Spalding 
Club (Illustrations of the Antiquities of Aberdeen and 
Banff, vol. iii.). ' ■ . . 

Among tbo miscellanoous papers is a protestation by 
Sir Alexander Irvine against tbo presbytery of Aberdeen 
in 1C52, wliicli serves to illustrate some aspects ,of tho, 
contest between Presbytery and Independency then in 
progress. , 

In this docnmeiit. Sir Alexander, against whom a 
sentence of excornmnnication of tho presbytery of Aber- 
deen was threatened, appealed to Colonel OvGrtoun,,one 
of Cromwell’s captains. It appears that Sir Ale-xander 
bad been accused by the presbytery of being a papist, 
“which is thair ordinarie course, whereby they niak 
“ the more colourable way and fairer .prete.xt to satisfie 
“ tboir restlos ambitione,- and o.xocut their rage upon 
“ all wbo will not implicitlie obey thaim and idolatrize 
“ all their craftic inventionis ; ” and although the knight 
made ofler “ to cloir himself from being a papist,” “yet 
“ this offer was absolutelio rejected, unles l wald rescind . ' 
“ myappcall and submit myselff tolallie to their jndica- 
“ toric, which was to sweare to all their inventionis.” 
Howas'tbus compellodto renew bis appeal and“ sepei-at 
“ myselff from the discipline ofpresbyterio, in particular 
“ that of Abirdene, as a humane inventiono that is des- 
“ tructive to tbe civil peace of Ghristianes, and intends 
“ be the help of God to walk and live in sick ,an 
“ Christian way and gospell as is conformo to tho divine 
“ will in the sacred word.” 

Among many papers connected with the losses of the 
civil wars is a series containing ‘ ‘ Lists of goods plundered • 
“ from tho tenants of the lamd of Drum in Cromar by 
“ the Covenanting forces in 164'4 and 1647.” 

Some of those, and the protestation of Sir Alexander 
L-vine, have been printed for the Spalding Club (Mis- 
cellany, vol. iii.) 

- The troubles of tho 17th century in which the family 
was. involved may account for the absence of political 
letters which might have been expected at Drum.

Ahont six years after his consecration as Dishop ot 
Aherdccm Elphinstnne obtained (in- 149-1) from Pope- 
AlexanderVI. a Bull setting forth the rude and savage 
condition of the people in the northern parts of Scotland, 
and therefore erecting in the city ot Old Aberdeen a - 
“Studinm Generale” and Dniversity, as well for 
theolo'^y, canon and civil law, medicine, and the liberal 
art 3 ,arfor any other lawful faculty, to be there studied 
and taught, by ecclesiastical and lay ma.sters and doctors, 
in the .same manner as in the “ Studia Generalia of 
Paris and Bologna. 

Ten veaus later the Bishop engrafted on the Univer- 
sity a collegiate body, which he founded and endowed 
for teaching the several faculties, and for the service of 
the ChiirclT which ho founded in immediato connexion 
with lii.s university. To this foundation Iving James IV. 

. contributed a partial endowment, and in association 
with this monarch it came to ho known as “ ITic King’s 
“ College.” 

Thus arose the University and King’s College at Old 
Aberdeen, to which Elphinstone soon attracted several 
celebrated men, who had been his as.sooiatos in foreign 
schools. Among these were Hector Boece,Ai'thnrBoecc, 
and William Hay. 

Its records are vciy numerous, the invcntoiy of them 
filling about 130 folio pages.

The Library of the Catholio College of Blair*, near 
AVenlwti, possesses this special interest, that in it are 
supposed to bo preserve*! the books and papers wbieli 
" formerly were deposited in tho PcottiaU College at 
Paris.

Many of the letters arc occupied with discussions on 
the Usages, the subject .of which was brought into 
7 )rominciicc by the English uon-jurors, and . which 
proved a source of division among theta as among the 
Episcopal clergy of Scotland. These usages related 
chiefly to the mixing of water with the wine forHoly Com- 
mniiion : the Commemoratiou of the faithful departed, 
the use of an express jirayer of Invocation, and the use 
of a formal (trayor of Oblation in the oSicc of the 
Eucharist. Others related to immersion in baptism, 
anil the use of clirisin both in bajitism .and confirmation. 

Among the luiscollttneons ^lajters are several letters 
from the Chevalier on the .subject of the election of 
Bishops, lii.H consent to which was .still asked by tlic 
Episcopal Chiircl) of Scotland. One from him to the 
Bishop.s. dated 30th July 1739, rencw.s his former 
directions to restrict the itumber of bishops to scvcit, 
and gives them power to keep up that inimbcr without 
any iippiieation for his consent, but only reserving the 
appointment of the Bishop of Edinburgh to himself.

(1st) to prove that it is the natural right of every man or 
Tinmbcr of men w'ho want a jiiiaster or governor, to 
choo.se their governor; (2dly), toshenv in what casc.s this 
natni-al ri glue eases ; nnd(3rdly), to show that it cannot ho 
jdeadctl for popular elections in the Church, [circ.

jlli'.nv of the early documents in the Ai'chives of the 
Enr<’-h‘are connccto’d ndth those proceedings, and are 
of considerable value for understanding the nature of 
the corporate privileges conferred on our earlj’ towns, 
and the progress of trade amid the obsti-uctions which 
oppressed it. . , ' , 

Thus David II., by a writ of the same date with the 
Charter just cited, found that certain infractions of the 
burgbal' privileges had taken place at Brechin and 
Fordoun, and ordered ])roclamation to bo made, “ no 
“ qiiis de cctcro apnd Brcchyne de lana coriis ant pel- 
“ libiis lanatis, ant apud Fordoune vel in pnocunque 
“ alio loco, infra metas et bundas burgi nostri de 
“ Monro.=, per predecossores nostros Eeges Scotie con- 
“ cessas, et limitatas, dc quibuscunque rebus vcnnlibus 
“ nobis magnam vel parnam enstumam debentibns, 
fora aliqualitcr teneat. foueat ant exerceat, vel illuc 
“ premiasa eraondo vel vendondo accessnm babeat. ’ 
With regard to Brccliin, which was the Burgh of 
the Bishop with certain privileges of its own, the above 
prohibition Was of little avail, and accordingly on 2.5th 
January I.IGI King David issued a writ to the sberifl’ 
of Forfar for taking dhwn the market cross of Brechin. 

The same monarch, in the year 1359, erected the 
Town of Diverbcrvy into a free Burgh with all the 
privileges and rights belonging thereto, hut with a 
reservation wliich recognized the earlier exclusive inte- 
rests of i^ontroso and other Burghs, “ ita tameii quod 
libcrtat(;.s per no.s sic concc.^se, non cedant in damji- 
“ num sell gravamen Icsiouem aut subvorsionom liher- 
“ tatura burgensibus nostris do Ahcrdcn, dc ilunrosse, 
“ et de Dundee, per prodccessorcs nostros Eeges Scotie 
“ ant per nos concessarum.” (Original at Bervio.) 

To regulate the commercial intercourse between the 
Burghs of Montrose and Forfar, a convention was en- 
tered into on 1st 8cpt. 13/'2 by the Brethren and Bur- 
gesses of Gild of Monros on the onepart, and thoBrethren 
and Burgesses of Gild of Forfar on the other part, so 
that the Burgc.'iscs of Montrose should have in the said 
Burgh of Forfar and bounds thereof, within the shire 
of Forfar, free entry and exit, and liberty of buying 
tind soiling all merchandise jtorlaining to Gilds, and 
the Burgesses of ]''orfar should enjoy the like liberty 
in the Burgh of :Monti Qse;— and with provisions against 
■<hc market of Brechiti. 

On 'ITth February 14*17 the Burgh assorted its c.x- 
clti.sivc jurisdiction by re-pledging from the King's 
-liiatico-t'ir at Diindoe'certain of its own burgesses by 
an insirif.nont still among tlioir Charters. 

Disputes of longstanding existed between the Burgbs 
of lifontrose and Dundec as to tbciv trading privileges 
and ro.-pectivo boundaries. 

It! l-MS tbero is a Kotarial Instrument regarding 
tbo position of Montrose in respect of these differences. 

On ‘4th‘ Fcbritary l-l-iO there is a writ by King 
.lames 1 1.. in which there is a clause of reference to 
sundry noblemen for .settling the di.sputed points 
between the two Bnrglis. 

Oil Sth .Inly M5H a notarial copy is made of a writ 
by David II. .'in which he ratified the former privileges 
of the lUirgh of Jloiitrose, and dobaned the Burgh of 
Dandec from exercising trading privilegc.s within the 
bounds tliereiii speeilied. 

On 3rd Jsept. l li)2 the disputes were still tinadjustcd, 
when .Ittmes 11. granted !i writ for settliug the bonn- 
d!iri..’s of the Burghs of Montrose and Dundee. 

The joalou.sy towards the town of Brechin on the 
part of the Burghs of Jlontroso and Dundee lius been 
noticed. It jiroliably led to an nltenipt on the part of 
Bteehin to obtain a legal sanction to tlioir asserted 
position, and on 1st .September 145] , .lames TI., bj* a 
Charter to the Bishop of Breebiii, conferred tho right 
of b.olding a market at Brechin on .Sniiduy, with a 
Cro= - in Fticb spot as the Bishop should choo.5c ; and 
irirb the privileges of buying and selling wool, .skins, 
and l.-;-ther, and freedom to enter with their boats nml 
-hip'- the v.e.ten: of Sinulu'-l: and Tay ; .all to be held 
of the Bi'-h.'ip for the time.

Fi-csh.and more extensive .infringements of the ex- 
clusive rights of Montrose called for ' another inter- 
position of the Eoyal authority. James IV., on the 
narrative that the burgesses of Montrose sufiered joss 
by the oxpoj-tation of wool, skins, salmon, haddocks, 
and other merchandise, against the privileges granted 
to them, at tho ports of Stanchlflc,,Gowrdone, and other 
coast places, as also by daily markets of like goods by 
men nob hnrges.scs, at the church of Fordoun, Federesso, 
Fethircarne, and other ^daces within the. freedom of the" 
said burgh, of new ratifies their privileges and prohibits 
all infringement thei*eof. — 20th December 1506. 

There are in the Burgh archives many other Eoyal 
Charters of Confirmation, among which i.s one hj* King 
Eobci’t II. dated in 1384, confirming another of his 
predecessor David II. granted in, 1309. 

From King Eobert 11. the bm-gpsses received h, grant 
of a piece of ground for tho erection of a court-house 
or tolbooth, by a charter dated l*4th December 1.176.

in August 1290. for that ])urposc.

Be.-idcs the ])ajior.s wliicli I have here speeified, lliere 
arc many others of the 15tli and 16th centuries relating 
to tlic Ancient- Ho.sjiital of Montrose, altarages within 
tho Pari.sb Church, un'd'tbo House of Dominican Friars 
in the Burgh. Of tho altars, three were respectively 
dedicated to St. Andrew, St. Bride, and St. Seba.stiun. 

It appears to mo that calendars of the Documents

A small volum.e in parcbment entitled “ Eegistrum 
Cinitatis Sancti Andree ’’.contains an account tbe foun- 
dations in tbe Parish Church of tbe Holy Trinity, be- 
gimiing with tbe rents of tbe Altar of tbe Holy Cross. 
One of these rents was derived “ do quolibet aratro 
“ infra dictam paroohiam ” which paid, “ annuatim' 
“ xxiiii. garbe auenarum. Item componens caseum 
“ infra dictam parocbiam soluet unam formellam de - 
“ melioribus.” 

These payments, the first of which seems to bo 
analogous to tbe plough-aims of tbe Saxons, of a penny 
from every plough-gate, were probably inherited from 
the Celtic period, when extensive grants of land and 
privileges were conferred on the Church of Saint 
Andrews. 

Eental of tbe Altar of St. Laurence, MartjT, founded 
by Eobert Dryden. E'ector of Kinnettles. 

Eental of tbe Altar of St. Hinian founded by tbe 
brothers and sisters of tbe fraternity of St. Ninian, and 
of St. Felan, gifted by the town to ’a chaplain in 1449. 

Tbe volume contains many valuable illustrations of 
local topography and family history. One of tbe Deeds 
'engrossed in it is a grant by the City of St. Andrews 
to John Eamsay of tbe office of Parish Clerk, dated 
Juno 1459, which throws some light on tbe duties and 
emoluments’ of these functionaries. Eamsay was pro- 
moted on the resignation of John Browii who reserved 
'•* commoditates et emolumenta rivralia dicto clerico dc- 
“ bita et consueta ” from all tbe parishioners beyond tbe 
city, “ salvis tamcn et excep'tis oblationibus faciendis per 
“ eosdem paroebianos in sponsalibus, et matrimoniis, 
“ puriflcacionibus mulierum, et obsequiis mortuorum, 

“ et aliis minutis oblacionibns dicto clerico parochiali 
“ pertineutibiis, quibus idem Johannes Eamsay'' libcrc 
“ gaudebit . . . faciendo indo dictus Johannes Bronn 
“ pro toto tempore vite sue pro bujusmodi commodita- 
“ tibns et emolumentis ruralibus nobis et paroebianis 
“ dictis seruicia infra scripta, viz., quod ipse Johannes 
Broun in propria persona, vel alius sufficiens pro

In a^Miscellancous Vobimo entitled “ Charters Uni- 
“ versity, St. Andrews” are ongi-o.=.scd the Deeds of 
ioundatiou of St. Salv.ator’s College, and many writs 
(fonncctcd with its lu'opcrty, foundations of bursaric.s, 
and parish churches belonging to the College. 

At page G1 occurs a notice of the proceedings against 
Pau-ick llamilton, Abbotof Fearn, who was condemned 
to be btirnt before the gates of St. Salvator’s College 
forbcrc.=y in the year 1527. .It is entitled “ Libellus 
'* filgnatus sigillo magno Universitatis Sanctiandree,

thin octavo yoIuiec in jjarcbment is entitled “ Ilen- 


“ tale Altaris Sancti Fergusii; sitnati' infra ecclesiam 
“ parochialem S.ancti Andree,’! 1525. This is one of a ' 
class of records not common in Scotland, and it contains • 
notices of considerable historical interest. 

It gives an account of tbe foundation of the Altar by 
William and Thomas Kairnis, adding that William 
Cubbe, the first chaplain, served 40 years, and William 
Malwyn, the second, seven ymars. ,On his resignation 
James Braid was appointed chaplain tow.ards the end 
of the fifteenth century, and most of the volume is' 
occupied with a record of his gifts to the altarage “ In 
“ honorc Dei Omnipotentis, beate Marie Yirginis, el- 
“ beatonum Fcrgucii episcopi, ot Tfiduane Yirginis.” ' 
In the Legends of the Scottish Church, St. Triduana 
Is represented as one of tlie Companions of St. Ee^ulus 
in his mission, leading, an eremitical life at Eoscoby in 
Angus, and dydhg at Eestalrig near Edinburgh, -^vhere • 
she was held in reverence down to the Eeformatidn. 
St. Fergus, on the same authority, was'ouc of the many . 
early missionaries from Ireland,- who carried the faith 
into Scotland, founding churches in various districts, 
and at last dying at Glammis, of which parish he is the 
Patron Saint. - ■ ' , 

The gifts thus bestowed by Braid consisted of lands, 
houses, annual rents, ornaments and books, and he left 
his mark in the many improvements -irhich he carried . 
out, planting trees in the garden, constructing a sewer, ' 
and erecting “tria solia in tenementb Sancti Fergucii 
“ jacento in ’Argaill. Et in- ebdeth tenernento ebn- 
“ struxit sex caminas. Similiter in ebdem tenernento 
“ construxit unam aulam cum camera pro sqlio vbca- , 

“ tarn Dunseis haw.” 

He also bequeathed “ unum magnum lectum ligneum, ■ 

“ cum parvo lecto eidem annexe sive coninneto,' unam 
“ magnam prepuram major! lecto annexa'm, unum 
" sedile, unum le Wcsthell bynk, aimexum sub le trap, 

“ cum predicta terra anteriore pro • perjietuo, reman- 
“ suris.” He likewise gave ‘‘unum librum'njanu sua’ 

‘‘ propria scriptum, continentem in se ' seruicia et 
‘‘ legenda' Sanctorum bene Cathenatum. Item imum 
‘‘ peruum Missale manu sua propria scriptum, in 
“ papiro lumbardie.” , ' ■, , , 

He procured from the King ai bone of St. Triduana 
from. Eestalrig, and in like manner he obtained from' 
David Lymnc, tutor of Glammis, part of the neck-bone, ■ 
and a joint of St. Fergus from Glammis, whore the 
relics of the Saint were long held in great regard. So 
much was this the case that on one occasion an Abbot; 
of Scone carried off his skull to the monastery of Scone, 
whore it came to be celebi-ated for the miraculous cures 
effected through its means, and on a visit to Scone by - 
James IV. in 16.03 he made “ an oQ’erande of xiiiis. to . 

‘‘ Snnet Fergus heido.”, . 

One of the ornaments of the Altar was a stone image ■ 
of St. Fergus. . . ' ' ■ . , , 

Among the loose papers .in the Oollcctions of the 
Hniversity may be noted a roll, in a hand of the 13th 
century', of Charters in favour of the city of- St. An- 
drews, and a page of parchment rescued from the 
binding of a folio, which exhibits the ‘‘A.vo' Maria ” set 
to music, probably of the 14th century. According to 
Bocce, the religious men of the priory' of St. Andrews 
were always celebrated for their skill in music. . ' 

There are few manuscripts in the Hniversity Library. 

Of these one is a copy' of the works of St. Augustine , 
written probably in the 14th century. On folio first, 
is a table of the contents, and above it the inscription,. 
‘“Liber Afonasterii Sc’i Andree Ap’li in Scocia.’! 

Another is “ Liber Politicorum Aristotelis,” a vo- 
lume in vellum of the 14th century. On a leaf, at the 
beginning is written. “ Eobertus StC'Mnus Dcirensis 
“ Oenobii,” showing that the volume had at one time 
belonged to Eobert Stephen, who was Prior of the 
Cistercian Monasteiy ' of Deer, ,in Aberdeenshire, in 
1537. , ■ 

A copy of IFyn'town’s Cronikil (T. T. CC) is in a hand 
of the ICth century. .On a page' at the 'commcncornent • 
is written, ‘‘ Eegis indite Eoberti primi apothegina.” ;

-James Le Botiller, son of Edmund, 
Earl of Garrick, married Eleanor d.e Bobun, cousin ’ 
german' of Edward HE., and was in 1328 Created first 
Earl of Ormonde. Eroissart speaks of the third Earl of 
Ormonde, for whose son Richard II.' was godfather.' 
James, the fourth Earl, eminent for his learning, served 
with Henry ■ 7 . in France and acted as his -Viceroy for 
'Ireland. Lhe fifth IJarl, under Mb title of "Wiltshire, 
Treasurer of England and loiight of the -garter, stands 
out among the Lancastrians in the “ Wars of.the Roses.” 
The sixth Earl .was Ambassador for Edw.ard IV., who 
in-onounced him to ha the finest and most honotjrablc' 
gentleman in CM-istendom. Thomas, the seventh Earl, 
reputed the richest subject in England, whei-e he owned 
above seventy manors, represented Henry "Vll. as envoy 
to Burgundy. During the rei^s of Henry 'VUI. , Mary, 
and Edward "yi., the acts of Piers, the eighth' Em-l, 
and of his successor James, are interwoven' tvith Irish 
public afl’airs. The true Mstory of the reduction of 
Ireland to English rule at the commencement of the 
17th century, cannot be understood without a know-, 
ledge of the documents written by and connected. with 

- Thomas the tenth Earl of Ormonde. The career of 
tMs nobleman, who was educated with Edward "Vt. in 
England, formed the themes of Latin and L-ish poems, and • 
Spenser has panegyrized him among the patrons of the 
“ Faery Queen.” Carte in 1735-0 devoted three volumes 

- to a histqry of the life of James, the first Duke of 
Ormonde, from his birth, in 1610 to Ms death in 1688.* 
This Duke’s son Thomas, Earl of Ossory, by Ms intre- 
pidity as a commander on land and sea advanced the 
reputation of the English nation, wMch mom-ned his 

. death as a public calamity. 

Lord Ossory’s son James, second Duke of Ormonde, 
truly desci-ibed by Earl Stanhope as “ a princely noblc- 
“ inan endowed with many amiabje qualities,” held a 
prominent place in England arid Ireland from tho latter 
part of the 17th century' till he became an exile in 1715. 
His biography is yet unwi'ittou, but Ms position may 
be estimated from the foUowiiig list of his titles and 
offices: — ^Earl of Brecknock, Baron of Lanthony and 
Mooro Park, Earl of 0.s.sory, Viscount Thurles, Baron 
Arldow, Lord of tho regalities and liberties and governor 
’ of the county PalntMc of Tipperary, and of tho city, 
town, and county; of Kilkenny', Honorary Ghief Butler 
of Ireland. Lord Warden of the Cinque Ports, Constable 
of Dover Castle, Lord Lieutenant of counties of Somerset 
and Horfollc, High Steward of Exeter, Bristol, and 'West- 
minster, Chancellor of tho Universities of O.xford and 
Dublin, Colonel of the fh-st regiment of foot guards. 
Captain General and Oommander-M-OMef of all tbo 
forces of England by sea and land, member of the Privy 
Councils in England and Ireland, Knight of tho Garter, 

■ and Lord Lieutenant of L-eland. To the.se may be added 
another distinction — that of friend and benefactor of 
John Dj-yden. 

Of tbo peerages lield by independent branches of the 
Ormonde family', I may mention, those of Aran; CaMi-, 
Garrick, .Dnnboyne, Galmoy, Gowran, Ikerriri, Monnt- 
gan-et, and Tulledpholira, each- of wKidh produced men 
of mark. 

A minor Onnondo house furnished militaiy com- 
manders to Austria in tho early part of the 17th centmy, 
amongst whom was Colonel Walter Butler, who, for 
scrvices against Wallenstein, received a title and lands 
in Bohemia from Ferdinand II. 

, Materials liappily survive atKilkennyfor illustrating the 
Mstory of public transactions in which the chief members 
of tho IIouso of Ormonde and its branches participated. 

'I'hcso muniments also mcMde many- valuable writings 
wllich in em-ly times came into tho custody of religions 
ostabhshnients.aud passed from them at their dissolution 
in tho ICth ccntiUy. 

The late lametitcd and accomplished Marquis of Or- 
monde was desirous that the archives o'f his house should 
ho available for tbo elucidation of the histoiy of Ireland 
and the Empire. His, roprcsentative.s are prepared, 
tM-pugh the Royal Commi.ssion for Hi.storical Mannl 
scripts, to carry out Ms culightoned view.s in such mode 
as may bo ino.st elloolivo for the advancem'ent of a ti'uo 
knowledge ol tho history of the men and times of which 
the.sc docmncJitB arc the memorials.

The Archives at Castle Forbes, may ho- divided into 
two classes, those specially connected ivith the' famOy' 
of Forbes — earls of Granard — and tliose which- came to 
the latter through alliances tvith the houses of-.Moira

In the present report I propose' to notice the _fir.st 
named of those classes, ' . - • 

According to genealogists tho family of Forbes was 
of ancient Irish origin. Sir .Arthur -Forbes, founder- 
of the house of Granard; was boni; about 1569, 'served 
imder Gustarnis Adolphus; and fell in a duel at Harnburgh' 
in 1632. . ■ ; - ! , 

Hjs wife Jane, mda\r of Sir Alexander SfimUton of 
Killesbnniira; Cavan, had previously, about 1624, erectod- 
Castlc. Forbes, in tbe county! -pf Longford, which she 
defended in 1641-2 during nine , months, against the, 
uprising Irish. ■ 

Some details, of tMs siege are, gii'en in .-i deposition 
of Lieutenant Arthm- Achmnty and -Martin Johnston!, of 
Castle Forbes, sworn on the, 13th of September 1642, 
copies of wMoh are in tho present collection.' 

They state that Lady' Foi-bes, • anticipating dangers, - 
furnished her castle with arms, ammunition, victuals, 
and men ; gathered her British tenants of Longford, . 
and kept strong watch and ward. The L-ish of Lei- 
trim bordering upon these pai-ts haying taken, action, 
the whole of tbe British there rose in arms, and under .- 
Sir JoMi Seaton fortified the castle of Longford, which , 
they soon sm-rendered. Seaton, Ms, lady' 'and retainers, ' 
retired to Castle Forbes, arid, notwithstanding numerous 
sallies, effective musketry, and "relief secretly' given by 
friends among the besiegers during tlie dark nights; the 
garrison capitulated after Lady Forbes had given them 
all her great horses for food. Wo are told ' that they 
■were permitted to march away" ivith theif * weoi'ing 
. clothes to.Trim, leai'ing bcMnd their arms and amrnn- ' 
nition; ten muskets only excepted : - “So the lady Fofbes,, 
“ Sir John Seaton, and Ms lady, and all the rest'of tho 
“ castle, to the number of two hundred and twenty' per- 
“ sonsj'all maintained -at the costs of the Lady Forlics, 
“ came away' upon the ■ terms aforesaid to Trim ■ arid 
“ thence to Dublin, tM-ough many dangers arid inis- 
“ erics.” '

is'still extant at Castle Forbes, written on a double'shcet- 
of foolscap paper somewhat injured by damj).

“My Lord of Ormond nml Anglesey had always lien 
of diHerent jiartys, Anglesey bad in King Charles tbo 
first, tiino adher'tl to the Parhament. ho was the first 
of tho CommieaioneM ‘who received tho sword, and 
city of Dublin from my Lord of Ormond when the Ring 
• ' was a prJ''oner,*Bnd was * violent man in the House 
of Gommoas against tho royal family.^ Honerer, being 
wlthmanyothers instrumental in tbo King’s Kestoration, 
ho was made an Earl and had considerable clansee in 
. Ibe Act of Settlement in Lis favour; upon tbo eveenting 
of thoao niy land Of Otwioud and ho hod aotne dashing, 
each driving hi»ovnYintere*stor that of hia fnends, audit 
waa xmpofaihlo but in some cases th^ would iatecCniMit 
that time he was Vice-’fteasnrer of Ireland ancDi^t^m' 


tKat vat then worth 5 or COOOZ. aycar, and hia approaching 
Kinooraoampctitjop with -thollako mado it tne harder • 
for them to keep friends, there being httlo real fricu^hip 
at rftnrt bctwut such as are equaJ. This cmploymoiit 
^ reaigned to Bir George Carteret, and lived priiately 
io KngUud. hut the King being pressed by tho factions, 
and charged with intriiducmg impcry, and arhiti-u^ 
poncr, tn ido him I’rivy Seal, os u nmn that 'had olwnys 
Iieen In opposition to fioth, and yet one ho thoiiglit 
would comply very far for his Interest, and who might 
bo ii<eful to him in tho llouso of Peers, beuig scry 
knowing in recoriis and presedents of j’arliatMni, of a 
gitrtrl tongue, it one who had an excellent faculty in 
writing. Some time after, and discreetly in the lieat 
of (ho plot, my Ijord Castlchaseii took occasion to writo 
nnJ print nii account of the war of Ireland in which 
bo luul been concerned, justifying tho Jrirti in many 
r^pccta. LTio rriiT Seal, glad of an occasion to make 
bis court to tho PaTliament, who began to rtnke at him, 
took upon him to answer this, and vn conftiting Lis hook 
ilid (out of hii way) bring a crucU charge agsvinrt my 
Lord of Ormood of bis enl conduct <ind neglect of 
tlio ProtcsLnnt interest at tlmt time. By this means, 
with the oiime action, taking resengoofan enemy, and 
m.dcing hu court to a prevading faction. When my 
J/lnl of Ormond saw this pamphlet ho wrote a letter to 
roy lionl Privy Seal, from Kilkenny, innhich he charged 
him with the jnjTisfico of his proceeding, and after 
telling him he seemed to take pattern by tbo mercenary 
lilicUcrs nf tho age. with other very sharp reflections, 
protcsicil agamst the uccormt of too aeiicms nf that 
time IB a history ho was then wntiog, that wna much 
tftlkeil of, US huMiig m tMs pamphlet giien b Kvmplo 
of hiA insincerity. At this time the King bod dissoUcd 
Iho Parlnmeut at Oxford, ond asserted tno c.aoso of Ina 
friends With more vigour than before, which I bclieie 
retde ray Jyord of Ormond think tho Privy Seal would 
knock under (ho table, ami not push Icrwaril this 
quarrel, but instead of that, he received a letter front 
liim in answer to bis, aawrtl writ /mdbettcr m every pars* 
gmpb as w)t and mgo rould make it , both these letters 
wem eatremly good of tbo kind, for whatot er ^vautiigo 
loy Lord of Ormond might hat o in agentleman un&fiectcd 
ttylif, tha other yielded nothing to tt in shATpucss and 
good semei hut how unseemly was tt to aco letters 
printed and rBr)‘’ii about (he streets, wherein two men 
the most to !« respected of any in tho kingdom for 
theirimplojiuents, their quaLty, and their ngetreoted 
coch other a« these did i surely this could nothavc hem 
deno m any other country hut England or nny other 
time l1uin tViol. All things conenrred iff Anriosey's 
nuu fvrl>e«idcs the strength of bis enemys and bisLavuig 
no frieuds. y* court want^ bia pri%7 seal for the Lord 
Kallifai who had done it such iiervicc, so that when 
my Lord of Ormond put in a petition to the King in 
CtfOocil (in which, svyuignotlijng of himself, he charg^ 
him with baring reflected upon the memory of King 
Clinries tbo 1st in his pamphlet to Castlehaven) ami that 
a day was appointed for him to answer, he, seeing tlmt 
tbo matter was set against him, and struggling wonlii 
do him no good, did not appear, pretending to be sick, 
but Mut » Jotter complaining of his hanl treatment, 
in which he said that n dagger struck to his old loyal 
lieort could not grieve him *0 08 to have such o charge 
heard agnmst him, Thia wrought no compassion, hi» 
seals weni sent for and given ns was before resolved. 

*• IVhilo the nbove-Hientioned letters were passing,- 
niyLord of Ormond, who was at Killkcnuy, m some 
Icaaure, writt a relation of tho war of IreLind,,nnd of 
those tmnnetionv m which bo bora so great a part ; ' 
every Week OS it camo from his hand, be showed ic mo * 
in looso Bhcels, and seemeil reaolvtd ^o.publi^h it as 
soon Oft hn went into England. Tho’ I hkcJ what he 
writ, I did not siipruvo of that desigu, audL told him I 
feared it might to daugecoia to do^it so soon, for that 
my Lord of Anglesey who had lopg laboured at the 
history of those times, which was bejioicd almost ready

that when my Lord G[raiiard] was taken prisoner there, 
he was ransomed hy Lord Lohi, when nono elsc had any 
consideration for him ;■ this friendship coiitim^ ^^^01 the 
Eestoration, untill the tryall, coiidcnmation, A escape of 
Ihe latter. J alway.s thought my Lord G[ranardJ was not 
enough concerned for that unfortunate man, after the 
olili^tions he had to him, and have sometoes told him 
that I wonder’d he did not go and fall at the long s feet 
to procure some tenderness lor him ; he told me tt was 
what he would do if there was any prospect oi Borying 
him by it. but the prosecution of him was_ a' mawM'. *>f 
state, & his intercession in that manner might do lum- 
selfhurt, and could be of no use to my Lord Ai-gylc. 
Being at London with him in the year [16] 82, my Bord 
Ai-gt'le heui'^ said at that time tq he in Switzerland, a 
stranger in a plain habit came one. morning mto his 
chamber, and gave him a note without a name, iihich ho 
read and could make nothing of, so that ho sent the 
bearer away somewhat roughly as a- man that had a 
mind to banter him out of money 1 the man in going out 
hoised his shoulders and mutter’d some complaints of 
ihe misfortune of such as depended upon old friendship ; 
soon after, I coming into the room, my Lord told mo 
how a fellow had a mind to get some money of him, and 
showed me the note, which I could make nothing of, no 
more than he ; however, I found it had a certain air that 

• methink it might have something more in it than we 
Icnew, and I advised him not to throw it away ; he took 
my advice, and next day he told me he had shewed it to 

CoP H , who immediately judged it mijst come 

from my Lord Argyle, & ipj’ Lord said he was con- 
fiimed it was so, seeming much concerned that he had 
sent the bearer away so rudely, Argyle’s former kind- 
ness to him deserving another treatment, whatever he 
might deserve from the Crown. I was privy to no more 
of this transaction at that time, but it happened that my 
Lord G[ranard] being very desirous to make amends for 
this proceeding with a man that he owed so much to, 
did not rest, ’till by the means of my Lord M[urray], his 
son-in-law, he found out he was in London, and had 
notice sent to him, so that a meeting was appointed ; he 
found him in some retired part of the citj', he dined 
with him, and stayed some hours, there being 2 .or 3 
more in company. I know not if he saw him after, or 
what passed at that betwixt them, but Lord Gra[nard] 
has since told mo ho advised him with much.camestnoss 
to trust to the King and Duke’s goodness, whose minds 

. wo’d change in relation to him, and not to think by any . 
■violent ways to help himself, and yet his ansvrers were 
such as fully answer’d him ho would never join in re- 
bellion, however, ’tis apparent since,, those were not his 
thoughts. This meeting, how secret soever ifc was 
carryed on, was knoirn quickly by others of the dis- 
affected, whom ifc is' probable Argyle told it to, to en- 
courage them by so considerable a support, for tho’ I 
am confident that engaging with him in any criminal 
tiling was very far from tho intentions of the Lord 
G[ranard], who was moved to this interview merely out 
of a principle of generosity and gratitude, yet a man so 
dcsjierate ns Argyle was, would be apt to make use of 
ifc to another end, as I believe he. did, and by' this means 
"Walcofc and some others who were executed soon after, 
having correspondence with Ai'gyle, amongst other dis- 
coYcrys they made, named my Lord G[rauard] as one 
who favoured their party, and who, had there been any 
commotioii, was to head a considerable body in the 
north of L’eland, ho having concerted this ivith my Lord 
Argrylo] in London, where he had met and dined irith 
liira, they telling the rest of- the comp’' with sevcnal 

■ circumstances. tVlion my Lord G[ranard] had an ac- 
count of this from London, he was not a little startled; 
the latter part being true, it.yras hard for him to excuse 
him.solf, as to- the rest, and what he done in seeing in 
])rivato a man attamted and- outlawed' for high tre.ason, 
and who, as appeared after, was at that time contriving 
agamst the Gm-ornment, was a great crime by the'law^ 
and so much ho could not disotvn, while he avas in 
.the gi-catest mieasiness upon this accoimt, being at the 
Curragb of Kildare avith my Lord of pr[mond], he re- 
ceived tn'o'* letters from England together, one from S^' ■ 
Ho’' H[owardj, which told him somebody had charged 
him avith tliis matter, desiring him by all means to 
hasten over, the other avyis from my Lord Mid[dletonl, 
aThiclr, without, mentioning any particidar, desired hiin 
to come for England, scomiug to infer that such a 
journey, would be for his advimtago ; ho shewed the 
ia'bt of these letters to my Lord of Oifmond], ■ avho I 
foimd did not at .all like it,*and his Son o'vvncd to me (he 
.not knowing anything of -his interview avith' my Lord ’ 

• Argyle) that ho apprehended it was to drive someavhat 
towards the remowd of his father, nor was he ’mistaken 
in his conjecture, it being contrived, that tbeso two 


letters • should bo .ayritj that .my ' Lord' Granavd.hcihg 
' frighted avith the stoiy of Argylo, might tho casiof’ ho . 
brought to do whatever avas desired of Mm. Tliis oon- 
triauinco did not miss of success, for 'as .soon as ho canio 
to London, and that the first ho talked to increased his 
fears. Col. T[albot] got him, andwvith ^cat demon- 
strations of Idndness inlbrccd to him tho injmy ho had 
received not having a regiment of horse in Ireland, how 
the King’ was -resolved to’modell the army in another 
manner, that he had ad'viscd him as the fittest mail' to 
inform him in avhatyelatedto that kingdom, with much 
more to that pm-poso, and arhen he avent about to excuse 
himself as to Argjde, ho told him that tho’ -some ahodt 
Court sti’ove to make a business of that,' tho King- or 
Duke took no notice of what rogues spoke that .were 
'condemned, having entire confidence in him, a.nd long 
proof of his services; but all this while he set dthors'to 
tcaze liim with the danger of that information, and ' to 
tell him how requisite it was for-him ' to find some .avay 
to gain the Duke. My Lord Mid[dloton] likewise; who 
• did not care for my Lord of Or[mond], being embarked 
■with another party helping this’ forward, and his own 
ambition drawing where his fear drove him, he eii- 
coiu'agcd the King in the design ho .had to -z-eform .the 
aiTuy of Ireland, and gave him a .list of 'officers .not 
qualified for them employments, which list was' what 
T[albot] had first given .him, tho’ he seemed -not to 
appear in tlio matter ; when this was , done, which was 
what was asked,, he is made an Earl, declared; injured 
by tho informat'" of rogues, and is sent home again, this 
being to ho kept secret, untiU mj' Lord of Or[mond] 
was i-cmoved with the rest, and none thought he had 
more reason to keep it so than the new Earl, who, be- 
sides deserting an interest which confided in him, . and 
ho had always pretended to adhere to & assert, had 
duped himself, aiid taken pains to put himself from 
being Lieut Generali, which must come to. be a neces- 
sary' consequence of what he had done.” ’ . » 

The author’s last enti’ies of his transactions in England, 
1685-6, are as follow : — ' . 

“ "While tho new Lord Lieut’ waited at Holyhead for 
a wind my Lord T[yrconnel],,- to shew his neglect 'pf 
him, hired a ship and went to Chester, . and about a 
fortnight after my Loz'd C[larendon] was swozn,,I.weu't 
likewise for England, as .w.ell to pay what' I onght to 
the King as to meet my' sozzs that wez'e to come out of 
France. His Majesty' received me very' .well, but I soon 
found there were designs of changing most-of the arzny 
in Ireland, and that the way was kindled against the 
Hydes ; the King taken me into his closet, arid ques- 
tioned mo very particizlar about the , ofizeers of my‘ 
regim* of whom I could give no ill character,,', tho’ I- 
found ho wished and expected Lwould ; by that, enter- 
taizrments, and many other things, I saw 1 'shbuld pzect 
great mortitications.'iu Irelarid, to avoid which, arid -at' 
the same 'time to preserve zny integrity and my employ.- 
mezit, I oo’d see no better way than to spend the 
sunzmerwith my son in.Hzzngary. I pz-oposed this to 
the King, who readily agreed -to it, and Coll' R. Forbes 
z-esolving on tho same jom-ney, we provided some , more 
horses than what we had brought from Ireland, and 
having sent them with my son ■ and kinsman sozno days 
before, left London together the I2th of April. Having - 
been for some tinze sensible of the persecutions of zizy 
LordJ)[anhy], who strove on all occasions to feel Liis 
resentments for zvhat was past by imposing upon my 
office, and the great rates he made us pay for powder 
and bad arms to the Tower, giving riio gz'oiind. enough; 

I z-csolved before I left London to let hzin see j. was not ' 
to be injured safely, and being well prepared 'for it, put 
ziz a proposal to the King, hy which I offer’d -to 'fizrnish 
his magazines in Ireland witt powder arid- rizuch better 
arms, of which I produced p’attez-ns, that shpzzld bo made 
in that kingdom, at a, 4”* part ,le.ss charge than, was 
))ayed for them to the Tower ; to' 'this proposal Lord 
D[anby'j and his officers gave a long aizsivei-, and I was 
toreply-in two days. - I apply’d. myself to it, and got 
my paper ready in time, which I believe they did not 
cxjject, and had a long henririg before the Cahinot 
CouncU, all hiS; officez-s appoaz-ed against mo, arid wo 
debated the matter about two. hours, at last ha-f.ing 
fz-ighted his Lordship, and convinced the ■most.lnzowhzg,. 
at the Board that I .was in the right, to my grccit content-' 
mcnf it was given against me, tho’ it would have been of 
honour, and of advrintage to my employment, I sdw the 
danger as things wont- of carry'ing what I desired, and 
tho morning had agreed with my Lord Ti'casuz-er that' 
tho’ I wo’d shew my’ Lord D[nnby];' I would riot- be , 
zinposed upon, wo’d ho content not to exjzlahz znysolf ■ 
too much. Bo all partys were plea.scd, aizd from that hour 
my Lord D. has been my very good friend; IVo lailcled 
at the BriUe tho fidth Apz'il'(ilew Stile). ■■ ',f

'We 
pav* for ,>{3 venits, and spent in all to Riga-one luinclrcd 
roubles Duhos, a French commissai-j% has taken a farm, 
and set np a em- mill in Courland, from whence ho sends 
6 000 hoanls vcarlv to the Admiralty in France, by 
liutcb ships. At ha[f-pa.st two o’clock in the afternoon 
ferried over tbe lOn-ina, wliicb is broad and swift, bnt 
is only 12 foot deep. The floating bridge was not yet 
, layed, it is reckoned a curiosity. The fortifleations are in 
gootl order. Four regiments in garrison, General Lacj' 
is governor. Onr hoi-ses tired so that we did not reach 
Oditan before 12 at night, passing over two ferrys.

1733, Jilay 12. Sunday, we left Mitaw, and parted 
from the courier and the' cuirassiers, bnt Her Hlajesty 
had provided so that I had relays all the way through 
Courland. Throughout all this •journey we hardly meet 
■with a stone, the country being generally plain, sandy, 
and thinly peopled. "We saw no oak trees in the forests, 
all the w.ay from Petersburg to the river AVindan, nor 
brambles, thorn bnshe.s, or ash trees. _ Courland ajjpears 
to bo a good country, but thinly inhabited, and tbo cattle 
sinal. 

“ 17;W, 3[ay 14. Ttio-sday, at six in the moi-ning wc- 
arrived at Alemcl, a town belonging to tbe King of 
Prussia; it is a.smal poor place standing on tbo river 
iMcmcl, tend near the sea. It has a rampart and a ditcli, 
bnt both out of repair. They load here about 10 English 
Bhi(w with flax for the ports of London, Lancashire, 
Oporto, and Italy. They load or board Dutch ships for- 
Ilollatid. Rreineu, and Stetin, about 10,000 barrels of 
flux seed. The magistrates seal the barrels which 
measure about the same as the barrel of Riga. The 
jirieo is from 0 to 10 gtiilders I’olish money the barrel. 
A nollantls ducat is 8 guilders perhajis, according 
as excliangc may ho, or from 12 to 13 shillings the 
barrel. They ship off flax from iSIaj-, and ilax seed of 
the same year’s growtlufrom Kovotnher, just ns the 
pesanlB thrash and bring it in. It is obeaper ns to freight 
than from Rigii. TliC whole charge for commission i.s 
Op'c’.'. The' duty is 10 ponce on cach_ barrel, jiacking

Prom internal literary c^-idence, I would conclude that - 
he oldest portion of the manuscript now under notice 
vas not originally compiled earlier than tho close of tho 
.7th century. ' 

Carte’s tendencies, no doubt, caused him to regard it 
lO ho, as ho described it, “wrote with great temper, 

' modesty, candoui’, and regal'd to truth.” 

This character appears, however, scarcely roconoilnblc 
vith the violent and opprobrious Ipguage ‘applied 
hroxigliout the pages at present before us to the Nnncio' 
lihuocihi, the native Irish, their ' bishops, clergy; and'' 
rthers who acted in opposition to the Marquis of Ormonde 
liid his party. ' ' ' ' 

The nariu’e of the contents of the now'missing portions

This author animadverted severely on Kin g’s conduct 
and principles, impugned his veracity, and prayed “that 
“ God might give him grace to repent sincerely and 
“ confess honestly all the errors, wilful or malicious 
“ representations, in this book of his.” 

The answer to King was ascribed to 'the Eev. Charles 
Leslie,* an eminent non-juror. Some memoranda in 
the autograph of King, in the present collection — ^but 
■without heading or indication of their character — I have 
identified as his notes for an answer to Leslie’s book. 
They will be -found in Appendix 11. 

In 1694-5, King published theological discourses and 
admonitions intended to influence the Dissenters in 
his diocese of Derry, which were replied to by their 
ministers. 

King’s treatise “ Do engine mali,” printed at Dublin 
in 1702, was dedicated to his friend Sir Eobert South- 
well, who made arrangements for the publication of an 
edition of it in London. It was criticized by Baylo in 
the “ KodveUes de Ecpnbliquo dcs Lfettres,” was sub- 
sequently translated and annotated by Law, Bishop of 
Carlisle, and was used by Pope for his “ Essay on Man.” 

King was appointed Archbishop of Dublin in 1702, 
hold office as a Lord Justice for Ireland in 1714-1717- 
1721 ; and died unmarried in 1729.

I did already acknowledge «your lordpp’s of the 
13"' Novemb'', and I was in hopes to have had oppor- 
tunity of writing to yom- lord’pp at large upon what I 
have so long since lodged in my Lord of Canterbury’s 
hands ; but winter and Parliament, and m}' constant at- 
tendance at the Custom House, makes it hard to gett 
anything to say, and when I was once at Lambeth, it 
was earl}' days with his Gi-ace, who was but newly setled 
in that place, so that now my cheif occasion of ■wilting 
to your lord’pp is at Mr. Clavell’s request who is re- 
printing your lordpp’s book in a lessor volume. Ho 
she'wed mee a "preface that a friend pf his had prepared 
for it, but I advised him to send it your lord’pp, as 
the only hand that could turn those matcrialls to 
best advantage, the design of them being to shew 
that -whatever was fullfilled in' Ireland was intended also 
for this side. He would have had mee putt my Lord 
Salisbury on this ■u'ork, but hee is so tilled with his 
o-wn concerns and the long session of Pailiament, that 
tis easy to foresee his* lord’pp would have ex[c]usod 
it tho’ he may be glad to read whatever shall have past 
your lordship’s' hand.

I am sorry to find by your lord’ps of the 30*'* of 
the last month that the prayers and proclamations did 
not come to ypnr hands as they were intended, bnt upon 
inquiry -after the reason thereof the postm' here tells 
me that the bundle was to big to send them altogether, 
that he was under some necessity of dimdding them for 
the horses cairiage, bnt that they wont the following 
packett ; soe that I presume that they are before this 
come safe to your I'dps bauds. 

. The defence of Athlone continued very obstinate, for 
some time, but the last attempt of our, men was soe ■ 
brave y* upon a thorow assault soon made themselves 
masters of the place, the particulars of w'** action as 
they came this day to me front the camp at Athlone 
beareing date the 2'"' of this instant are as follows; 
ibhe enemy havcing ' constant intelligence of our -pro- 
ceedings, by the great number of beggars & other spyes 
in our camp, pre-yented our design on Sunday,, tho 
Gen”ha-ving promis’d -a gynny to every granadeer, '& 

2 to every serjoant, that , day for their service, made 
them impa6ieut & a little troublesome till effected, & on 
Monday night the same party at six at the ringing of 
the chm-ch bell went into the river at each side of the 
bridge, & our oannou and small shott firing into their 
trenches made an easy passage to our party, who in 
less than halfe an hour made themselves ’m” of the 
towho & all y' out works. ' As soon as om- men were 
entred, the enemy ruu, & 2 of their battalions being 
ready -to enter the towne run as fast as tho other; 
hundreds were slain, for the ti-enches that were by the 
river of each side of the towne were full of the enemy 
who, pressing towards a bog, their old' retreat, were 
cruelly gald by our cannon. Wee tooke Majbr-Geii" 
Maxwell, his nephew, 6 cap", about as many subalterns, 

& 95 men, with the loss of about ten men & 30 woundo.d. 
L' Gol" Gqlumbine shot thro’ tho body. The action was 
very extraordinary brave in the face of an enemy of 
30,000 men, who decamp’d that night, & wei-e last 
night 5 mile towards Gallway, in extreara -want, & the 
horse threatn to enter Leinster ; the foot its .believed 
will goe into garrysons. We have few -deserters yet. 
Yesterday was our thanksgivcing day; 3 volleys & 42 
cannon thrice discharg’d. Here lauded about 2 dayes 
since my Lord Portland’s gallant regim* of horso, .xv”'* 
consisted of 700. 

Since the takeing of Athlone, Lauesborogh is like- 
■wise deserted by tho 'enemy, soe that now we have 
passes enough over the Shannon. I hav.o noe further to 
trouble your lord’p at present. I pray God bless us all, 
.S', send us heaven. ' • . , •

I received on Sunday the honour of your grace’s 
letter of the 2 d, and last night of the 4 th instant. Yom‘ 
opiniori, my lord, is' certainly right, that making use of 
the Duke of Ormond’s birthday as a pretext for treasonable 
meetings and setting up his name for a watchword to 
traiterous riots is the greatest disservice that can bo 
done him at this time, and may make it necessary to act 
■with greater severity towards him than was perhaps at 
fu'st intended ; but I am afraid his vanit}' and afl'ecta--' 
tion pf popularity have so blinded him that he is pleased 
with these extraordinary marks of respect from people 
by whom one would be ashamed to be owned, and who . 
are sacrificing him without the least prospect of advan- 
tage to themselves. I have already told your grace my 
lord lieutenant’s sentiments of what has .been done by 
the lords justices for the suppressing of libels, riots, .& 
other disafi'ected practises, and how well , he is pleased 
with their .diligence iit it, and partictilarly with your 
grace’s care. His Ex'>' hopes the same spirit and vigour 
will be she^vn in punishing as has been in detecting, else 
the'woi-k is imperfect, and there can be no error in 
punishing misdemeanotu'S, especially against the govern- 
ment, ns severely. as the law will allow.. It is true, my 
lord, that whore a single piece of wit or satyrC' comes 
abroad, it is bettor policy to overlook . and neglept it 
than by showing too quick a sense of such ihjurys to 
encourage tho.se to repeat them who would take a plea- 
sure in galling & vexing you, Svhcii, they can do you no 
other hurt.

treatises. But cfaiaihly. never any -writer met with 
inore malicious or falser informers; as will appearc at 
first view. I will only adde, upon my own personal 
Imowledge, he never missed the public prayers of -oim 
ehui-ch in some chappell, &C. o-rery day.tivico in the. 
yeare. He woidd oven, whilst eating or drinking, when 
called upon by way -of ti-yal or experiment, sett any' 
particular verso of scripture, memoritar, in 6 languages, 
mz., Hebrew, Greek, Latin, Hrcnch, Engbsh, Geiman. 
He frequented" sermons constantly, seldom abed above 
'4 hours, very often not go into a bed at all, but steal a 
little sleep in a chair, or on y' outside of a bed; so that 
he was macerated to a great degree ; but when in com- 
pany, very merry, eat not much, hut pretty heartily, 
and would chink a glasse of wine in a sociable manner, 
but I believe seldom to y' quantity of a pint in the 
whole day. As to civil affairs, he was a true and zealous 
subject of the King of Prussia, had no manner of 
scruples about the Kevolution, but, if I misremember 
not, was in private with mo a hearty defender of it, 
tho with gi-eat deference to 'those that refused when ho 
thought conscientiously. He had a -c-ery short and 
excellent plain way and method of talking ag” Papists, 
Presbjdeiians, Independents, Socinians, Deists, Free 
Thinkers, Anabaptists, Quakers, generally by argu- 
ments from Soriptm-e, ver}' successful in converting 
Papists here in England. IPith learned men, from 
antiquit}’, his memory being so great, both as to words 
& things, that nothing of councils, church history, '&c. ^ 
which he would not in a change manner quite exactly 
memoriter, yet none more artfully endeavoured to con- 
cclc his gi'eat learning, or none could be more confounded 
at the least approach of any prayse or commendation. 
Ifo was a dayly solicitor of charitj- for the distressed, 
without distinction, and whiftover mony he got, cither ' 
by pinching or saving, he gave away to y'’ poor, with 
so much alacrity that would not bo conceled, . nor 
could any refuse' him when ho askt, if ho had where 
withal to give. I never thought, nor any in this place, 
of person so eminently humane, politely courteous, so ■ 
evidently unblaracalde, so discreetly _ inoffensive, or 
rather so positively benign, ailablc, religiou-s, & tender 
in all circumstances of his life & conversation, could 
' ever bo tho subject of any slander, esjjooially when no 
profit to tempt, and yet you sec Mr. Oudimw .three 
informers, Gormanus, Borussus, ct Galhis conspired ag'^ 
liim. Pardon, my I/, my present heat, because I never 
knew any man’s conversation or temper more frcindly, 
more open, more obliging, or more usefull & instnic- 
tible, and to whom, upCn all these accounts, I own my.s'elf 
much indetted, never thinking an hour better spent then 
in bis company, which was always in a good humoi’.

Some observations on the taxes pay’d by L’cland to 
support the Government. 

'fis a gen'* opinion in Great Britain, and passes cun-ant 
■without contradiction, that Ireland is in a flourishing 
condition ; that whilst England has bin oppressed and 
deeply sunk in debt by excessive taxes Ireland has bin 
at esse, contributed . nothing to the support of the 
Govemm*, and is not one shilling in debt ; this I take to 
be a great reason of that ill affection that appears on 
many occasions against Ireland in the Parlem* of Great 
Britain, and the occasion of • several la-ws past there, 
which the people of Ireland look on as very hard upon 
them. • But in answ' to this I believe it may bo 
demonstrated that Ireland, in proportion to_ the riches 
thereof, has contributed ns much as Great Britain, if not- 
more, to the support of the Oroivn and Governm* since 
the Bevolution; this p’haps may bo looked on as a 
paradox, but I believe it -will not appear such to any one 
that will impartially consider the following p’ticulars. 

1st. That the hardship of the taxes pay’d by subjects 
to support the Govemm* is not to bo estimated by the 
quantity of thc'mony given, but by the proportion it 
bears to the substance of the p’son that gives it; as, for 
example, a person that is worth in substance but 20/. and 
gives ono pound out of it, gives as much in proportion 
and fools, the hards’p of parting with it as much as 
another that is worth 20 thousand pounds and con- 
tributes One thousand out of it. Hay, the less a man’s 
substance is, the more he must feel the parting with his 
proportional part ; as, for example, suppose a man worth 
20 thousand pounds and the publick shou’d require 19 
thousand of it, yet he wou’d have one thousand left him, 
which wou’d prevent his starling & furnish him and 
his Ifamily ivith the nocessar 3 ’s of life, but if a man be 
ivorth but 20 shill’ and 19 bo taken away ’tis impossible 
the. remaining shill’ shou’d- subsist him & his familj’-, and 
BO in all probabilitic he must starve. 

2dly. If we compare the riches of Ireland vyith y* of 
Great Britain wo shall find that they do not bear 'the 
proportion of one to 13, this might be demonstrated 
from unanswerable arguments, I shall only mention 
one or two : first, if wo compare the metropoles of the 
two kingdoms, that is, London and Dublin, wc shall find 
about 13 times more houses in London than in Dublin ; 

. the, hpusos of London are much better than those in 
Dublin, they are much better fui-nished, and the in- 
habitants much richer, in so much that perhaps one 
• Alderman in London is richer then all those- of Dublin, 
at least they are 13 times richer. If we look into -the 
Custom hoiises of both kingdoms, we shall find a grc'ater 
disproportion between the trade of the one and the 
other then 13 to one. And there want not those that 
afiirm the riches of Great Britain to bo at least 30 times 
more then the riches of Ireland, but I will take it to be 
but 13 times. 

, 3dly. Lot ns see -what Ireland h.as contributed to the 
Euppprt of the publick bj- waj' of taxes sinco it was 
settled, after the Bevolution, and tve shall find that one 
year with another, it has actually paid above 400,000/. 

■ And if -we take in "the management of . the revenu 
above 450,000/. This will appe.ar from the, receits of- 
the rbvenu, and. if wc put in the Trustee Act -which

The penmanship of this volume is in tho various con-.^ 
tracted stylos of the early part of tho 17th ceutimy, the 
most elegant portions being those from page 8Cb to 119; 
The transcription hears evidence of careful revision and 
e.xnct references are inserted to authorities from which 
extracts are given. Although Rothe’s Register of the 
House of Ormonde* was loio^vn and referred .to from the 
time of its author, -mention is hot to he found of tins Ms 
mnch larger work on Kilkenny. As yet no similar 
compilation is known to 'be extant made at so early a 
period in connection ‘with, tho Mstory of any to\Tn in 
Heland. , ' ' 

Rothe’s Manuscript' is in oxcclleht condition in its 
original oi^en boards, on wMch portions of the roil 
leather and brass -fastehings, still remain. It has been 
temporarily placed’ m the librarj' of tho Royal Irish 
Academy, by its present OTOor. 

This long hidden book ^v'ill, apart from local associa- 
tions, he regarded with interest ns a literary monu- 
ment of the family of liotho, vrhiah, under adverse 
cu’oumstnnces at . home, contributed a learned - and 
patriotic episcopal writer to Ireland, and, down to the 
present century, gave eminent officers to France, Ansti’ia, 
and Ru.ssia. ■
